Father Walter Waldron from the Pine Street Inn deliv- 
ered the invocation and the meeting was opened with the 
pledge of allegiance to the flag. 


PRESENTATION BY COUNCILOR ARROYO 


Councilor ARROYO presented a resolution to William 
Harvey, Jr., a streetworker for the City who was shot in the 
head last summer while working with kids remarking his 
heroic abilities to keep everyone safe who was with him 
and surviving such an injury risking his own life. 


STATEMENT OF PRESIDENT ROSS 


President ROSS moved to adopt the minutes from the 
January 4, 2010 meeting. Motion prevailed. 


ORDER THAT RULES FOR CITY COUNCIL BE AD-

On motion of Councilor ROSS, Docket No. 0154 was 
taken out of order. 

ORDERED: That the City Council adopt the attached 
rules as the City Council Rules for the 2010 Municipal 
Year, 


Rules of the Boston City Council Municipal Year 2010 


Meeting Time 

Rule 1. Unless otherwise ordered from time to time, 
and except on holidays, the regular meeting of the city 
council shall be on Wednesdays at twelve o’clock noon 
in the Christopher A. Iannella council chamber, One City 
Hall Square, Sth Floor, Boston, unless otherwise deter- 
mined by the council president. Special meetings may be 
called at the council president’s discretion, upon a forty- 
eight (48) hour notice from the time the notices are mailed 
or dispatched by special messenger to the clerk and mem- 
bers of the council, or relayed to each councilor’s office in 
compliance with the open meeting law. Special meetings 
of the council may be called by the council president upon 
less than forty-eight (48) hours notice in the case of an 
emergency, in compliance with the open meeting law, and 
with the consent of two-thirds (2/3) of all members. A roll 
call vote will be taken at the beginning of a meeting called 
on less than forty-eight (48) hours notice to re-affirm that 
two-thirds (2/3) agreement to hold the special meeting. 


Quorum 

Rule 2. A quorum of the council shall consist of seven 
(7) members and any member may call for a roll call on 
the question of the presence of a quorum. If at any time, 
any meeting is called to order, or if during a meeting, a 
roll call shows less than a quorum, the presiding officer 
shall call a recess of not more than ten (10) minutes, after 
which time, if a quorum is not present, the meeting may 
be adjourned by the presiding officer. 


Presiding Officer 

Rule 3. The council president shall serve as presiding 
officer and shall assume the chair at the hour set by the 
previous adjournment, call the members to order after a 
roll call showing a quorum present, and proceed with the 
regular order of business. The council president shall se- 
lect a president pro tempore to act in his or her absence 
and serve as vice chair of the committee of the whole. 
In the event of the absence of both the council president 
and the president pro tempore, the senior member by age 
shall preside. No city council president shall be eligible 
to serve more than two (2) consecutive terms. A member, 
after serving two (2) consecutive terms as president, may 
again serve as president after one (1) year has passed. 


Appealing a Decision of the Chair 

Rule 4. The presiding officer may speak to points of 
order in preference to other members, and shall decide 
all questions of order, subject to an appeal from the deci- 
sion of the chair, but no appeal shall be considered unless 
properly seconded. No other business except a motion to 
adjourn or to lie on the table shall be in order until the 
question on appeal has been decided. The question shall 
be put as follows: 

“Shall the decision of the chair stand as the judgment 
of the council?” 

The vote shall be by a roll call, and it shall be decided 
in the affirmative unless a majority ofthe votes is to the 
contrary. 


Matters Properly Before Council 

Rule 5. No motion or proposition of a subject differ- 
ent from the one under consideration shall be admitted 
under the color of an amendment. Any motion, order, or 
resolution which has been previously debated and acted 
upon in the current municipal year, or which conflicts 
with the city charter, federal, or state constitution or with 
rules prescribed by existing city ordinance, federal law 
or state law, or which in the opinion of the presiding of- 
ficer does not have a direct bearing on the business of the 
council shall be referred to the committee of the whole, 
and shall not be further considered by the council except 
upon report by that committee. The decision of the chair 
may be appealed, but no appeal shall be considered unless 
properly seconded. No other business except a motion to 
adjourn or to lie on the table shall be in order until the 
question on appeal has been decided. Prior to the vote, the 
proponent of the motion, order or resolution shall have 
three (3) minutes to explain the issue and the need for the 
City Council to take action on the matter. Afterward, a 
recess of no more than two (2) minutes shall be called so 
that those members who share the opposite view, should 
they choose to, shall have the opportunity to select one of 
its members to speak for no more than two (2) minutes on 
the opposing view. After the debate, a vote on the matter 
shall be taken. The question shall be put as follows: 

“Shall the decision of the chair stand as the judgment 
of the council? 

The vote shall be by a roll call, and it shall be decided 
in the affirmative unless a two~thirds (2/3) majority of all 
the members of the council is to the contrary. 

The committee of the whole may report that any mo- 
tion, order, or resolution, so referred to it, is out of order 
for the reasons contained in Rule 5, and its report shall be 
a final disposition of the matter, subject to an appeal. The 
same provisions as those governing appeals from rulings 
of the presiding officer shall govern such appeal. 


Recess 

Rule 6. The presiding officer may at any time, during 
debate or otherwise, declare a recess for not more than 
twenty (20) minutes, unless the presiding officer declares 
that the council will return to public session at a time cer- 
tain. Such action shall not be subject to appeal, nor shall 
any motions apply thereto. 


Propounding Motions 
Rule 7. The presiding officer shall propound all mo- 
tions in the order in which they are moved unless the sub- 
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sequent motion shall be previous in its nature, provided 
that in naming sums and fixing time, the largest sum and 
longest term shall be put first. 


Deciding Questions 

Rule 8. Subject to the provisions of these rules, the pre- 
siding officer, without debate, shall decide all questions 
relating to priority of business. 


Dividing a Question 

Rule 9. The presiding officer, at the request of any 
member, shall make a division of a question when the 
sense will admit of it. 


Doubting the Vote 

Rule 10. The presiding officer shall declare all votes. 
If any member doubts a vote, the presiding officer shall 
cause the vote to be taken by a roll call. 


Vacating the Chair 

Rule 11. When the presiding officer wants to vacate the 
chair, he or she shall call on the president pro tempore to 
take the chair. In the absence of the president pro tempore, 
any member can be asked to assume the chair. The presid- 
ing officer may resume the chair at will. 


Agenda 

Rule 12. The original and seventeen (17) copies of any 
message, ordinance, resolution, vote, or other measure 
submitted by the mayor shall be delivered to the office 
of the clerk before twelve o’clock noon one (1) business 
day preceding the council meeting. With the exception of 
consent agenda items, all new councilor-sponsored fil- 
ings shall be submitted by no more than two councilors. 
Other councilors may sign on to the legislation during the 
scheduled council meeting. Such submission is a prereq- 
uisite to any item’s consideration at such meeting. 

The original and two (2) copies of any order, ordinance, 
resolution or committee report (including consent agenda 
items, but not reports of the committee of the whole voted 
during a recess of a council meeting), provided that Rule 
35 has been complied with in the case of reports of the 
committee chair, submitted by a councilor shall also be 
delivered before twelve o’clock noon one (1) business 
day preceding the scheduled meeting of the council. 
Fifteen (15) copies are to be delivered to the city mes- 
senger by the councilor’s office submitting the matter. All 
documents submitted by the mayor and city councilors for 
consideration on the agenda shall be transmitted to the of- 
fice of the clerk via email in PDF/MS Word format before 
twelve o’clock noon one (1) business day preceding the 
scheduled meeting of the council. Such submission is a 
prerequisite to any item’s consideration at such meeting. 

NOTE: The change from strictly paper submissions 
to paper and electronic submissions will continue to be 
implemented during 2010. Until the system, including 
the appropriate technology is in place, submissions and 
distribution of documents will continue to be done as it 
was in the past. 


Duties of the Clerk 

Rule 13. It shall be the duty of the clerk, acting as clerk 
and parliamentarian of the council, to prepare and cause 
to be printed for each meeting a listing of all matters 
submitted for consideration to the council, including the 
minutes of the previous meeting, in accordance with Rule 
12; such listing shall be known as the agenda, and it shall 
be divided into two sections, the latter of which shall be 
known as the consent agenda. 

The agenda shall include a list of all pending coun- 
cil matters, such listing being also known as the “green 
sheets.” The green sheets shall include a list of all thirty 
(30) and sixty (60) day orders, matters assigned for fur- 
ther action, matters on the table, unanswered 17F orders, 
home rule petitions not responded to by the mayor, and 
a listing of all matters currently assigned to committees. 
Said matters shall be listed in accordance with the order 
of business as described in Rule 17. Said agenda shall be 
delivered to the city messenger and it shall be the duty 


of the city messenger to compile the agenda, all matters 
listed on said agenda, the legislative calendar, and any 
other documents appropriate to the scheduled meeting. 
Such compilation shall be known as “the packet”, and it 
shall be promptly delivered to the office of each council 
member and individuals or organizations identified by the 
council president. If for any reason “the packet” is not 
ready for distribution by four o’clock P.M., the office of 
each council member shall be notified of such delay by 
the city messenger. 

It shall be the duty of the clerk to post the agenda and 
the documents corresponding to the specific docket num- 
bers listed on the agenda on the city’s web page on the 
business day preceding the scheduled meeting. Revised 
or amended dockets and late file matters shall be posted 
with the minutes within 48 hours of the conclusion of the 
meeting. 


Corrections as to Form 

Rule 14. The clerk with the assistance of the corpora- 
tion counsel if necessary, may make changes to correct 
the form of an ordinance once passed, but prior to its 
presentation to the mayor, provided however that its sub- 
stance is not affected. 


Items of the Same Matter 

Rule 15. In the event that resolutions or orders concern- 
ing the same or similar subjects are filed with the clerk 
for consideration by the council, the clerk shall cause to 
have entered on the agenda only that resolution or order 
which was first filed and the name of the sponsor(s) to the 
similar resolution or order shall be added as a sponsor- 
ing member to the resolution or order which is placed on 
the agenda. Such action, however, shall not preclude any 
member from offering an amendment to the resolution or 
order. 


Removal from the Consent Agenda 

Rule 16. Resolutions of condolences and congratu- 
lations filed in accordance with Rule 37 shall be listed 
upon the consent agenda. Any member of the council may 
object to the clerk upon such a filing. The matter being 
objected to shall be removed from the consent agenda and 
placed on the agenda of the regular council business. No 
such resolution shall bear the name of any councilor not 
indicating consent to sponsorship. 

All matters contained on the consent agenda shall be 
read as one and the question of adoption and passage of 
all said matters shall be by a single motion. The question 
shall be put as follows: : 

“The question now comes on approval of the various 
matters contained within the consent agenda. “ 


Order of Business and Debate 

Rule 17. At every regular meeting of the council, the 
order of business shall be as follows: 
Council Accolades (See Rule 37) 
Approval of Minutes 
Communications from the mayor. 
Petitions, memorials, and remonstrances. 
Reports of public officers and others (including in- 
terim committee and committee chair reports). 
Reports of committees and committee chairs. 
Motions, orders, and resolutions. 
Personnel Orders. 
. Pending council matters (“green sheets”). 
0. Consent agenda. 
1. Remembrances (see Rule 37) 
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Motions and Orders 
Rule 18. When a question is under debate, the follow- 
ing motions shall be entertained and shall have prece- 
dence in the order in which they are arranged: 
To adjourn. 
To lay on the table. 
To move the previous question. 
To close debate at a specified time. 
To postpone to a day certain. 
To commit. 
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7. To amend. 
8. To postpone indefinitely. 


Strike and Insert 

Rule 19. A motion to strike out and insert shall be 
deemed indivisible; but a motion to strike out being lost 
shall not preclude amendment, or a motion to strike out 
and insert. 

At the call of the president, motion(s) to amend shall 
be reduced to writing and copies given to members. Three 
copies shall be given to the clerk. 


Adjourn 

Rule 20. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at any 
time except on an immediate repetition or pending a veri- 
fication of a vote; and that motion, the motion to lie on the 
table, the motion to take from the table, and the motion for 
the previous question shall be decided without debate. 


Remanding Matters to the Mayor 

Rule 21. Any order, ordinance, resolution, vote, or 
other measure submitted by the mayor shall be rejected 
without prejudice, unless when it is filed with the clerk, 
it bears the certificate of the corporation counsel that, if 
adopted or passed in the form submitted by the mayor, 
it will be in accordance with the law. The council, at the 
discretion of the president, may remand a response from 
the mayor to a Section 17F request, if in the determina- 
tion of the president the response does not comply with 
the request. A subsequent response shall be due within 
seven (7) days. 


Withdrawal of Motions 

Rule 22. After the presiding officer has put a motion 
on the floor, the presiding officer may withdraw it on the 
request of the sponsor, providing no objection. 


Committee Assignment and Action 

Rule 23. When a petition, order, or resolution relates 
to a subject that may properly be examined and reported 
upon by an existing committee of the council, such peti- 
tion, order, or resolution, upon presentation, shall be re- 
ferred to such committee by the president in consultation 
with the clerk. Any member offering a motion, order, or 
resolution referred to a committee may request that the 
chair of the committee set, within thirty days, a mutually 
agreeable date for a hearing. No hearing may be sched- 
uled or conducted without the consent and the presence 
of the chair or his or her designee. 


Calling of Matters in Committee 

Rule 24. Within thirty (30) days after a matter is re- 
ferred to a committee, it shall not be voted upon without 
the consent of the committee chair. 

If after thirty (30) days after a matter is referred to a 
committee (unless referred under Rule 5), it may be called 
by seven (7) members of the council. 

If after forty-five (45) days after a matter is referred 
to a committee (unless referred under Rule 5), it may be 
called by five (5) members of the council. 

As a part of the council meeting agenda, committee 
chairs may issue formal reports on dockets referred to 
his or her committee. When the meeting moves to the 
docket(s) that are the subject of the committee chair re- 
port, the clerk will read the docket(s) and the presiding 
officer will state: 

“Absent objection, the report of the committee chair 
is accepted and the docket(s) is(are) properly before the 
body. “ 

If there is an objection, the clerk will conduct a roll 
call vote of the committee members to ascertain that a 
majority of the committee members support the call of the 
committee chair to remove the docket from committee for 
discussion and action by the full council. 

From time to time, the committee chair may issue an 
interim report to provide to the members information re- 
ceived regarding the topic or the status of a docket. This 
interim committee report does not recommend a final 
disposition of the docket, but provides information. The 


report will be treated as a communication from the com- 
mittee chair and added to the record. The docket remains 
in the assigned committee until final disposition. 

The chair of a committee may call a docket out of his 
or her committee at any time and ask that a vote be taken 
on a matter (“calling from the green sheets’’), provided 
that when such a call is made and before the discussion of 
the item, the presiding officer will state: 

“Absent objection, the motion of the committee chair 
8 pra es and the docket(s) is(are) properly before the 

ody. “ 

If there is an objection, the clerk will conduct a roll 
call vote of the committee members to ascertain that a 
majority of the committee members support the call of the 
committee chair to remove the docket from committee for 
discussion and action by the full council. 


Matters Placed on File at Year End 

Rule 25. The clerk shall place on file any council-spon- 
sored matter remaining in committee at the conclusion of 
the last meeting of the calendar year, including matters in- 
troduced and not voted upon at the last meeting of the cal- 
endar year. Sixty (60) day orders and mayoral filings shall 
be exempt from this rule. Items awaiting mayoral action, 
including unanswered 17F orders and Home Rule Peti- 
tions, that are more than two weeks old at the end of the 
municipal year will be removed from the green sheets. 


Voting 

Rule 26. In all votes the form of expression shall be 
“Ordered” for everything by way of command, and the 
form shall be “Resolved” for everything expressing opin- 
ions, principles, facts, or purposes. 


Summons of Members 

Rule 27. Upon request for a roll call vote, the presiding 
officer shall hold open the calling for a period of no lon- 
ger than five (5) minutes during which time the city mes- 
senger shall summon all members who are absent from 
the Iannella Council Chamber. The clerk shall call the 
names of the members in alphabetical order without in- 
terruption. Each member shall respond to his or her name 
when called by the clerk. No member shall be recorded 
after the name of the next member has been called in the 
prescribed manner, except by unanimous consent of all 
members present. 


Majority Vote 

Rule 28. Every member present when a question is put, 
unless he or she is excluded by interest, shall vote in the 
affirmative or negative or shall respond, “present,” unless 
the council has for special reason excused that member 
from voting. Unless otherwise provided, seven (7) mem- 
bers of the council shall constitute a majority vote at a 
meeting of the council. For a hearing of the council, a 
majority of members present and voting shall constitute 
a majority. 


Absence of Sponsoring Member 

Rule 29. In the event that the sponsoring member of 
any order, resolution, or other matter, except the contents 
of the consent agenda, is not present when the clerk reads 
the matter, the presiding officer shall instruct the clerk to 
withdraw the matter from consideration at that meeting. 
The clerk will automatically re-file the document as a part 
of the regular agenda for the next council meeting. 


Reconsideration 

Rule 30. Once a vote has been taken, any member may 
only move reconsideration of the vote at the same meet- 
ing. Debate on motions to reconsider shall be limited to 
thirty minutes, and no member shall occupy more than 
five minutes. On a vote upon any subsidiary or incidental 
question, debate shall be limited to ten minutes, and no 
member shall occupy more than two minutes. 


Limits on Reconsideration 
Rule 31. When a motion to reconsider has been de- 
cided, that decision shall not be reconsidered, and no 
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question shall be twice reconsidered unless it has been 
amended after the reconsideration; nor shall any reconsid- 
eration be had upon the following motions: 
1. To adjourn. 
2. The previous question. 
3. To lay on the table. 
4. To take from the table. 
5. Toclose debate at a specified time. 

A motion to reconsider may be laid on the table or 
postponed indefinitely, and the effect of such action in ei- 
ther case shall be to defeat the motion to reconsider. 


Two-Thirds Majority Required and Second Readings 

Rule 32. All orders releasing rights, easements, or re- 
strictions on land, all orders for the sale of land, all appro- 
priations for the purchase of land, all loans, voted by the 
council shall require a vote of two-thirds (2/3) of all mem- 
bers of the council, and shall be passed only after two 
separate readings and by two separate votes, the second 
of said readings and votes to be had not less than fourteen 
(14) days after the first, except in cases in which a shorter 
period is authorized by law. Any order rescinding an order 
for any of the foregoing purposes shall require the same 
number of readings and votes as was required for the pas- 
sage of the original order. All matters failing to receive a 
two-thirds (2/3) affirmative vote on the first vote shall be 
deemed to have been rejected without prejudice and re- 
moved from further consideration, unless reconsideration 
of the initial vote prevails. 


Adoption of Matters on Day Introduced 

Rule 33. No ordinance, substitution of an ordinance, 
order, or resolution may be adopted at the meeting at 
which it is submitted. This rule may only be suspended 
with unanimous consent. This rule applies only to mat- 
ters not previously filed for council consideration and 
assigned to committee, and any related amendments or 
substitutions and does not apply to reports of committee 
chairs. 


Committees 


Forty-Eight Hour Notice Required 

Rule 34. No meeting, working session, or hearing of 
any committee, except the committee on ways and means, 
in accordance with the limitations of the state’s open 
meeting law, shall be called upon less than forty-eight 
(48) hours notice (exclusive of legal holidays, Saturdays, 
and Sundays), unless otherwise allowed by the president 
in accord with the limitations of the state’s open meeting 
law, from the time the council staff shall have mailed or 
electronically transmitted the notices and invitation letters 
or dispatched them by special messenger; provided that 
meetings of the committee of the whole may be held for a 
specific purpose(s) at the call of the president, at the com- 
pletion of council business and prior to final adjournment 
of any meeting of the council without such notice. Only 
that specific item(s) for which a committee of the whole 
meeting, working session, or hearing has been called shall 
be in order at such meeting, working session, or hearing. 

Only a committee chair may schedule a meeting, work- 
ing session, or hearing or reserve time on the council’s 
calendar for a hearing to be scheduled. Notice of all 
scheduled meetings, hearings, working sessions shall be 
posted by the clerk indicating the date, time and place in 
accordance with the requirements of the open meeting 
law. In addition, the notice shall include the item(s) or 
subject(s) to be discussed. Written and electronic notice 
shall be delivered to each councilor and other interested 
parties by council staff. The chair and members of any 
committee shall speak and question witnesses for not 
more than ten minutes at a time. 

The conduct of members of the public at council meet- 
ings, and committee meetings, working sessions, and 
hearings, including those present to testify, shall be goy- 
erned by Rules 41, 42 and 43 and shall be enforced by the 
council staff assigned to the meeting, working session, or 
hearing. 

No committee unless authorized by an order of the 


council shall incur any expense, including, but not limited 
to, advertising and stenographic costs. Committee chairs 
requesting interpreter services will work with the staff 
director, recognizing there are budgetary limitations, to 
arrange for such services at the time the meeting, working 
session, or hearing is scheduled. No committee meeting, 
working session, or hearing, except the committee of the 
whole, the committee on rules and administration, and 
the committee on ways and means, shall be conducted on 
the day of any regular meeting of the council. No com- 
mittee, except the committee of the whole, committee on 
ways and means, or committee on rules and administra- 
tion shall be allowed to schedule or conduct a meeting, 
working session, or hearing on the same day and time as a 
previously scheduled meeting of another committee. 

No committee will hold any hearing, working session, 
or meeting after the last regular council meeting of the 
municipal year. 


Committee Action 

Rule 35. Each item listed on the weekly agenda that is 
to be reported out of committee must be accompanied by 
a report. The committee chair shall draft the report with 
the assistance of central staff committee liaisons. Com- 
mittee liaisons will be responsible for keeping minutes 
of committee hearings, working sessions, and meetings 
in accordance with open meeting and public records re- 
quirements. Minutes shall include the following informa- 
tion: name of the committee, title of the event (meeting, 
working session, hearing), date, time of the call of the 
meeting, start time, end time, location, subject, commit- 
tee council members present and absent, a summary of 
the issues discussed, any decisions made, next steps to be 
taken, or votes taken, a list of all documents or exhibits 
presented at the hearing. The minutes are to be prepared 
by the committee liaison and presented to the chair for 
review and signature and filed within 48 hours of the con- 
clusion of the hearing. 11 reports of the committee chair 
or the committee must contain the following information: 
docket number, title, date referred, sponsor, date(s) of 
hearings, date(s) of working sessions (where applicable), 
a discussion of the provisions of the legislation, summary 
of information received at the hearing, and in the case 
of amended or substituted language, a discussion of the 
changes and the impacts on the original legislation, and 
the rationale for the recommended action. 

The committee chair may issue an informational in- 
terim report as a communication to the council relaying 
information gleaned from committee hearings and the 
status of the issue. The interim report of the committee 
chair will not dispose of the docket. The original interim 
report and two copies shall be submitted to the clerk and 
seventeen copies (17) delivered to the city messenger. 


Working Sessions 

Rule 35A. Committee chairs may schedule working 
sessions for the purpose of revising legislation in commit- 
tee, reviewing a proposed committee report, or to discuss 
with the committee the content of the legislation. The 
chair may issue a report of the committee recommend- 
ing that the legislation be brought to the full council for 
consideration, provided that a quorum of the committee 
is present and a vote is taken in a public meeting, hearing 
or working session. The committee chair may schedule a 
working session under the requirements of the open meet- 
ing law and process established in Rule 34. The purpose 
of the working session will be to discuss and deliberate 
on proposed changes to the legislation before the commit- 
tee. The changes outlined at that working session would 
then be incorporated into the legislation, and included in 
the committee report regarding the legislation. More than 
one working session may be held on the same legislation 
and working sessions may be scheduled to review more 
than one piece of legislation at the same time. Subject to 
the will of the chair, working sessions may be scheduled 
to occur at times separate from the hearings, or directly 
afterward. Public participation and draft materials at 


working sessions shall be limited to councilors and chair 
invitees. 
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Committee Appointment, Structure, and Role 

Rule 36. The president of the council shall appoint all 
standing committees, appoint all special committees, and 
fill any vacancy and designate the rank of the members of 
each committee. All standing committees shall consist of 
between three and nine members. 

The role of each committee shall be to provide a forum 
for in-depth review and analysis of all city departments, 
boards, and agencies, and to provide a means for residents 
to address their concerns with regard to services provided 
by the city. 

Committees shall focus upon: (1) public policy, (2) ef- 
ficiency of service delivery, and (3) cost containment, it 
being the goal of the city government to provide appro- 
priate services while ensuring that public monies, which 
derive from our citizenry, are appropriated wisely and 
cautiously. 


Committees of the Council 
There shall be the following committees: 


Committee on Arts, Film, Humanities, and Tourism, 
which shall concern itself with the encouragement of 
the arts and humanities, including cultural development, 
museums, performing arts, film and filmmaking, public 
art, art education, the support and funding of private art 
and cultural amenities, and opportunities to display and/ 
or present art works. The committee shall also concern 
itself with the promotion of visits by individuals and 
convention groups, development of programs where city 
agencies encourage tourism and best display city assets 
to visitors, and development of recommended legisla- 
tion and/or other actions to make the city a welcoming 
place for visitors. The committee shall exercise oversight 
with respect to the Boston Art Commission, Boston Arts 
Lottery Council, Boston Film Bureau, or its successors, 
Midtown Cultural District, and Office of Arts, Tourism, 
and Special Events. 


Committee on City, Neighborhood Services and 
Veterans Affairs, which shall concern itself with the de- 
livery of municipal services to the city’s residents and 
neighborhoods in order to promote improved service 
delivery and cost reductions, including the activities of 
and provision of services to residents by communication, 
energy and water service providers. The committee shall 
also concern itself with the city’s programs for veterans 
and family-based initiatives. The committee shall concern 
itself with the infrastructure that facilitates wireless voice 
and data communications as well as the surface, air and 
water transportation policies of the city, including public 
transportation, operations at Logan International Airport, 
hackney and jitney licenses, traffic calming, highway con- 
nections, resident parking program, parking freeze, impo- 
sition of tolls, and the Central Artery Tunnel project, in- 
cluding surface restoration and corridor master planning, 
including the planning for the Rose Kennedy Greenway. 
The committee shall also concern itself with the various 
inspectional, regulatory, and licensing activities used to 
implement city transportation policies. The committee 
shall be responsible for monitoring issues arising from 
utility facilities and operations, and including facility sit- 
ing, in order to ensure that consumers are provided with 
the most reliable service, at the lowest possible cost, and 
that ratepayers’ rights are protected under federal, state 
and local regulations. The committee shall exercise over- 
sight with respect to Inspectional Services Department, 
Library Department, Office of Neighborhood Services, 
Parks and Recreation Department, Public Works Depart- 
ment, Registry Division, the Edward Ingersoll Browne 
Fund and the George Robert White Fund, the Boston 
Water and Sewer Commission, the Office of Cable Com- 
munications, Central Artery Environmental Compliance 
Team, Office of the Parking Clerk, Public Improvement 
Commission, Transportation Department, Veterans’ Ser- 
vices Department, and the Veterans’ Graves Division of 
the Parks Department. 


Committee on Economic Development and Planning, 
which shall concern itself with the physical and economic 
development of the city, including financing, planning, 
zoning, licensing, land use policy, labor and workforce 
development and the effects of development on the city. 
The committee shall exercise exclusive oversight with 
respect to all commercial, medical, research, education- 
al and large scale residential development and building 
projects, as well as historic preservation programs. The 
committee shall work to ensure community participation 
in the development process, that residents and their insti- 
tutional neighbors are both able to share in the city’s bene- 
fits, and that the delivery of financial services are accessi- 
ble, non-discriminatory and promote both small and large 
business and development throughout all neighborhoods. 
The committee shall exercise oversight with respect to the 
care, management, custody, and use of public lands and 
buildings, except parkland. The committee shall exer- 
cise additional oversight with respect to the Main Streets 
Program, Boston Industrial Development Finance Au- 
thority, Boston Licensing Board, Boston Redevelopment 
Authority, Consumer Affairs and Licensing Department, 
Department of Neighborhood Development, Economic 
Development and Industrial Corporation, Empowerment 
Zones, Inspectional Services Department, Licensing 
Board, Office of Business Development, Public Facilities 
Commission, Property and Construction Management 
Department, Zoning Board of Appeals, Zoning Commis- 
sion, Back Bay Architectural Commission, Beacon Hill 
Architectural Commission, Freedom Trail Commission, 
and Landmarks Commission, Empowerment Zone Board, 
Back Streets Program, Office of Business Development, 
Boston Resident Jobs Policy, Boston Medical Center. 


Committee on Education, which shall concern itself 
with the quality of educational services provided to all 
school-aged residents by the Boston Public Schools. The 
committee shall monitor educational policy, in particular 
special education, bilingual education, and technical edu- 
cation. The committee shall work to strengthen coopera- 
tion among city and state government, private enterprise, 
and institutions of higher learning, to provide students 
with the necessary education, training, and skills for fur- 
ther education and future career opportunities in the new 
economy. The Committee shall exercise oversight with 
respect to the Boston School Department. 


Committee on Environment and Health, which shall 
concern itself with environmental and public health issues 
of residents, including the impact of industry on quality 
of life. The committee shall concern itself with the nat- 
ural resources of the city, issues of air, land, and water 
pollution, and open space conservation as well as recy- 
cling and other resource recovery efforts issues related to 
waste disposal and land reclamation. The committee shall 
provide a forum for residents to express their concerns 
about a variety of diseases and conditions, especially 
those exacerbated by factors associated with urban living. 
The committee shall have oversight of the Boston Pub- 
lic Health Commission, Neighborhood and Community 
Health Centers, the Air Pollution Control Commission, 
Boston Conservation Commission, and the Environment 
Department. 


Committee on Government Operations, which shall 
concern itself with the organization and structure of city 
government, including departmental fees and charges. 
The committee shall have referred to it all proposed or- 
dinances and special laws affecting the structure, duties 
and responsibilities of city departments, agencies and 
commissions. The committee shall also concern itself 
with the review of the city’s policy regarding residency 
for city employees. The committee shall concern itself 
with encouraging cooperation between the city and other 
levels of government to reduce duplicative programs, co- 
ordinate efforts to provide services, and present the coun- 
cil’s views on matters that have a direct bearing on the 
council’s business. In scheduling hearings and working 
sessions, the committee will coordinate with the chair of 
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the committee whose jurisdiction covers the policy area 
discussed in the ordinance or special law. The committee 
shall exercise oversight with respect to the Boston Retire- 
ment Board, City Clerk, Election Department, Execution 
of Courts, Graphic Arts Department, Health Benefits 
and Insurance Program, Human Resources Department, 
Law Department, Management Information Services, 
Medicare Payments, Office of the mayor (except those 
components assigned to other committees), Pensions and 
Annuities, Purchasing Division, Residency Compliance 
Commission, and Workers Compensation Program, Of- 
fice of Intergovernmental Relations. 


Committee on Housing, which shall concern itself with 
public policy involving the preservation, creation, and re- 
habilitation of housing in the city, including public hous- 
ing programs. The committee is charged with evaluation 
of policies and programs of the city to ensure an adequate 
supply of affordable housing to advocate toward the goal 
of safe, decent, and affordable housing for all residents in 
the city. The committee shall exercise oversight with re- 
spect to the Department of Neighborhood Development, 
the Fair Housing Commission, Boston Housing Author- 
ity, and the Rental Housing Resource Center. 


Committee on Labor, Youth Affairs, and Human 
Rights, which shall concern itself with policy issues af- 
fecting organized labor and members of public and pri- 
vate collective bargaining units, including wages and 
hours, standards and statistics, and occupational health 
and safety, and the development employment opportuni- 
ties and training programs. The committee shall work to 
encourage non-profit youth agencies to work with the city 
to help youth develop into productive and healthy adults. 
The committee shall concern itself with issues related to 
youth, including but not limited to summer jobs, youth ac- 
tivities, volunteerism, and youth violence. The committee 
shall concern itself with promoting equal and fair access 
to public and private services and facilities for all resi- 
dents, regardless of race, color, national origin, national 
ancestry, creed, sex, sexual orientation, gender identity 
and expression, age or disability. The committee shall 
also ensure that findings may be determined with respect 
to compliance with the Boston Residents Jobs Policy pro- 
gram. The committee shall have oversight with respect to 
the Office of Labor Relations, Boston Centers for Youth & 
Families, Boston Youth Fund, Boston Employment Com- 
mission, Commission for Persons with Disabilities, Fair 
Housing Commission, Human Rights Commission, Bos- 
ton Redevelopment Authority Contract Compliance Of- 
fice, Small and Local Business Enterprise Office, Office 
of Boston Residents Job Policy. 


Committee on Post Audit and Oversight, which shall 
concern itself with evaluating the efficiency and effective- 
ness of city operations and programs, and administrative 
compliance with legislative intent, including administra- 
tive regulations of departments, agencies, and programs. 
The committee shall select areas for review, establish 
goals and objectives, collect and analyze data, and report 
to the council with recommendations, including possible 
legislative and programmatic changes based on its review 
and analysis. The committee shall exercise oversight with 
respect to the Auditing Department and the Boston Fi- 
nance Commission. 


Committee on Public Safety, which shall concern itself 
with the adequate delivery of police and fire protection 
to all neighborhoods. The committee shall also concern 
itself with evaluating, encouraging, and facilitating ex- 
isting resident-driven efforts to prevent crime, includ- 
ing arson, vandalism, hate crimes, and home invasion. 
The committee shall also be concerned with all matters 
related to homeland security and efforts to protect resi- 
dents against terrorism in any form. The committee shall 
share oversight of public safety issues related to women 
with the committee on women and healthy communities. 
The committee shall exercise oversight with respect to 
the Boston Fire Department, Boston Police Department, 


Office of Emergency Preparedness, Emergency Medical 
Services, Emergency Storm Center, Public Safety Com- 
mission, Safe Neighborhood Initiative, Suffolk County 
Jail, Suffolk County House of Correction, anti-crime ef- 
forts financed by state and federal government sources, 
and county correctional matters. 


Committee on Rules and Administration, which shall 
concern itself with the rules and administrative functions 
of the council. The committee shall meet to discuss mat- 
ters in accordance with M.G.L. c. 39, s. 23B (the state 
Open Meeting Law) and other issues internal to city 
council operations. The clerk, as clerk of the council, 
shall participate in committee meetings convened to ad- 
dress related rules or parliamentary issues at the request 
of the chair. 


Committee on Ways and Means, which shall exercise 
general oversight with respect to city revenues and ex- 
penditures and all other component units that comprise 
the government entity, as defined by the Governmental 
Accounting Standards Board. The committee may report 
to the council the cost of implementation of any order, 
ordinance, program, or other initiative pending before the 
body, and shall make such report whenever requested by 
another committee or directed to do so by the council. The 
committee shall have referred to it all matters concerning 
appropriations, the city budget, expenditures and loans. 
The committee shall review city policies and actions in- 
volving the purchase of financial services, deposits, bor- 
rowing, and investment. The committee shall concern 
itself with issues related to all city owned or leased facili- 
ties. The committee shall exercise oversight with respect 
to the Assessing Department, Auditing Department, the 
Office of Budget Management, and the Treasury Depart- 
ment. 


Committee of the Whole, which shall concern itself 
with any litigation involving the council and all other 
matters referred to it. 


Committee on Women and Healthy Communities, 
which shall concern itself with the adequate delivery of 
city services and programming for youth, families, seniors 
and New Bostonians, with particular focus on girls and 
women. The committee shall concern itself with issues in- 
cluding, but not limited to, domestic and sexual violence, 
child abuse and neglect, substance abuse, mentoring, hun- 
ger and homelessness. The committee shall review pro- 
grams pertaining to efforts to stabilize communicates and 
reduce violence. The committee shall share oversight of 
public safety issues related to women with the committee 
on public safety. The committee shall have oversight with 
respect to committee-related programs operated by the 
Boston Public Health Commission, Boston Centers for 
Youth and Families, and Neighborhood and Community 
Health Centers. The committee shall also have oversight 
with respect to the Office of Civil Rights, Women’s Com- 
mission, and the Elderly Commission, Commission on 
Affairs of the Elderly, Emergency Shelter Commission, 
and the Office of New Bostonians. 


Special Committee on 2010 Census, which shall con- 
cern itself with issues relevant to the 2010 Census as it 
is conducted this year, specifically what resources can be 
provided to increase individual responses, and guidance 
to census workers in accessing areas traditionally under- 
reported, including immigrant communities, public hous- 
ing developments, college students and the homeless. 


Special Committee on Charter Reform, which shall 
concern itself with the review of the current governance 
structure in the City, as set forth the 1951 charter and vari- 
ous special acts. 


Special Committee on Federal Stimulus Oversight, 
which shall exercise oversight of the portion of the Feder- 
al Stimulus Package Funds that the City applies for and/or 
receives, whether as general fund revenue, loans, grants, 
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or revenue for capital projects. The Committee will focus 
on the best use of these one-time funds and how these 
funds will stimulate the economy, with the focus of cre- 
ating and sustaining employment, with the ultimate goal 
of improving services for residents and businesses. The 
Special Committee shall share oversight with the spe- 
cific standing committee that holds the responsibility 
for the programs or departments impacted by the funds 
received. The Special Committee will be required to con- 
duct a hearing on all items referred to it within 21 days of 
submission to the Council. 


Special Committee on a Livable Boston, which shall 
concern itself with the impact of the recession on Bos- 
tonians and Boston’s ability to attract and retain people 
from all walks of life who will call Boston home for a 
lifetime. 


Presidential Committee on Council Centennial, which 
shall concern itself with research on the history of the 
City Council from 1910 until present and the develop- 
ment of programming to promote and celebrate the ac- 
tivities and accomplishments on the occasion of its cen- 
tennial year in 2009. The committee shall also report on 
the council’s historical structure and operations and, by 
comparison with other major cities, make recommenda- 
tions for a stronger and more effective body. 


Citizens’ Committee on Boston’s Future, which shall 
concern itself with what Boston must do to compete ef- 
fectively to be the best city in America, including attract- 
ing and retaining smart and skilled people, reducing im- 
pediments to business and development in 21 st century 
growth sectors, promoting and sustaining neighborhood 
businesses, and fostering an environment for arts and 
culture. The Citizens Committee shall be an independent 
body which will include representatives from science, in- 
dustry, arts and education as well as concerned citizens. 
The committee shall report its advisory findings to the 
council president periodically. 


Council Accolades and Remembrances 

Rule 37. The council, or any committee thereof, shall 
have the honor of recognizing persons, groups, and events 
of significant importance to the City of Boston. Any 
councilor wishing to honor such individuals or groups 
at the start of a council meeting shall notify the office of 
the council president in writing by four o’clock PM - one 
business day before the meeting. Three accolades will 
be allowed per meeting and each accolade should not 
exceed five minutes. Said notification shall include the 
names of the individuals or groups and the reason they 
are being honored. The council president, at the request 
of any councilor, shall ask the council to recognize and 
acknowledge a special guest or group of guests seated in 
the Council gallery. 

Directly before the conclusion of a scheduled council 
meeting, councilors may request that the council adjourn 
in memory of persons with importance to the City of 
Boston. Any councilor wishing to do so shall notify the 
office of the council president in writing the morning of 
the meeting. The councilor shall provide the name, with 
correct spelling and pronunciation where appropriate. 


Conduct in City Council 

Rule 38. Every member about to speak shall signal the 
chair by electronic means provided and then wait until 
recognized by the chair. No member shall be recognized 
when seated or away from his or her desk. In speaking, 
members shall refrain from mentioning other members 
by name, and shall refer to other members as either the 
councilor from district (cite district number), or the at- 
large councilor from (neighborhood of residence) or as 
the chair of a particular committee, and shall confine 
themselves to the question, shall not use unbecoming, 
abusive, or non-parliamentary language and shall avoid 
personalities. Any member who, in debate or otherwise, 
indulges in personalities or makes charges reflecting 
upon the character of another member, shall make an 


apology in open session at the meeting at which the of- 
fense was committed or at the next succeeding regular 
meeting. If the member fails to apologize, the president 
shall hold the member in contempt and suspend the mem- 
ber from further participation in debate and statement un- 
til an apology is made. 


Order of and Time Limit on Speaking 

Rule 39. No member shall speak more than once on 
a question when another member who has not spoken 
claims the floor and no member speaking shall, without 
consenting, be interrupted by another, except on a point 
of order. A member may speak upon a matter for no more 
than ten minutes, except as further limited by the provi- 
sions of this rule. A member who has not spoken on a 
matter shall have priority and recognition by the chair 
whenever said member shall rise. 

Remarks by councilors at the time a petition, order, or 
resolution has been admitted, and assigned to a commit- 
tee for review shall be limited to three minutes for the 
sponsor and two minutes for any other councilor. The 
appropriate time for questioning and debate is at public 
hearings and working sessions. 

The clerk shall inform the president whenever a mem- 
ber has spoken longer than the allotted time under the 
prescribed time limits. 


Conduct of Councilors - Generally 

Rule 40. The Ethics Commission of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts enforces Chapter 268A of the 
Massachusetts General Laws -- The Conflict of Interest 
Law. The Conflict of Interest Law regulates the conduct 
of all councilors as municipal public officials and governs 
the conduct of municipal public officials. All councilors 
shall review and fully comply with each of the law’s pro- 
visions. The clerk shall distribute a copy of said law at the 
start of each municipal year. The council president may 
arrange for trainings on conflict of interest laws, the open 
meeting law, and other topics as appropriate. 


Rule 40A. Pursuant to the city charter and in accor- 
dance with the open meeting law, the council president 
may refer a matter to the council upon his/her determina- 
tion that any member has engaged in conduct unbecoming 
a member of the Boston City Councilor may be unquali- 
fied to sit on the body. A member may be unqualified by 
violating federal or state law, or any conditions imposed 
by the city’s charter, which includes violating any provi- 
sions of the three oaths of office. 

The council president shall automatically refer a mat- 
ter to the council upon a felony conviction of any member 
by any state or federal court. 

Any action by the council taken in response to any 
referral shall require a two-thirds (2/3) majority roll call 
vote and will be in accordance with local, state and fed- 
eral law. 


Members of the Public on Council Floor 

Rule 41. No person except a member of the council at 
any time shall be permitted to occupy a seat in the Jan- 
nella council chamber or the seats designated for coun- 
cilors at any city council hearing location of any member 
of the council. The city messenger shall strictly enforce 
this rule. 


Use of Handheld Electronic Devices 

Rule 42. Electronic devices, including cell phones, 
pagers, and PDAs must be turned off or put in silent mode 
upon entering the Iannella chamber or any city council 
hearing location, and any person violating this rule shall 
be asked to leave the chamber by the city messenger. 
Some devices interfere with the council audio system. 


Staff on Council Floor 

Rule 43. No person, except the staff of the clerk or 
council staff shall be allowed upon the council floor of 
the Iannella council chamber, the witness podium (micro- 
phone), or the doorways of the anteroom unless invited 
by the presiding officer. No person shall be permitted 
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to speak, testify or otherwise participate in any council 
meeting, hearing, or working session unless permitted to 
do so by the presiding officer or committee chair. Autho- 
rized staff members shall be allowed on the floor of the 
council only to directly communicate with a councilor 
or the clerk and should not remain on the floor. At other 
times, council staff should take seat in the gallery or stand 
in the gallery. Members ofthe public are welcome in the 
gallery of the Iannella Council Chamber when the council 
is in session, but no one will be admitted to the gallery 
after all seats are occupied. Members of the public are 
welcome into other city council hearing locations, but no 
one will be admitted unless seats or proper standing room 
exists in the interest of public safety. No demonstration of 
approval or disapproval from members of the public will 
be permitted (including, but not limited to signs, placards, 
banners, cheering, clapping, booing, etc.) and if such 
demonstrations are made, the gallery or public seating 
area will be cleared. The city messenger or council staff 
assigned to the hearing shall strictly enforce this rule. Any 
person, upon entering a council meeting or hearing for 
the purpose of viewing or testifying grants permission to 
the city council to record and televise their presence and 
testimony. 


Members of the Press on Council Floor 

Rule 44. Members of the press in attendance shall re- 
frain from discussion within the Iannella Council Cham- 
ber with councilor members during a council meeting. No 
member of the press shall be allowed on the council floor 
without the consent of the presiding officer. The city mes- 
senger shall strictly enforce this rule. 


Lobbying Activities 

Rule 45. No person, who for compensation or reward 
acts to promote, oppose, or influence a matter pending 
before the council, shall be admitted at any time to the 
Iannella council chamber or anterooms unless said person 
has registered with the clerk stating the nature of his or 
her business. The clerk shall distribute a complete listing 
of individuals registered under this rule on the first day 
of the municipal year and on the first day of July to each 
councilor. 


Further Rules, Amendment, and Suspension 

Rule 46. Unless inconsistent with any provision of 
these rules, the proceedings of the council shall be gov- 
erned by Robert’s Rules of Order, current edition. 


Suspension of Rules 

Rule 47. With the exception of Rule 5, all portions of 
the council rules that require compliance with the open 
meeting law, and portions of the rules mandated by city 
charter, which may not be suspended, and Rules 12,33 
and 35, which may be suspended only by unanimous con- 
sent, the foregoing rules shall not be altered, amended, 
suspended, or repealed at any time, except by a vote of 
two-thirds (2/3) of all members of the council. Provided, 
however, that Rule 12 may be suspended only in the case 
of an order, ordinance, vote, committee report, or other 
measure submitted by the mayor or by a councilor calling 
for action by the council that is of any emergency nature, 
namely that which imposes an imminent threat to the 
peace, health, or safety of the people or their property. 


Adoption of Rules 

Rule 48. The Rules of the City Council shall be ad- 
opted by a majority roll call vote no later than the first 
regular meeting of February of each year.

Presently, the City lacks an effective method to discour- 
age drivers of motor vehicles from stopping, standing, or 
parking in any designated Pedestrian Safety Zone. 

The Ordinance would allow a fine of one hundred 
dollars ($100.00) for stopping, standing, or parking un- 
authorized motor vehicles within any Pedestrian Safety 
Zone boundary. I urge your Honorable Body to adopt this 


Ordinance as soon as possible.

AN ORDINANCE PROHIBITING PARKING 
OR STOPPING WITHIN ANY PEDESTRIAN 
SAFETY ZONE 


WHEREAS, The Mayor of the City of Boston has 
made it a priority to create Pedestrian Safety Zones in the 
city of Boston, eliminating non-essential vehicles from 
key commercial districts to enliven the City’s streets, en- 
hance economic development opportunities, and create a 
safe environment for pedestrians; 

WHEREAS, The City of Boston is lacking an effective 
method to ensure public safety and prevent unauthorized 
motor vehicles stopping, standing, or parking within Pe- 
destrian Safety Zones; and 

WHEREAS, This Ordinance shall establish the fol- 
lowing prohibitions regarding stopping, standing, and 
parking unauthorized motor vehicles within a Pedestrian 
Safety Zone. 

Be it ordered by the City Council as follows: 

Prohibition of Non-Authorized Vehicles in the Zone: 
Any vehicles stopped, standing, or parked in a Pedestrian 
Safety Zone may be ticketed and fined one hundred dol- 
lars ($100.00), if not displaying a valid Pedestrian Safety 
Zone Permit (“Permit”). Authorized vehicles displaying 
a valid Permit are allowed to load/unload at designated 
loading zone areas within the Pedestrian Safety Zone be- 
tween the hours of 6:00 p.m. and 11 :00 a.m. No vehicles, 
regardless of valid Pedestrian Safety Zone Permit, shall 
be allowed to stop, stand or park in the Zone between the 
hours of 11 :00 a.m. and 6:00 p.m. The fine shall increase 
by thirty-three dollars ($33.00) ifit remains unpaid at least 
twenty-one (21) days after issuance of a notice of the vio- 
lation. 

Enforcement: The Boston Transportation. Department 
and Boston Police Department shall have the authority 
to enforce this section. The provisions of Massachusetts 
General Laws c. 90, s. 20A 1/2 may be used to enforce 
these sections, and the adjudication provisions of this 
chapter and of Chapter 190 of the Acts of 1982 shall apply 
to this section. The Boston Police Department and Boston 
Transportation Department shall have the authority to im- 
pound any motor vehicle in violation of these sections. 

Regulatory Authority: The Commissioner of the Bos- 
ton Transportation Department and the Commissioner 
of the Boston Police Department of the Boston Police 
Department shall have the authority to promulgate rules 
and regulations necessary to implement and enforce these 
sections. 

Severability. If any provision of these sections is held 
as invalid, then such provision shall be considered sepa- 
rately and apart from the remaining provisions, which 
shall remain in full force and effect. 

Implementation. he provisions of this section be re- 
ferred to the Committee on Government Operations.

ORDINANCE AMENDING CBC CHAPTER 12-13 
(PAID PARENTAL LEAVE) (DOCKET NO. 0208) 


Councilors YANCEY and PRESSLEY offered the fol- 
lowing: 
AN ORDINANCE REGARDING 
PAID PARENTAL LEAVE 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as fol- 
lows. 

Chapter 12 is hereby amended by adding CBC 12-13A 
as follows: 

12-13A.1 Definitions. 

Unless specifically indicated otherwise, the definitions 
contained in CBC 12-13.1 shall apply and control these 
sections. 

Parent shall have the same definition contained in CBC 
12-13.1 but these sections shall apply only to a Parent 
who is employed by the City of Boston and entitled to the 
employment benefits of the City of Boston. 

12-13A.2 Legislative Intent. 

These sections are intended to enhance the rights of 
Parents employed by the City of Boston and entitled to the 
employment benefits provided by the City of Boston; spe- 
cifically, these sections are intended to enhance the rights 
under CBC 12-13 (“Parental School Leave”). Parents of 
the school-aged pupil(s) in kindergarten and grades one 
(1) to twelve (12), inclusive may take the opportunity to 
spend up to 

twenty-one hours (21) per school calendar year for 
school visits if the Parent, prior to taking time off pursu- 
ant to these sections, gives clear and reasonable notice to 
the Parent’s appropriate supervisor of the Parent’s planned 
absence. 

12-13A.3 Operation of Section. 

The City of Boston shall not discharge nor in any way 
discriminate against a Parent of a Pupil in kindergarten 
or grades one (1) to twelve (12), inclusive, for taking of- 
fup to twenty-one (21) hours pursuant to these sections 
in each school calendar year for school visits regarding 
the Pupil, if the Parent, prior to taking time off pursuant 
to these sections, gives clear and reasonable notice to the 
Parent’s appropriate supervisor of the Parent’s planned 
absence. A Parent that is an employee of the City of Bos- 
ton shall not be required to use existing vacation time, 
personal leave time, or compensatory time for purposes 
of this planned absence but shall be paid the parent’s nor- 
mal rate of pay from the City of Boston for each qualified 
hour of absence. The Parent, if requested by the Parent’s 
appropriate supervisor within the City of Boston, shall 
provide documentation from the Pupil’s school as proof 
that the Parent visited the Pupil’s school on a specific date 
and at a particular time. For purposes of this subsection, 
“documentation” shall mean whatever written verification 
of a parental visit the Pupil’s school deems appropriate 
and reasonable. 

A parent who is discharged, demoted. Threatened, sus- 
pended, or in any other manner discriminated against in 
terms and conditions of employment by the City of Bos- 
ton because the parent has taken qualified time off pur- 
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suant to these sections shall be immediately entitled to 
reinstatement and reimbursement of lost wages and work 
benefits resulting from such discharge, demotion, threat, 
suspension, or other related discrimination. If the City of 
Boston willfully refuses to rehire, reinstate, or otherwise 
restore a Parent who has been determined to be eligible 
for rehiring, reinstatement, or other restoration by a griev- 
ance procedure, arbitration, or hearing authorized by law, 
may be subject to a civil penalty in an amount equal to 
five (5) times the amount of the Parent’s lost wages and 
work benefits derived from the Parent’s employment by 
the City of Boston. 

Nothing in these sections shall be construed to prevent 
a Parent from using vacation time, personal leave time, 
or compensatory time to visit the Parent’s Pupil’s school 
once the Parent has exhausted the twenty-one (21) hours 
provided herein.

SERVICES AVAILABLE TO VICTIMS OF COM- 
MUNITY VIOLENCE (DOCKET NO. 0209)

ORDER CALLING FOR HEARING TO INVESTI- 
GATE SOCIAL SERVICES AVAILABLE TO VICTIMS 
OF COMMUNITY VIOLENCE 


WHEREAS: Community violence includes acts such 
as rapes, beatings, shootings and stabbings; And 

WHEREAS: One study found that over 75 percent of 
those in high-violence neighborhoods had been exposed 
to community violence; And 

WHEREAS: Past research has documented that expo- 
sure to community violence may have enduring conse- 
quences on children’s development, beginning in the pre- 
school years and continuing through adolescence; And 

WHEREAS: The research has demonstrated that al- 
though some children may internalize problems and be- 
come anxious, fearful or withdrawn, others may exter- 
nalize problems and learn to use violence to attain their 
wishes, or to identify with the aggressor, as a way to solve 
interpersonal conflict with the adult world or with their 
peers; And 

WHEREAS: Community violence is recognized as a 
public health issue, especially among the young; Be It 
Therefore 

ORDERED: That the Boston City Council holds a 
hearing to discuss social services available to victims of 
community violence; Be It Further

ORDER FOR HEARING REGARDING EMERGENCY 
GAS VALVE SHUT-OFF (DOCKET NO. 0210) 


Councilors YANCEY and LAMITTINA offered the 
following: 


Regarding Emergency Gas Valve Shut-off 
Whereas, On October 28, 2006 the Boston Globe re- 


ported that thousands of emergency gas shut-off valves 
are inaccessible; and 

Whereas, emergency gas shut-off valves are crucial 
safety features required by the state to stop the flow of 
explosive gas to homes and businesses during emergen- 
cies; and 

Whereas, many ofthese valves may have been paved 
over or blocked by other means; and 

Whereas, the Boston Globe further reports that service 
valves, which control gas flowing to individual buildings, 
are the ones most often buried or blocked; and 

Whereas, those valves, typically contained in boxes 
embedded in streets and sidewalks, are considered an im- 
portant stop gap during large fires that could be fueled 
further by gas; and 

Whereas, While most houses have shut-off valves at 
the meter, those valves can be difficult to get to during a 
fire and do not prevent additional gas from the street from 
feeding a blaze; and 

Whereas, “It is extremely important to expedite the 
shutting off of gas,” state Fire Marshal Stephen D. Coan 
said. “Any delay in securing a gas supply line is a poten- 
tial hazard to firefighters and area residents.” and 

Whereas, Gas companies are required by federal and 
state regulations to ensure that all shut-off valves are 
readily accessible, and the State Department of Telecom- 
munications and Energy is responsible for enforcing the 
regulations; and 

Whereas, Inaccessibility to valves has been cited for 
causing delayed gas shut-off after at least two tragedies 
in recent years -- an explosion in Weston last year that 
leveled a house and another in Hopkinton in 2002 in 
which two children were killed. Fire specialists stated that 
blocked valves are putting lives at risk; and 

Whereas, The Department of Telecommunications and 
Energy says it has focused its past enforcement efforts on 
“critical valves,’ which control gas flow to large numbers 
of buildings on a street or streets. Those valves are in- 
spected once a year; and 

Whereas, Gas providers also say that municipalities 
should share part of the blame for the service valves being 
paved over and should keep gas companies abreast about 
paving projects; and 

Whereas, The City of Boston has experienced gas ex- 
plosions which has caused serious damage, injury and 
even death; therefore be it 

Ordered, That the appropriate committee of the Boston 
City Council convene an hearing to determine what steps 
have been taken to correct this problem before a tragedy 
caused by the inaccessibility of emergency gas shut off 
valves occurs in Boston, and be it furthered 

Ordered, that the Boston Fire Department, Boston Pub- 
lic Works Department, Boston Inspectional Services De- 
partment, the Massachusetts Department of Telecommu- 
nications and Energy, the Massachusetts Fire Marshall, 
the Massachusetts Department of Public Works, Keyspan, 
Street Repair Contractors, and the general public are in- 
vited to testify . 

Referred to the Committee on City and Neighborhood 
Services.

EXTERNAL DEFIBRILLATORS ON BOSTON 
POLICE VEHICLES RESPONDING TO 911 
oliye IN CITY OF BOSTON (DOCKET NO. 


Councilors YANCEY and LAMATTINA offered the 
following: 


AN ORDINANCE MANDATING USE OF AUTOMAT- 
ED EXTERNAL DEFIBRILLATORS ON BOSTON 
POLICE VEHICLES RESPONDING TO 911 CALLS 
IN THE CITY OF BOSTON 
WHEREAS: An Automated External Defibrillator 
(AED) is a portable electronic device that analyses heart 
rhythms and provides a shock to restore the heart beat of 
a person suffering from cardiac arrest; and 
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WHEREAS: The American Heart Association recom- 
mends that all emergency rescue services have an AED 
at their disposal; and 

WHEREAS: Defibrillation is most successful when 
administered within four minutes of the onset of cardiac 
arrest; and 

WHEREAS: AEDs are increasingly available in such 
public places as airports, libraries, shopping malls, mov- 
ie theatres, and community centers; and 

WHEREAS: The City of Boston, in conjunction with 
the American Red Cross, can provide the Boston Police 
with defibrillator training courses regarding CPR proto- 
cols and the use of AEDs; and 

WHEREAS: National statistics show 300,000 Amer- 
icans die of sudden cardiac arrest every year, but that 
50,000 of these deaths could be prevented if an AED is 
available; and 

WHEREAS: Boston Police Officers often arrive on- 
scene before the Boston Fire Department and Boston 
Emergency Medical Services; Be It Therefore 

ORDAINED: The City of Boston shall mandate that 
the Boston Police Department utilize functioning auto- 
mated external defibrillators on police vehicles respond- 
ing to 911 calls in the City of Boston. 

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as fol- 
lows: 

11-##.1 Employment of Automated External Defibril- 
lators in Boston Police Vehicles: The City of Boston shall 
mandate the Boston Police Department utilize function- 
ing automated external defibrillators on police vehicles 
responding to 911 calls in the City of Boston. 

11-##.2 Severability Clause for sections 11-10.1 to 
11-10.2: If amy provision of this measure is held invalid 
or the application thereof to any person or circumstance 
is held invalid, such invalidity shall not affect other pro- 
visions or applications of the chapter, which can be given 
effect without the invalid provisions or applications, and 
to this and the provisions of this measure are declared 
severable. 

11-##.3 Effective Date: This ordinance shall take ef- 
fect 12 months after passage and publication of an ap- 
proved summary thereof consisting of the title.

COSTS THROUGHOUT CITY (DOCKET NO. 
0212) 


Councilors CONSALVO, FEENEY, ARROYO, 
CIOMMO, CONNOLLY, LAMATTINA, LINEHAN, 
MURPHY, PRESSLEY, ROSS and YANCEY offered 
the folowing: 

WHEREAS, While neighborhood safety and qual- 
ity of life issues remain a top priority of this body, the 
City of Boston must take more aggressive action to not 
only reduce crime and limit vandalism, but also work to 
eradicate these nuisances and urban blight through new 
technology; and, 

WHEREAS, According to a survey conducted by The 
Nograf Network Inc., U.S. cities spend over $12 billion 
dollars on graffiti abatement alone; and, 

WHEREAS, While the City of Boston does utilize 3 
cameras to address illegal dumping, we must invest in 
new technology, such as Q-Star, Flashcam Technology, 
as a strategy to better deter criminal activities, including 
vandalism, graffiti and trash dumping; and, 

WHEREAS, This type of portable, wireless technol- 
ogy works by installing and programming a camera in an 
area know for being a hot spot for illegal dumping, exces- 
sive graffiti or vandalism. During scheduled times of sur- 
veillance when motion is detected a bright light flashes, 
an optional recorded message booms out informing the 
intruder of their crime and an image is captured. Systems 
are solar-powered, have no hard-wiring, downloads wire- 


lessly and function in daytime and/or night time; and, 

WHEREAS, This technology has the ability to reduce 
urban blight by catching predators in the act of graffiti, 
construction site theft, trash dumpers and general vandal- 
ism by taking high-resolution, prosecution-worthy pho- 
tographs; and, 

WHEREAS, Thousands of digital crime deterrent 
technologies have been installed in cities across the na- 
tion in an effort to limit illegal activities, such as graffiti, 
dumping, etc.; and, 

WHEREAS, Several major cities across the U.S. use 
this technology, including: New York City (all five bor- 
oughs), Los Angeles, Philadelphia, Phoenix, Dallas-Fort 
Worth, Las Vegas, Denver, Cincinnati, Kansas City, Hart- 
ford and Providence to name a few; and, 

WHEREAS, According to the Los Angeles Police De- 
partment, three cameras installed in 2007 led to an 85% 
reduction in graffiti at those high-crime locations in the 
following year; and, 

WHEREAS, This cost-effective technology can actual- 
ly save money by reducing graffiti removal, maintenance/ 
repairs of City property, replacing equipment, the clean- 
ing up at taxpayer expense of illegal dumping and the 
costs associated with its removal; NOW THEREFORE 
BE IT 

ORDERED, That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council hold a hearing to discuss the pur- 
chase, installation, rotation and utilization of vandalism 
deterrent technology to protect property and reduce costs 
throughout the City of Boston. 

Referred to the Committee on City and Neighborhood 
Services. 


ORDINANCE AMENDING CBC 16-26 (NOISE EN- 
FORCEMENT) (DOCKET NO. 0213) 


Councilors CONNOLLY and LAMATTINA offered 
the following: 
CITY OF BOSTON 


IN THE YEAR TWO THOUSAND TEN 


AN ORDINANCE REGARDING 
NOISE ORDINANCE ENFORCEMENT 


WHEREAS, The City is committed to reducing un- 
necessary noise pollution and existing ordinance CBC 
Chapter 16-26 regulates noise levels to maintain the best 
quality of life for Bostonians; and, 

WHEREAS, There is an increasing problem stemming 
from loud power vent exhaust systems. These power vents 
are often installed by professionals or homeowners who 
fail to ensure compliance with City noise standards; and, 

WHEREAS, It is in the interest of all community mem- 
bers to limit the amount of noise pollution in our neigh- 
borhoods. One way to do this is to ensure that power vent 
exhaust system installers are aware of these standards and 
take all means possible to ensure installation complies 
with appropriate noise levels; and, 

WHEREAS, The City of Cambridge faced a similar 
issue and resolved it by implementing a program within 
their Inspectional Services Department that ensures any- 
one receiving a permit for this type of installation, as re- 
quired by state law, signs an affidavit certifying that the 
applicant is doing everything possible to ensure that in- 
stallation will not violate Cambridge’s noise code; and, 

WHEREAS, Imposing this affidavit requirement as 
a condition of receiving a permit will assist in ensuring 
that our noise standards are met and that City residents 
can continue to enjoy their neighborhoods free from noise 
pollution. NOW, THEREFORE 

Be it ordained hy the City Council of Boston, asfol- 
lows: 

Section 1. 

CBC Chapter XVI is hereby amended by appending 
the following new paragraph after the first paragraph of 
section 16-26.10:- “As a condition of any permit issued 
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by the Commissioner of Inspectional Services for any 
power vent exhaust systems installation associated with 
plumbing or gas fitting work pursuant to M.G.L. c. 142 
and state building code regulations, the applicant shall 
be required to submit a written affldavit, duly sworn, on 
a form provided by the Commissioner certifying that he 
or she will take the necessary actions to ensure that the 
installation will not result in noise levels exceeding those 
allowed by this section. However, said applicant shall not 
be responsible for a power vent exhaust system that does 
not comply with noise levels permitted by this section if 
said noncompliance is wholly unrelated to the original 
installation and said applicant is not the power vent ex- 
haust system’s owner. The Commissioner of Inspectional 
Services shall make a copy of this section available to all 
applicants upon permit application. “

CY RESPONSE TO INDIVIDUALS EXPERIENC-

Councilors CONNOLLY, FEENEY, LINEHAN, 
MURPHY, ARROYO, YANCEY, TURNER, PRESSLEY, 
CONSALVO, CIOMMO and ROSS offered the follow- 


ing: 

WHEREAS, The “Health of Boston 2009” draft re- 
port prepared by the Boston Public Health Commission 
reported that almost ten percent of adult Boston residents 
reported that their mental health was not good fifteen or 
more days during the previous month in 2006 and about 
one in five adults and one in four high school students 
reported experiencing a depressive episode (depressive 
symptoms for two weeks straight) during the past year; 
and, 

WHEREAS, In the absence of specialized training in 
mental illness and knowledge of local treatment systems 
and their points of access, first responder response to an 
individual who is experiencing a mental health crisis may 
result in arrest, incarceration, and possibly injury, when 
treatment and referral may be the appropriate course of 
action; and, 

WHEREAS, The National Alliance on Mental IIl- 
ness (NAMI) was founded in 1979 and is now the largest 
grassroots organization in the nation dedicated to improv- 
ing the lives of all people affected by mental illness and 
whose mission is to advocate, educate, and support indi- 
viduals with mental illness and their families; and, 

WHEREAS, NAMI has twenty-three local affili- 
ates and over 2,500 members including individuals with 
mental illness, family members, and others in the men- 
tal health community. NAMI affiliates in Massachusetts 
include NAMI Dorchester, NAMI Greater Boston CAN, 
and a recently organized NAMI Latino Metro Boston 
group which holds meetings in Spanish and is designed to 
address the specific needs of the Latino community; and, 

WHEREAS, A discussion between first responders and 
representatives from NAMI regarding current response 
procedures may lead to improved services for individu- 
als experiencing a mental health crisis, and a safer work 
environment for first responders. 

THEREFORE, BE IT ORDERED, That the appropri- 
ate committee of the Boston City Council hold a hear- 
ing to discuss current procedures used by first respond- 
ers when responding to situations where individuals are 
experiencing a mental health crisis. Representatives from 
NAMI, the Boston Police Department, the Boston Fire 
Department, Boston Emergency Medical Services, Bos- 
ton Public Health Commission and other interested par- 
ties shall be invited to attend. 

Referred to the Committee on Environment and 
Health.

(as many as 1,500 per year), limiting their chances of ex-

Whereas: The City of Boston currently employs 34 
Youth Workers and 26 Street Workers; and This number 
of Youth and Street Workers is inadequate to reach out to 
the significant number of youth at risk; and 

Whereas: The FY2010 budget for the Boston Centers 
for Youth and Families (BCYF) is $21,641,337; and 

Whereas: The Boston Police Department’s overall bud- 
get is $278,176,332; and 

Whereas: The approved Police Department’s overtime 
budget of $30,000,000 is more than $8,000,000 above the 
BCYF budget; and 

Whereas: The effective use of Youth Workers may re- 
duce the need for excessive police overtime; and 

Whereas: Street and Youth Workers may be utilized to 
prevent violence and to encourage productive lifestyles; 
Be It Therefore 

Resolved: That the City of Boston hire up to 300 Youth 
and’Street workers for FY2011. 

Referred to the Committee on Labor, Youth Affairs and 
Human Rights.

OF UNITED STATES CENSUS (DOCKET NO. 
0216)

ing in the United States every 10 years; and 

WHEREAS: Census data are used to distribute Con- 
gressional seats to states, to make decisions about what 
community services to provide, and to distribute $300 bil- 
lion in federal funds to local, state and tribal governments 
each year; and 

WHEREAS: Census data are used to determine dis- 
tricting in the City of Boston and the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts; and 

WHEREAS: Census data, according to the U.S. Cen- 
sus Bureau, indicate that populations are undercounted at 
different rates. In general, Blacks, American Indians and 
Alaskan Natives, Asians and Pacific Islanders, and His- 
panics are missed at higher rates than Whites; and 

WHEREAS: The Bureau of the Census estimates that 
it missed 5.2 percent of the Hispanic population, 4.8 per- 
cent of the Black population, 3.1 percent of the Asian- 
Pacific Islander population and 5 percent of the American 
Indian population in 1990; Be It Therefore 

ORDERED: That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council convenes a hearing to review the sta- 
tus of the United States Census 2010 in the Boston Area 
to discuss its present and future goals and implementation 
plan, and to determine what measures are taken by the 
U.S. Census to guarantee the accuracy of Census 2010; 
And Be It Further 

ORDERED: That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council convenes a hearing to review what 
measures are being taken by the United States Census Bu- 
reau to employ Boston residents in numbers that reflect 
diversity in the City of Boston.

AN ORDINANCE REGULATING BOSTON FIRE 
DEPARTMENT APPARATUS STANDARDS 


WHEREAS, On January 9, 2009, Boston was remind- 
ed of the sacrifice that our public safety officers make 
when Boston Fire Department Lieutenant Kevin Kelley, 
Ladder 26, was killed in a tragic fire truck accident. Un- 
fortunately, it took the loss of a honorable firefighter’s life 
to call to attention the lack of maintenance and deteriorat- 
ing condition of some of our fire vehicles; and, 

WHEREAS, Given the great sacrifice that fire fighters 
make every day to our community, the least the City can 
do is ensure that equipment is kept in conformance with 
manufacturer standards and provide for replacement ap- 
paratus in a timely manner; and, 

WHEREAS, The Boston Fire Department’s apparatus 
is heavily utilized. Unlike other small town or volunteer 
departments, the City of Boston’s Fire Department is a 
professional group that relies heavily on their equipment 
and as such uses their apparatus a great deal. This great 
burden necessitates a uniform replacement standard; and, 

WHEREAS, Boston can and must do more to ensure 
that our public safety officers are offered the best and 
safest equipment, nothing less should be acceptable. A 
minimum standard of replacement for fire apparatus will 
ensure that future needless tragedies are avoided; NOW, 
THEREFORE 

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as fol- 
lows: 

Section 1. 

CBC Chapter XI is hereby amended by appending the 
following: 

11-4.8 FIRE APPARATUS STANDARDS 

a. Definitions. 

As used in this subsection, the following words shall, 
unless the context clearly requires otherwise, have the fol- 
lowing meanings: 

Frontline fire apparatus means all Boston Fire Depart- 
ment engines, ladders, tower ladders, rescues, and spe- 
cialty vehicles that are staffed twenty-four (24) hours a 
day, three-hundred and sixty-five (365) days per year. 

Reserve fire apparatus means all Boston Fire Depart- 
ment engines, ladders, tower ladders, rescues, and spe- 
cialty vehicles utilized as temporary replacements for 
out-of-service frontline fire apparatus. 

b. Apparatus Standards. 

All frontline fire apparatus and reserve fire apparatus 
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shall be maintained according to manufacturer’s specifi- 
cations. All frontline fire apparatus shall be replaced after 
10 years of use. All reserve fire apparatus shall be unfit 
for duty after five (5) years of additional service after be- 
ing used as a frontline fire apparatus, totaling no more 
than fifteen (15) years of service for said fire apparatus. 
Notwithstanding any of these provisions, a frontline fire 
apparatus or reserve fire apparatus may be declared unfit 
for duty at any time prior to the maximum allowed years 
of use.

ORDER FOR HEARING REGARDING LOW POWER 
FM RADIO COMPAIGN (DOCKET NO. 0221) 


Councilors TURNER, YANCEY, CIOMMO, TOBIN, 
ARROYO and PRESSLEY offered the foUowing: 

WHEREAS, the passage of the Telecommunications 
Act of 1996 led to increased ownership consolidation in 
the commercial radio industry; and 

WHEREAS, in January 2000 the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission (FCC) responded to the overwhelm- 
ing public pressure to democratize the radio airwaves by 
creating the Low-power FM (LPFM) service. The service 
was designed to allow community groups to launch non- 
commercial, 100-watt radio stations in order to increase 
diversity of programming on the airwaves; and 

WHEREAS, in December 2000 Congress, under in- 
tense pressure from corporate broadcasters, passed the 
Radio Broadcasting Preservation Act, which severely 
curtailed the new LPFM service, with the result that 80% 
of opportunities for new stations were lost. Urban areas 
were particularly affected by the Act, with the result that, 
of the fifty largest American cities, only one now qualifies 
to receive an LPFM license. This is particularly egregious 
because the service is particularly well-suited for densely 
populated urban areas, in which an LPFM station’s small 
signal can reach a large amount of people; and 

WHEREAS, in July 2003 the FCC released an inde- 
pendent study commissioned by Congress to determine 
whether LPFM stations interfere with existing broad- 
casters. The study authors, engineers at the MITRE 
Corporation, not only found that LPFM stations cause 
no significant interference to existing stations; they also 
recommended that the LPFM service be restored to the 
form originally given it by the FCC. Restoring the service 
to its original form would mean that thousands more com- 
munity groups across the country - including in our cities 
- would have access to the airwaves; and 

WHEREAS, Over 800 LPFM stations were allowed to 
proceed which were unaffected by the criteria set by the 
congressional action. These stations are currently on the 
air and are run by local government agencies, groups pro- 
moting arts and education to immigrant and indigenous 
peoples, artists, schools, religious organizations, envi- 
ronmental groups, organizations promoting literacy, and 
many other civically—oriented organizations; and 

WHEREAS, the FCC regularly issues licenses for sim- 
ilarly powered “translator” stations, which can repeat nu- 
merous times across the country the signal of a full power 
station, but currently does not give these channels to local 
groups seeking a first FM signal; and 

WHEREAS, a commitment to localism-local opera- 
tions, local research, local management, locally-origi- 
nated programming, local artists, and local news and 
events-has increased radio listening to noncommercial 
educational radio stations; and 

WHEREAS, there is widespread concern at the cor- 
porate consolidation of media and its ability to serve the 
needs of local communities, inform debate on public poli- 
cy, and ensure citizen access the radio airwaves; and 

WHEREAS, the availability of local, democratically- 
controlled media outlets is essential to promoting citizen 


participation in public affairs, ensuring rapid responses to 
natural disasters, overcoming historic inequalities in ac- 
cess to the means of communication and a strengthening 
a vibrant democracy. THEREFORE, be it 

ORDERED, the appropriate Committee of the City 
Council hold a hearing to invite Charles Clemons of 
Touch 106.1 and others to discuss the struggle to develop 
low power stations in Boston and the U.S.

WHEREAS, Past financial hardship has previously led 
to the bankruptcy filing of one Boston Community Health 
Center. 

THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That the appropri- 
ate committee of the Boston City Council hold a hearing 
to examine the opportunities and challenges faced by our 
Boston Community Health Centers. Representatives from 
the Massachusetts Association of Community Health 
Centers, Boston Community Health Centers, SEIU Local 
1199, the Boston Public Health Commission, and other 
interested parties shall be invited to attend. 

Referred to the Committee on Environment and 
Health. 


ORDER FOR HEARING ON LIQUEFIED NATURAL 
GAS SHIPMENTS FORM YEMEN AND OTHER 
PORTS AND SAFETY OF RESIDENTS AND 
VISITORS TO BOSTON (DOCKET NO. 0255) 


Councilors MURPHY, FEENEY, LAMATTINA, 
LINEHAN, PRESSLEY, YANCEY, TURNER, CIOM- 
MO, CONNOLLY and CONSALVO offered the follow- 
ing: 


WHEREAS: The United States Coast Guard, after in- 
ternal review, has granted permission for the travel of Liq- 
uefied Natural Gas (LNG) tanks originating from Yemen 
to Everett via the Boston Harbor; and 

WHEREAS: The United States Coast Guard has vowed 
to step up and tighten security of the LNG tanks before 
and upon arrival through Boston Harbor; and 

WHEREAS: Yemen, it has been reported, is a nation 
wracked by social unrest and is the staging ground for ter- 
rorists and the home of Al Qaeda training camps; and 

WHEREAS: The elected leaders of the City of Boston 
must do everything we can to protect the residents and 
visitors - both business and tourists - that are here living 
and working; and 

WHEREAS: The Committee on Public Safety had sev- 
eral hearings on this topic in 2006 and it became clear 
at that time that this is a public safety issue that must be 
taken seriously; and 

WHEREAS: We know that there are over 30 million 
gallons of liquefied natural gas in the belly of the tanker 
while it winds its way through the Boston Harbor, past the 
airport, past the North End, up the Mystic River and past 
Charlestown; and 

WHEREAS: If a terrorist attack or accident occurred 
to an LNG tanker while traveling through Boston Harbor 
the result of that attack or accident would cover 1/3 of a 
mile in every direction, resulting in roughly 100,000 peo- 
ple negatively affected by such an attack or accident; and 

WHEREAS: Previous security measures by the Coast 
Guard was to surround each arriving tanker with gun- 
boats, helicopters overhead and police snipers on shore to 
ensure that the shipment is not compromised; and 

WHEREAS: The Coast Guard has said they will be 
taking extra precautions with shipments moving forward 
and should present to the Boston City Council and the 
residents of Boston how they intend to do this; and there- 
fore be it 

ORDERED: The appropriate City Council Commit- 
tee hold a hearing and invite the Coast Guard, the Fire 
Department, the Mayor’s Office of Homeland Security, 
Massport and other interested parties to discuss LNG 
shipments from Yemen and other ports and the safety of 
the residents and visitors to Boston. 

Councilor Ross moved for suspension of Rules to add 
Councilor LaMattina’s name to Docket No. 0254 as third 
name motion prevailed. 

Referred to the Committee on Public Safety. 


ORDER FOR HEARING TO REVIEW USE OF AMER-

(ARRA) FUNDS IN CITY’S NEIGHBORHOODS 


AND EVALUATE FIRST YEAR OF STIMULUS 
SPENDING AND ITS EFFECT ON JOB CRE- 
ATION AND RETENTION OF BOSTON RESI- 
DENTS (DOCKET NO. 0256) 


Councilors TOBIN, YANCEY, TURNER, ARROYO, 
CONNOLLY and PRESSLEY offered the following: 

WHEREAS: The American Recovery and Reinvest- 
ment Act (ARRA) was signed by President Barack Obama 
on February 17, 2009; and 

WHEREAS: The goal of the ARRA was to stimulate 
the economy and create and save jobs nationwide; and 

WHEREAS: Massachusetts state agencies have re- 
ceived $4.3 billion in ARRA funds over the past year; 
and 

WHEREAS: The City of Boston was awarded a total 
of $226 million in ARRA grants in 2009, according to the 
Boston Municipal Research Bureau; and 

WHEREAS: According to a six month review of ARRA 
investment by the City of Boston, ARRA funds have al- 
lowed the city to launch 41 capital projects in the areas of 
housing, transportation, development and schools; and 

WHEREAS: The city’s report also estimated that 
ARRA funds will create and save 1,665 jobs, provide 850 
young people with summer employment, and allow 232 
adults to receive job training; Therefore Be It 

ORDERED: The appropriate committee of the Boston 
City Council hold a public hearing to review the use of 
ARRA funds in the city’s neighborhoods and evaluate the 
first year of stimulus spending and its effect on job cre- 
ation and retention for Boston residents. 

Referred to the Committee on Post Audit and Over- 
sight and the Special Committee on Federal Stimulus 
Oversight.

ORDERED: That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council hold a hearing to discuss the dis- 
posal of surplus vehicles and that representatives of the 
Mayor’s office, Municibid.com and other interested par- 
ties be invited to testify on the matter.

ORDINANCE AMENDING CBC CHAPTER 17-17 
(REGISTRATION OF CERTAIN ARMED SECU- 
RITY GUARDS AND LICENSURE AS SPECIAL. 
POLICE OFFICER (DOCKET NO. 0258) 


Councilors CONSALVO, FEENEY, ARROYO, LINE- 
HAN, TURNER, PRESSLEY offered the following: 
CITY OF BOSTON 
IN THE YEAR TWO THOUSAND TEN 


AN ORDINANCE REQUIRING REGISTRATION 
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OF CERTAIN ARMED SECURITY GUARDS AND 
LICENSURE AS SPECIAL POLICE OFFICERS 


WHEREAS, Armed security guards operate in public 
places and patrol inside businesses that solicit the general 
public and on public ways; and, 

WHEREAS, The only permitting requirement for such 
guards is firearm licensure; and, 

WHEREAS, Often times these individual security 
guards are dressed in army fatigues or other official look- 
ing uniforms and this appearance coupled with a gun 
presents an air of authority and responsibility; yet many 
of them do not register or notify public authorities of their 
presence; and, 

WHEREAS, Several other states require individual 
security guard licensing. Connecticut, New York, Rhode 
Island and Vermont require some form of individual se- 
curity guard registration and company licensing structure; 


an 

WHEREAS, Requiring any armed security guard oper- 
ating openly among the general public in the City of Bos- 
ton to be licensed by the Boston Police Department would 
ensure that said armed individuals’ presence preserves the 
peace and good order in public places. The City of Boston 
has a strong interest in its prudential affairs and internal 
police to protect and preserve the peace and good order by 
requiring individuals who are hired to carry weapons in 
public places, including those businesses that solicit the 
general public, to be properly licensed by, and registered 
with, the Boston Police Department; and, 

WHEREAS, Licensure and registration of armed secu- 
rity guards operating openly in public places, where the 
risk of error and harm to the public is high, is a reason- 
able mechanism to ensure the security of our community; 


and, 

WHEREAS, It is in the best interests of the City, the 
public, and businesses and employees that hire armed se- 
curity guards to ensure that those with the armed appear- 
ance of authority are properly licensed and registered. 
NOW, THEREFORE 

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as fol- 
lows: 

Section 1. 

CBC Chapter XVII is hereby amended by appending 
the following new section:- 

17-17 PRUDENTIAL AFFAIRS AND INTERNAL 
POLICE; REGISTRATION OF CERTAIN ARMED 
SECURITY GUARDS AND LICENSURE AS SPE- 
CIAL POLICE OFFICERS OPERATING IN A PUBLIC 
PLACE 

Pursuant to c. 40, §21 and in order to preserve the peace 
and good order in the city of Boston in public places so 
as to protect the public safety and maintain the discipline 
of the internal police, the Police Commissioner is here- 
by authorized to require private armed security guards 
or watchmen who operate openly in the presence of the 
general public in a public place to register as herein pro- 
vided and to obtain licensure as a special police officer; 
the Police Commissioner is further authorized to require 
businesses employing such armed guards or watchmen 
operating openly in the presence of the general public in 
public places to register as provided in this section. 


17 -17.1 Armed Security Guard or Watchmen Regis- 
tration. 

Any person employed in the city of Boston as a private 
security guard or watchman armed with a firearm whose 
services are performed openly in the presence of the gen- 
eral public ina public place as defined in §§ 17-17.2 below, 
shall register with the Police Commissioner of the Boston 
Police Department by submitting supporting documenta- 
tion: a) to demonstrate that such person holds a license 
to carry a firearm pursuant to M.G.L. c. 140, § 131; and 
b) to demonstrate that such person is an employee of a 
licensee authorized to engage in such business pursuant 
to M.G.L. c. 147, §§122-30; and c) to identify the loca- 
tion of the public placeCs) where such person is or will 
be assigned or employed as an armed security guard or 
watchman in Boston. For purposes of this section only, 


the term “armed” shall have the meaning as defined in 
M.G.L. c. 140, s. 121. 


17 -17.2 Definition of Public Place 

For the purposes of this section, a public place shall be 
substantially the same as that defined in M.G.L. c. 272, 
§92A and shall be deemed to include any place which 
is open to and accepts or solicits the patronage of the 
general public such as a retail store or establishment, in- 
cluding those dispensing personal services. For the pur- 
poses of this section only, public place shall not include 
places of entertainment or recreation, restaurants or bars 
or any public entity whether federal, state, municipal or 
any political subdivision of the Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts; nor shall public place include any entity or 
institution whose armed security guards or watchmen are 
employed in the capacity of State licensed special police 
officers pursuant to M.G.L. c. 22C, §51-68. 


17 -17.3 Business Registration 

Any private entity in the City of Boston conducting 
business within a public place that hires a private armed 
security guard whose assignment for any duration is to 
guard persons or property in such a public place openly 
in the presence of the general public as described in 17- 
17.6 of this section shall register with the Police Commis- 
sioner of the Boston Police Department by submitting the 
following information: 

a.) The name(s) of each armed security guard or watch- 
man employed directly or indirectly by such business and 
who is assigned guard duty in the manner described in 
this section; and 

b.) The name of the licensee, if any, (pursuant to 
M.G.L. c. 147, §22-30) offering the services of the armed 
security guard or watchmen; and 

c.) An annual report listing all such armed security 
guards or watchmen hired or employed by the business 
during the calendar year; in addition, such report shall 
specify the location and duration of their assignment(s) 
for that calendar year. 


17 -17.4 Employment 

“Employ” or “hire” shall mean assigned or employed 
directly or indirectly by such business whether part-time, 
temporary or on a permanent basis regardless of whether 
the guard is an employee of such business or is employed 
by a contractor engaged in offering armed security guard 
services as permitted in M.G.L. c. 147, §22-30. 


17-17.5 Armed Security Guards or Watchmen as Spe- 
cial Police Officers 

Pursuant to c. 40, §21 and in order to preserve the 
peace and good order in such public places so as to pro- 
tect the public safety and maintain the discipline of the 
internal police, the Police Commissioner is hereby autho- 
rized to require private armed security guards or watch- 
men employed or assigned in Boston openly and in the 
presence of the general public as described in § 17 -17.6, 
to be licensed by the Police Commissioner as a special 
police officer. This requirement for licensure as a Special 
Police Officer by the Police Commissioner shall not apply 
to armed security guards who are employed in the capac- 
ity of a State licensed Special Police Officers pursuant to 
M.G.L. c. 22C, §51-68 


17-17.6 Covered Armed Security Guard or Watchman 

This section shall apply only to private armed secu- 
rity guards or watchmen whose assignment is to guard 
persons or property openly in the presence of the general 
public in a public place and who are not otherwise exempt 
under this section. 


17-17.7 Regulatory Authority; Enforcement and Fees 

The Boston Police Department shall have the authority 
to promulgate rules and regulations necessary to imple- 
ment and enforce this section pursuant to c. 40, §21D. 
Pursuant to St. 1949, c. 222, the Police Commissioner 
may charge an appropriate fee for such services attendant 
to the registration and licensure process.

17-17.8 Severability. 

If any provision of this section shall be held to be in- 
valid by a court of competent jurisdiction, then such pro- 
vision shall be considered separately and apart from the 
a provisions, which shall remain in full force and 
effect. 


17 -17.9 Implementation. 

This ordinance shall become effective within one hun- 
dred-eighty (180) days after passage; however, the pro- 
visions of section 17-17.5 regarding licensure of armed 
security guards as special police officers shall become 
effective thirty (30) days after the Police Commissioner 
promulgates regulations consistent with this section but 
no sooner than one-hundred-eighty (180) days after pas- 
sage of this ordinance. 


17-17.10 Fines. 

Any person serving as a private armed security guard 
or watchman within the City of Boston without the reg- 
istration required in subsection 17.1 shall be fined in the 
amount of three hundred dollars ($300) for each week the 
officer fails to obtain the proper registration. Any busi- 
ness which hires an armed security guard or watchman 
without registering such person in accordance with 17- 
17.3 herein described shall be fined in the amount of three 
hundred dollars ($300) for each week the business fails 
to register.

ORDINANCE AMENDING CBC CHAPTER 6-6.3 
(PENALTIES RELATED TO STREET CLEAN- 
ING) (DOCKET NO. 0259) 


Councilor LINEHAN offered the following: 
CITY OF BOSTON 
IN THE YEAR TWO THOUSAND AND TEN 


AN ORDINANCE AMENDING PENALTIES RE- 
LATED TO STREET CLEANING 


WHEREAS, The City of Boston’s posted street clean- 
ing program runs from April to November with enforce- 
ment provided by the Boston Transportation Department 
writing citations and private contracted tow companies 
impounding vehicles; and 

WHEREAS, Despite the posted towing policy for 
vehicles left on the street during signed street cleaning 
hours, the majority of vehicles are not towed, often re- 
maining on the street blocking the sweeper; and, 

WHEREAS, The most densely populated neighbor- 
hoods with the most significant parking problems incur 
more tickets and tows related to street cleaning, with the 
four neighborhoods of South Boston, the South End, Rox- 
bury and East Boston accounting for more towed vehicles 
for street cleaning violations than all other neighborhoods 
combined; and 

WHEREAS, Enforcement of the City’s Street Cleaning 
Program should be administered equitably with a shared 
burden of compliance for all residents, not only neighbor- 
hoods with insufficient residential parking; and 

WHEREAS, The practice of towing by private con- 
tractors is environmentally unfriendly and economically 
inefficient, squandering revenue during a times of fiscal 
restraint; and, 

WHEREAS, An increase in the street cleaning viola- 
tion combined with the discontinuance of towing will 
benefit some neighborhoods by allowing the City to cap- 
ture more revenue, decreasing the total cost to violators 
towed, and creating a greater deterrent to promote compli- 
ance among all those in violation; and 

WHEREAS, The revenue raised by the increased street 
cleaning parking fine may be directed to assist in a more 
comprehensive street cleaning efforts, including more 


hand sweepers with blowers to clean under cars, clean the 
trail left behind street sweepers, and clean up after the 
garbage trucks on trash day; and 

WHEREAS, In order for a neighborhood to adopt the 
increased street cleaning violation and discontinue tow- 
ing related to street cleaning, the Boston Transportation 
Department must establish a zone to be defined in the 
City of Boston Traffic Rules and Regulations; and 

WHEREAS, The words “Zone C”, as used in this Or- 
dinance shall be deemed to mean that part of the City of 
Boston bounded by Summer Street, by the southwesterly 
line of A Street and said line extended westerly to West 
Second Street, by the westerly line of Dorchester Avenue 
to the westerly line of Ellery Street, by the southerly line 
of Ellery Street to the southwesterly line of Boston Street, 
by the southeasterly line of Columbia Road to the easterly 
line of Farragut Road, by the northeasterly line of East 
First Street to the Summer Street Bridge; and 

WHEREAS, The implementation of this Ordinance 
will require Article X Section 1A. Schedule of Fines for 
the Non- Criminal Disposition of Parking Violations, be 
amended by the Boston Transportation Department to in- 
clude “Zone C” as defined above. 

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as fol- 
lows: 

Section 1. 

CBC Chapter VI is hereby amended by striking Sec- 
tion 6-6.3 (0) and replacing it with the following Section 
6-6.3 (0) 

Section 6-6.3 (0) 

The fine for parking a vehicle in violation of any 
posted prohibition against parking of motor vehicles dur- 
ing hours designated for street cleaning shall be forty 
($40.00) dollars for each such violation, except for viola- 
tions against motor vehicles within “Zone C” of the City 
of Boston Traffic Rules and Regulations, where the fine 
shall be one hundred ($100) dollars for each violation. 
Motor vehicles will not be towed within “Zone C” for 
violations related to street cleaning. A penalty of thirty- 
three ($33.00) dollars shall be assessed if the fine remains 
unpaid twenty-one (21) days after issuance of a notice of 
such violation. 

Section 3. 

These provisions shall be effective immediately upon 
passage.

WHEREAS: The current economic downturn can fur- 
ther destabilize already strained communities, leading to 
increased street and family violence; Therefore be it 

ORDERED: That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council hold a hearing to assess the scope 
of services Civilian Community Liaisons provide and the 
impact of eliminating 9 of the 10 positions will have on 
street and family violence in our city, and that representa- 
tives from the Mayor’s office, Boston Police Department, 
the Office of New Bostonians, the Massachusetts Execu- 
tive Office of Public Safety, Boston Ten Point Coalition, 
Black Ministerial Alliance, relevant neighborhood organi- 
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zations, and other interested parties be invited to testify. 
Referred to the Committee on Public Safety. 


ORDER FOR HEARING TO EXAMINE POLICIES 
AND PROCEDURES OF BOSTON PUBLIC 
SCHOOLS REGARDING BULLYING, BUL- 
LY PREVENTION AND CYBER BULLYING

I transmit herewith for your approval an Order au- 
thorizing the City of Boston’s application to the Mas- 
sachusetts Economic Assistance Coordinating Council 
for designation of Liberty Mutual’s project site as an 
Economic Opportunity Area known as the Berkeley/ 
Columbus Economic Opportunity Area (as described in 
the Order), for the Certified Project status of the Liberty 
Mutual project, comprising of City of Boston Assessing 
Parcels 05/01147/000, 05/01148/000 and 05/01149/000, 
located at 155 Columbus Avenue, 147 Berkeley Street, 
and 147 Columbus Avenue in the South Cove Urban Re- 
newal Area of the City of Boston, and for approval of a 
Tax Increment Financing Plan, including a Tax Increment 
Financing Agreement regarding real estate taxes betwee.n 
the City of Boston and Liberty Mutual. Such designation 
and approval would allow the Liberty Mutual Group to 
receive an exemption on a portion of its real estate taxes 
for a new proposed development through a Tax Increment 
Finance (“TIF”) Agreement and an investment tax credit 
against state taxes from the Commonwealth. 

Liberty Mutual plans to redevelop its recently acquired 
project site by proposing the development of a new build- 
ing consisting of an approximately 580,000 square foot 
structure on the project site. Such redevelopment would 
be subject to all applicable regulations and approvals, in- 
cluding Article 80 Large Project Review under the City 
of Boston Zoning Code. The project site consists of the 
fonner Salvation Army property and the former Benjamin 
Franklin Smith Printing property and is located in the so- 
called Stuart Stre.et Study Planning Area established in 
2005 and the subject of the Stuart Street Planning Study, 
a Boston Redevelopment Authority (“BRA”) sponsored 
planning initiative that commenced in 2007. Prior to this 
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past year, the former Salvation Army property was ex- 
empt from real estate taxes due to the Salvation Army’s 
exemption status. 

Liherty Mutual projects that current cost estimates for 
such redevelopment would be approximately $300 mil- 
lion. Liberty Mutual would commit to creating at least 
600 new jobs ewer the life of a twenty year TIF agreement 
in addition to the approximately 745 new jobs that Liberty 
Mutual has created in Boston since 2004. In addition, the 
new development would generate, on average, approxi- 
mately 500 construction jobs during the construction pe- 
riod. In addition to public benefits and other mitigation 
commitments that are associated with large projects, the 
new building would be considered a Development Im- 
pact Project under the Boston Zoning Code and would 
be subject to linkage. Using today’s rates and estimated 
square footage, the new development would generate ap- 
proximately $3,777,600.00 for the City’s Neighborhood 
Housing Trust and $753,600.00 for the jobs creation trust 
for a total of approximately $4,531,200.00. 

The new development would generate real estate taxes 
of approximately $66.7 million. The TIF Agreement 
would provide Liberty Mutual a real estate tax exemption 
on a portion of the new development worth approximately 
$16 million. The City would net approximately $50.7 mil- 
lion in new real estate taxes. 

The state incentives are necessary to provide Liberty 
Mutual the incentives to grow their headquarters in Bos- 
ton. Liberty Mutual has alternatives to a Boston expan- 
sion at lower cost locations where they currently own. 
Such locations include modem office parks where Liberty 
Mutual already employs portions of its workforce and 
has additional room for expansion. Liberty Mutual has 
requested a TIF to assist them in maintaining and growing 
their headquarters in Boston instead of expanding their 
headquarters outside of the Commonwealth. 

Approval of the attached Order would be one of the 
first steps of many necessary for this proposed develop- 
ment to proceed and I urge your Honorable Body to ap- 
prove this Order at the earliest possible date.

WHEREAS, Full summer employment opportunities

WHEREAS, Youth summer job programs through the 
Boston Youth Fund, the Boston Private Industry Council,

WHEREAS, Funding for youth summer jobs is facing 
difficult budgetary pressures, whereby funding for youth 
summer jobs, between direct state and municipal aid, has 
shrunk by 1/3 since Fiscal Year 2002, and state aid for 
summer jobs throughout the Commonwealth is expected 
to decrease even further in this year’s proposed state bud- 
get, and 

WHEREAS, The City of Boston’s contribution to sum- 
mer youth jobs increased in each year between Fiscal Year 
2006 and Fiscal Year 2009, and, despite significant bud- 
getary pressures, the city of Boston was able to level-fund 
summer jobs in Fiscal Year 2010, and 

WHEREAS, The need to fully fund youth summer jobs 
is even more urgent given the current fiscal climate, and 

WHEREAS, Youth qualifications for summer job pro- 
grams should be as expansive as possible, including, but 
not limited to, making sure youth from a wide range of 
age groups are eligible for summer job programs, poten- 
tial or actual CORI issues do not inhibit youth summer 
job opportunities, and homeless youth can obtain summer 
job employment. 

THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED: That the appropri- 
ate committee of the Boston City Council hold a hearing 
to examine how best to ensure that our city’s youth can 
fully participate in inclusive, rewarding summer job op- 
portunities; and

WHEREAS: As one of the oldest “gateway cities”, the 
City of Boston is home to the third largest Haitian popula- 
tion in the United States, occupying positions in all sec- 
tors of City life and contributing to the vibrant fabric of 
the City of Boston; and 

WHEREAS: The tragedy in Haiti has created a crisis 
of momentous proportion, not only for natives of the is- 
land, but also for many people from Boston, the United 
States and other countries who were visiting, working, or 
studying in Haiti; and 

WHEREAS: Permanent residents of the United States, 
including Jenny Ulyses, a young Boston activist, are be- 
ing told by the U.S. State Department that they will not be 
assisted in returning to the United States until those with 
full citizenship have been transported; and 

WHEREAS: Only 13,427 of the estimated 45,000 
American citizens on the island have been evacuated and 
commercial flights have been curtailed to provide oppor- 
tunities for relief flights; and

returning to their new homeland for the foreseeable fu-

WHEREAS: Permanent residents and citizens of the 
United States who call Boston home find themselves

WHEREAS, Each year Boston residents miss the op- 


portunity of receiving their residential tax exemption be- 
cause they purchase their home after January 15th; and,

homes between January 2nd and July 15th must currently 
wait over a year for the exemption to take effect; and 

WHEREAS, This loophole causes a considerable dis- 
advantage to those affected and changing the cut off date 
for new home owners to July 15th would enhance the op- 
portunity for more people to take advantage of the exemp- 
tion without hurting the overall tax base; NOW, 

THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That a petition to 
the General Court, accompanied by a bill for a special 
law relating to the City of Boston to be filed with an at- 
tested copy of this order be, and hereby is, approved under 
Clause I of Section 8 of Article II, as amended, of the 
Articles of Amendment to the Constitution of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, to the end that legislation 
be adopted precisely as follows, except for clerical or edi- 
torial changes of from only:

Chapter 59 of the General Laws, as appearing in the 
2001 Official Edition, is hereby amended by replacing the 
following within Section 5C “ ... provided, however, that 
such an exemption shall be applied only to the principal 
residence of a taxpayer as used by the taxpayer for in- 
come tax purposes.” with: provided, however, that such 
an exemption shall be applied only to real property owned 
and occupied by a taxpayer as his principal residence, as 
used by said taxpayer for income tax purposes. The date 
of determination for said exemption shall be the January 
Ist preceding the start ofthe fiscal year to which it ap- 
plied. However, for years in which a principal residence is 
purchased after January | st and before July Ist the date 
of determination, for the purchase year only, will be July 
Ist of that year.

Some states 
also require a minimum age for ridership; and,

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as fol- 
lows: 

Section 1. CBC Chapter 2-8.1 be stricken in its en- 
tirety and replaced with the following language: 

All city councillors shall be paid an annual salary of 
eighty seven thousand five hundred dollars ($87,500) 
and shall not be changed except as provided in this sec- 
tion. The salary shall change based on the change in the 
Consumer Price Index for All Urban Consumers (CPI) 
for the Boston-Brockton-Nashua area as reported by 
United States Bureau of Labor Statistics. In December of 
2011 and every second year thereafter, the Chair of the 
Compensation Advisory Board shall report to the City 
Council the rate of change in the CPI for the preceding 
two year period (November to November). The effective 
date for the change in compensation will be July 1 of the 
even numbered year (in the first instance, July 1, 2012). 


Section 2. CBC Chapter 5-5.1OA be stricken in its en- 
tirety and replaced with the following language: 

There shall be in the City of Boston a Boston Com- 
pensation Advisory Board consisting of five (5) members 
appointed by the Mayor. The Mayor shall annually desig- 
nate one (1) member as chair. Said Board shall study the 
adequacy of salaries and expenses of the Mayor, mem- 
bers of Boards, Commissions, and Authorities in the City 
of Boston, City Officers whose compensation is set or 
subject to approval by the Mayor and City Council and 
other senior municipal officials not covered by collective 
bargaining agreements. At least two (2) members of the 
Board shall have demonstrated experience in the field of 
personnel management. Members shall be appointed to 
the Board on a staggered basis. Each member shall be 
appointed for a term of five (5) years. Each member shall 
serve until June 30 of the year in which his or her term 
expires and until the member’s successor is appointed 
and approved. Vacancies in the Board shall be filled by 
the Mayor for the unexpired term. The Supervisor of Per- 
sonnel shall serve, ex officio, as a non-voting member 
of the Board and shall provide secretarial support and 
clerical assistance, including but not limited to, printing 
and duplicating services. 

The Board shall meet at least once a year. In Decem- 
ber of the odd numbered years, the Chair shall report 
to the City Council the change in the Consumer Price 
Index for All Urban Consumers over the previous two 
years (November to November). In each even numbered 
year, the Commission shall report its recommendation 
to the Mayor and City Council by the first Wednesday 
in March by filing the same with the City Clerk. Noth- 
ing in this section shall prohibit the Board from filing 


recommendations on any subject within its jurisdiction at 
any time between the required biennial reporting periods. 
Members of the Board shall be deemed special Munici- 
pal Employees. The members of said Board shall serve 
without compensation but shall be reimbursed for their 
expenses actually and necessarily incurred in the perfor- 
mance of their duties.

Effective Date. This ordinance shall be effective upon 
passage.

SECTION 1. Notwithstanding the provisions of any 
general or special law to the contrary, and pursuant to 
Chapter 365 of the Acts of 1897 and Article 97 of the 
Amendments to the Constitution of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, the City of Boston Parks and Recre- 
ation Commission may, consistent with established pro- 
cedures and as provided herein, lease real property or 
buildings under its control and supervision to any person

the lessee under the lease may be partially deducted from 
the amount payable over the term of the lease; (e) a find- 
ing by the Commission that the property covered by the 
lease, while not needed for use by the Commission for the 
duration of the lease, is nonetheless subject to its statu- 
tory authority under Chapter 185 of the Acts of 1875 to 
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exercise control, construct, improve, equip, supervise and 
regulate the use of all parks, public grounds. playgrounds, 
ways or means of outdoor recreation and that the lease 
is entered into by the department pursuant to said duty; 
(d) any and all other provisions, terms and onditions as 
the Commission may deem necessary and appropriate to 
protect the interests of the Commonwealth and ensure the 
adequate preservation of the historic or other quali ties of 
the property for future generations.

Dear Councilor Turner, 


I very much agree that we should be increasing federal 
funding for schools, among other things. One way to do 
this is through bonding authority which I know my col- 
league Charlie Rangel is working on, but I am in agree- 
ment with you that federal grants are also required. But 
I do not think it is possible to use TARP money in this 
regard. For one thing, the budgetary impact for this is no 
different than the budgetary impact of spending the mon- 
ey directly. This leads us to the issue of where to get it. 
And as I write this to you, | am in the process of beginning 
my organizational work to push for substantial reductions 
in the proposed military budgets, not just this year, but 
going forward. I am generally supportive of President 
Obama, but I think he has made a mistake in his bud- 
getary priorities this year by exempting defense from a 
freeze. More importantly, we should begin now a serious 
effort to rethink America’s worldwide commitments. I be- 
lieve we are substantially overcommitted in the world, and 
we are engaged in activity that not only does not advance 
our security, but in many ways undermines it because it 
spends that money in ways that simply makes us less able 
to achieve reasonable goals. And as a practical matter, 
given the federal deficit, until we are able to make some 
substantial reductions elsewhere, providing funding of the 
magnitude you discuss won’t be close to having the votes 
to pass in Congress. So as I said, while I am supportive of 
this and will continue to push for more federal funding for 
state and local governments in a variety of areas, in part 
to deal with this recession, my major effort going forward 
will be to begin organizing to make the substantial reduc- 
tions in the claims the Pentagon budget is making on us 
because absent that, no other efforts will succeed.

WHEREAS: Chief Eric Watson has offered to reduce 
or cease all overtime coverage at sporting events except 
aa basketball as an alternative to personnel reductions;

WHEREAS: A reduction of officers will make the ratio 
of students to officers dangerous and on many occasions 
when arrests occur will result in one officer being left in 
the building alone; and 

WHEREAS: Since the year 2000 when the automated 
incident system was established School Police Officers 
have responded to and generated over 36,000 police re- 
ports so; and 

WHEREAS: The City of Boston and all of its Depart- 
ments are facing budgetary challenges; and THERE- 
FORE BE IT 

ORDERED: That the appropriate Committee of the 
Boston City Council convene a hearing and invite of- 
ficials from the City of Boston, the Boston School De- 
partment and Boston School Police to testify and discuss 
FY2011 Budget issues.

Eustis Street in Roxbury (Parcel Identification Number 
080245400), owned by the City of Boston, by and through 
the Department of Neighborhood Development. 

Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 114, Section 43 
states that “no building shall be erected upon any burial 
place belonging to a city, except by special authority from 
the general court, or with the previous consent of the city 
council.” 

In 1918, the Town of Roxbury voted to construct an 
“engine house” upon the corner of Eliot Street Burying 
Ground located at 20 Eustis Street. Such a Fire Station 
was constructed in 1859 upon said location and an ad- 
dition was built onto the rear of the Fire Station in 1869. 
The Eustis Historic Fire Station, is currently owned by 
City of Boston by the virtue of the Town of Roxbury be- 
ing annexed to the City of Boston in 1868. The Eustis 
Historic Fire Station has not been used as a fire station 
in well over 60 years and has since fallen into disrepair 
requiring extensive renovation, and reconstruction of the 
original addition that collapsed in 1991. In 2006, Boston 
City Council, designated 20 Eustis Street as surplus prop- 
erty and transferred said property to the Department of 
Neighborhood Development. 

Today, the Department of Neighborhood Development 
intends to lease 20 Eustis Street to Historic Boston, In- 
corporated, a private, non-profit organization dedicated to 
the preservation of endangered historic sites in the City of 
Boston, pursuant to its proposal to rehabilitate and restore 
the existing firehouse to its original footprint, including 
the collapsed rear addition. Within the Eustis Historic Fire 
Station’s original footprint, recent archaeological excava- 
tions have identified two unmarked grave shafts, upon 
which the original addition stood and where the proposed 
restored addition would be erected.

To the City Council. 
Dear Councilors: 


I transmit herewith my Fiscal Year 2011 Recommend- 
ed Budget for the City of Boston. The Recommended Op- 
erating Budget totaling $2.5 billion is $59.4 million, or 
2.5%, more than the Fiscal Year 2010 Budget. 

As in previous years, fixed costs continue to rise much 
faster than revenues. In FY11, we must now honor our 
commitment to fund wage increases for the employees of 
those unions who agreed to the wage delay that was so 
critical to balancing the FY10 budget. Providing health 
benefits to all of our employees and retirees remains an 
expense that increases substantially from year to year; the 
cost of those benefits is projected to increase by almost 
$20 million in FY11, bringing City of Boston health care 
costs to nearly $300 million. 

Overall revenues are projected to increase by 2.5%, 
which includes an allocation of $45 million in reserves. 
While property tax continues to grow in FY11, funding 
from the state is projected to decline by over $20 million. 
We are fortunate that the new meals tax revenue and the 
increase in the hotel tax are available to help cover reduc- 
tions in revenue from the state. 

The FY11 budget focuses on three core priorities: 
Supporting and developing Boston’s youth; providing the 
highest quality services in Boston’s communities, well be- 
yond the walls of City Hall; and fostering an economy that 
creates jobs and opportunities that are shared widely. This 
budget begins the work of transforming and strengthening 
our libraries and community centers, focusing not on the 
number of physical buildings they occupy but what goes 
on in them. Through consolidation of city resources, part- 
nerships with nonprofit agencies as well as capital invest- 
ments, we will make the best use of our physical assets 
as we strive to offer quality services to the residents of 
Boston. Great change is also going forward in our school 


system as a result of the passage of landmark education 
reform legislation, which has enabled the Superintendent 
to create turnaround plans for underperforming schools 
to ensure that all schools provide the best education for 
our children. 

Although much of the attention over the past few 
months has been on schools, branch libraries and com- 
munity centers, managers in all departments have identi- 
fied areas where they can streamline operations and work 
more efficiently in FY11. I have been asked whether these 
changes and the others incorporated into the FYII budget 
are necessities borne of the challenging fiscal environ- 
ment today or whether they are transitions to move ahead 
on a vision for how our city should serve its residents in 
the future. The answer is: both. This dual responsibility is 
evident in the budget’s focus on both youth development 
and other future obligations. The budget reduces spending 
in several areas to provide as many resources as possible 
for youth education and enrichment. At the same time, 
$153 million is allocated for future healthcare and pen- 
sion liabilities, so that as this generation matures, the City 
can uphold its obligations and continue to deliver quality 
services to the next generation. 

A budget, above all, is an accounting of choices. In 
the context we face, with fewer resources and more ob- 
ligations to meet, the choices this year are tough ones. 
As elected officials, we don’t have the option to muddle 
through or delay until another day. If we make the dif- 
ficult decisions, fortunately we can, even under limiting 
circumstances, provide for our neighbors this year and for 
our city’s future. 

I look forward to working with you during the budget 
review process, and I respectfully request your favorable 
action on the FY11 Operating Budget and the Five Year 
Capital Plan for FY11-to FY15.

Commencing July 1, 2010 and ending June 30,2011

In this difficult economic time, I remain firm in my 
commitment to the City’s children. This budget represents 
an increase of $3.5 million from the FY2010 appropria- 
tion. While this budget incorporates many difficult deci- 
sions, it also includes key investments to accelerate the 
academic achievement of all our children. It builds on 
reforms that have increased the graduation rate, reduced 
the drop out rate to its lowest point in two decades and 
increased achievement scores. 

The FYI Boston Public Schools budget supports early 
childhood education for three-, four-, and five-year-olds 
to stop achievement gaps before they start. It includes an 
additional $11.7 million in funds to support programs and 
services for over 24,000 children for whom English is not 
their first language. This budget also provides extra sup- 
port for students with disabilities, including funding to 
adopt a state-of-the-art information management system 
and an electronic Individual Education Plan system. 

In FY11, the Boston Public Schools will leverage 
available funds from state, federal and private sources 
to turn around our struggling schools, expand programs 
that matter most to our parents and children and invest in 
our future. The Boston Public Schools plans to use avail- 
able Massachusetts School Improvement funds to spur 
dramatic improvements in twelve state~designated Turn- 
around Schools. With support from EdVestors, the Boston 
Public Schools is targeting $700,000 to expand arts and 
music programming that families value highly. 

Further, the Boston Public Schools will also use the 
final year of funding from the American Recovery and 
Reinvestment Act (ARRA) to advance important work 
such as monitoring student progress, improving literacy 
instruction, increasing access to rigorous math and sci- 
ence coursework, expanding safety nets for students at 
risk of dropping out, and increasing learning time.

Vietnamese (4% to 12%); and 

Whereas, the Gaston Report recommends that the BPS 
must develop a “stronger capacity to accurately identify 
students of limited English proficiency, assess their lan- 
guage skills, assign them top appropriate programs and 
monitor their progress”; and 

Whereas, in addition to improving guidance and sup- 
port to schools in the implementation of SEI instruction, 
the Institute Report also recommends “comprehensive 


professional development programs for BPS teachers fo- 
cused on cultural competence and the strategies and skills 
necessary for effective instruction of ELLs”; and 

Whereas, in order to implement the strategies sug- 
gested by the Institute’s Report, BPS must identify and 
develop the capability to provide the support necessary

Whereas, House Bill 486 “Proficiency of English 
Language Learners” is designed to foster state wide im- 
provement of English Language Learner performance by 
providing flexibility to districts in the design of their ELL 
programs; by assuring accountability of those systems;

Whereas, statewide school district accountability will 
enhanced by requiring each district with an ELL program 
to file each year with the Education Commissioner data

Whereas, the bill assures parental involvement by re- 
quiring every district with an ELL program for 20 or more

All employees must notify his/her company officer or immediate supervisor of the 
employee's absence due to illness no later than one (1) hour before the start of his/her 
tour (work shift) in the case of a day tour, and no later than three (3) hours before the 
start of his/her tour (work shift) in the case of a night tour, unless such notice is 
impracticable, in which case the employee must provide notice as soon as is 
practicable. After consultation with the District Fire Chief, or the rank equivalent, 
the supervisor shal] attempt to contact the employee by telephone to ascertain if the 
employee can return to full, regular duty on the employee’s next regularly scheduled 
tour of duty (work shift). After sick Jeave absence of more than two (2) consecutive 
actua] tours of duty (work shifts), the Fire Commissioner can require the involved 
employee to communicate with the Department Medical Examiner and/or obtain a 
medical letter from his/her medical provider.

DRUG AND ALCOHOL 
FREE WORKPLACE POLICY 
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The Boston Fire Department and the Boston Firefighters Local 718 recognize 
that illegal drug use and abuse/misuse of alcohol by Members of this 
Department pose a threat to the public welfare and to the employees of the 
department. Thus, the Department will take the necessary steps, Including drug 
and alcoho! testing, to maintain a drug/alcohol free workplace. The goal of this 
policy Is to detect and prevent Illegal drug use, controlled substance and alcoho! 
misuse and abuse and to assist In the rehablilitation of Members whenever 
possible. The following procedures provide the department with reasonable 
measures to ensure drug and alcohol use does not jeopardize the public or the 
Department's abllity to serve its citizens. 


EDUCATION

The Department will continue an educational program that addresses all current 
related substance Issues. This educational program will be scheduled at 
sufficient intervals to ensure that not only are the goals of this Policy met, but 
that all Members are farniliar with the issues, problems and current trends 
concerning contemporary substance abuse.

The Boston Fire Department and the Boston Fire Union Local 718 maintain an 
Employee Assistance Program (EAP) which Is available twenty-four (24) hours a 
day, seven (7) days a week, This program is for the benefit of all Members. 
Voluntary participation, which Is participation because a Member believes he or 
she may benefit by attending meetings at the EAP, Is confidential and Is optional 
for the Member.

The Department shall advise all participants in the collection, testing, and 
reporting process of thelr responsibility to protect Member privacy and to 
maintain the confidentiality of all drug and alcohol test results. The Department 
shall maintain all correspondence, notes, reports, testing records and other 
documents pertaining to substance abuse testing In a locked, secure location, 
and limit access to those records to those with a need ta know. 


Except as tequired by law, all Information concerning a Member's drug and 
alcoho! tests shall remain confidential for all purposes other than determining 
and defending disciplinary action.

Alcohol - colorless, volatile and flammable tiquid that is the intoxicating agent In 
fermented and distilled liquors, It includes, but is not limited to, beer, wine and 
liquor. It does not include alcohol used in chemical processing, Cleaning or 
testing. 


Department Property - includes bulldings, offices, facilities, equipment, vehicles, 
land, and parking lots owned, loaned, utilized or leased by the Department. It 
also Includes any other site at which business of the Department is transacted 
whether on or away from Department owned, loaned, or leased property. 


Motor Vehicle Collision - an unplanned, unexpected and unintended vehicle 
collision Involving flre apparatus or any Department owned vehicle which a) 
occurs on Department property, on Department business, or during working 
hours, and b) initially appears to have been caused wholly or partially by a 
member, and ¢) results in a fatality, a personal Injury requiring medical 
treatment away from the scene or property damage in excess of $2,500 (except 
ptoperty damage caused by necessary and authorized “squeeze-through” 
operations). 


Drug Paraphernalia - any item that is clearly intended for use for the 
administering, transferring, manufacturing, testing or storing of a controlled 
substance. 


Reasonable Suspicion of Drug and/or Alcohol Use - the reasonable suspicion 
standard for drug testing of Members is based upon a specific objective fact(s) 
and reasonable inferences drawn from that fact(s) In light of experience that the 
individual may be involved in the use of any illegally-used drug, controlled 
substance, or alcohol, Examples may include one or more of the following: 


(a) Observable phenomena, such as direct observation of on-duty alcoho! 
use or possession and/or direct observation of on-duty or off-duty use 
or possession of a controlled substance or illegally-used drug, and/or 
the on-duty display of behaviors which appear to be Indicative of the 
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use of any illegally-used drug, controlled substance, or alcoho} and are 
not attributable to other factors; 


(b) & pattern of abnormal conduct, erratic behavior or deteriorating work 
performance, including but not limited to, extended or patterned sick 
leave use, excessive tardiness, or frequent accidents, not attributable to 
other factors and which appears to be related to drug and/or alcohol 
abuse; 


(c) arrest, Indictment, or conviction for a drug or alcohol related offense; 


(d) newly discovered evidence that the Member has tampered with a prior 
drug/alcohol test; 


(e) repeated or flagrant violations of the Department's Rules and 
Regulations which are determined by a supervisor to pose a substantial 
risk of injury or praperty damage and which are not attributable to 
other factors and appear to be related to drug and/or alcohol abuse; 


The above examples are not al! inclusive and are Intended to be illustrative. 


5.8 The Indicators of being affected by a drug or by alcohol are not confined to 
those consistent with misbehavior, or to obvious Impalrment of physical or 
mental ability, such as slurred speech or difficulty in maintaining balance, 
Although reasonable suspicion does not require certainty, mere “hunches” are 
not sufficient to meet this standard.

VI. USE OF N MEDICT

of thelr medical provider whether such drug can potentially affect the member's 
ability to perfarm the job safely, If advised that such drug can potentially affect 
the member's ability to perform the job safely, or if the medical provider Is 
uncertain about the drug's potential Impact on the member's ability to perform 
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the job safely, the member must immediately report the drug prescribed to the 
Fire Department's Medical Office and a determination will be made as to the 
Member's ability to perform his duty.

Rehabilitation Program - A Member may be directed to participate In a 
mandatory rehabilitation program by the Commissioner, the Department’s 
Medical Examiner, or the Department’s EAP Coordinator. Members may also 
self-refer to the Rehabilitation program. This section applies to both 
circumstances, Membsrs who enter an Inpatient drug or alcohol rehabilitation 
program must sign the Rehabilitation Agreement in Appendix A. The Member 
wiil be required to attend meetings of the EAP sponsored by the Boston Fire 
Department and Local 718 and will be required to follow the directives 
established by the Coordinator of this program for a period of one (1) year 
following the date of his entrance into the Rehabilitation Program. Members 
who are participating in the Rehabilitation Program may be tested for the 
presence of drugs or alcohol at any time while enrolled in the program. 
Additionally, the Department Medical Examiner may require that a Member 
complete a medical evaluation during this rehabilitation period. 


If a Member cannot make a meeting for emergency reasons only, he or she 
must calt In by telephone (773-5529 or 343-3784). If a Member attends any 
rehabilitation meetings other than those at the EAP quarters, the Member must 
get prior written approval from the EAP program coordinator, The Member must 
catalog all substance abuse meetings that he attended, including the name of 
the group conducting the meeting and the meeting place. The Member shall 
provide such information to the EAP Program Coordinator, 


Leave of Absence < As part of a rehabilitation program, the Department may 
grant a Member a leave of absence for the purpose of participating in a 
rehabilitation program that has been approved by the Boston Fire Department's 
EAP Coordinator. The Member shall authorize his treatment provider to 
communicate with the EAP Coordinator for the purpose of confirming that the 
Member is participating In the program and has adhered to all of the program's 
requirements. The Member will be responsible for any costs associated with his 
rehabilitation program that are not covered by his health Insurance provider. 
The Member will be allowed to use his available leave balances in order to 
receive pay during this leave of absence. In the event that the Member does not 
have sufficient leave then he will be placed on an unpald leave of absence. Prior 
to the Member's return to the Department, the Member must submit to 
Department administered drug and alcoho! testing, and test negative for drugs 
and alcohol in accordance with the standards In this Policy, Additionally, the 
Member must be cleared to return to duty by the Department's Medical 
Examiner, 


X TYPES OF TESTING 


9.1 


Drug tests will consist of determinations of the presence of controlled 
substances, Illegally used drugs and alechol as defined In Section II. Members of 
the Boston Fire Department will be tested for drugs and/or alcohol under the 
following circumstances: 


(a) Random Testing - In a joint desire to achleve and maintain a work force 
that is 100% drug and alcohol free and in further recognition that the 
Department has not yet achieved such goal, the Partles agree that the 
Department will implement and maintain a random drug and alcohol 
testing program.

Medical Clinical Observation - A Member will be tested for drugs and/or

Follow-up Testing ~ Any Member who has tested positive for alcohol or 
drugs in violation of this policy will be subject to unannounced fallow-up 
testing for thirty-six months following the date of return to duty. 


Probation Period Testing - All Probationary personnel are subject to 
drug and alcohol testing during thelr probation period without prior 
warming and at random intervals. Members who test positive for drugs 
or alcohol during thelr probationary period will be subject to 
termination, 


Condition of Permanent Promotion/Appointment_ - Members who are 
offered and accept a promotion/appointment to the permanent 
positions of Lieutenant, Captain, District Chief and Deputy Chief in the 
unlform division of the Department, or to the positions of Senior Fire 
Alarm Operator, Principal Fire Alarm Operator, Assistant Superintendent 
of Fire Alarm and Superintendent of Fire Alarm In the Fire Alarm division 
of the Department will be required to submit to alcohol and drug 
testing. A negative test result shall be a condition of such promotion, 
An employee can decline to be tested and, upon an employee's 
exercising such option, the employee shall forego the promotion in 
Issue; however, such employee shall not be regarded as having refused 
to be tested for any other purpose or provision of this Policy, nor shall 
such declining constitute a basis for reasonable suspicion drug or 
alcohol testing.

violation of this Policy, will be required to submit to Department 


administered drug and alcohol testing, and must test negative for drugs 
and alcohol in accordance with the standards In this Policy, prior to his 
return to the Department.

Motor Vehicle Collision - Members who are driving fire apparatus or any 
Department owned vehicle which Is Involved In a motor vehicle collision, 
as defined in V. §5.5,supra, will be required to submit to alcohol and 
drug testing. 
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X POLICY ENFORCEMENT 


10,1. The following section applies only to those Members of the Department who 
have not tested positive for drugs or alcohol in violation of this Policy at any 
point In his or her career and who are participating in the Department's 
Rehabilitation Program (“the Program”) elther on a mandatory basis or as a 
matter of self-referral; 


(a) A Member who has been directed by the Department to participate in 
the Program or has self-referred to the Program but has not violated 
any provision of this Policy shall not be subject to disciplinary action. 


(b} If a Member, who is participating in the Program, falls to follow the 
guidelines of his rehabilitation program he or she shall be suspended for 
a period of five (5) days. Additionally, the Member will be required to 
particlpate in the Program for one (1) year from the date of his return 
from the five (5) day suspension, 


(c) If a Member, who is participating in the Program, fails to follow the 
directives Of his rehabilitation program for a second time he or she shall 
be suspended for a period not less than thirty (30) days. Additionally, 
the Member will be required to participate in the Program for one-year 
from the date of his return from the thirty (30) days suspension. 


(d) If a Member, who is participating in the Program, falls to follow the 
directives of his Rehabilitation Program for a third time, the Member 
Shall be terminated. 


10.2 ‘The following section applies to those Members of the department who have 
tested positive for drugs or alcohol in violation of this Policy at any point in his 
or her career: 


(a) If a Member tests positive for drugs or alcohol for the first time, but has 
‘not violated any other provision of this Policy, the Member shalf be 
suspended for a period of thirty (30) days. 


(b) If a Member tests positive for drugs or alcohol for the first time, he or 
she shall be required to participate In the Department's Rehabilitation 
Program. 


{c) If a Member has violated other provisions of this policy, In addition to 
testing positive for drugs or alcohol, he or she may be subject to 
disciplinary actlon In excess of thirty (30) days and which may, 
depending upon the severity of the violation, include termination. 


(d) If a Member tests positive for drugs or alcohol a second time the 
Member shall be terminated. 


(e) If a Member, who has tested positive for drugs or alcohol, fails to follow 
the terms and conditions of his or her rehabilitation agreement the 


member may be terminated, 
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(f) If a Member, who tested positive for drugs or alcohol In violation of this 
Policy, tests positive for either drugs or alcohol a second time, 
regardless of whether the second positive test corresponds to the 
substance that gave rise to the first positive test, the Member shall be 
terminated. 


If a Member switches or adulterates a urine or breath sample during the testing 
process, the Member shall be treated as if s/he tested positive, 


If a Member Is on the tour report for a work location that has been selected for 
testing, and the Member leaves the worksite, without authorization, and without 
complying with the requirement to be tested, the Member shall be treated as If 
he tested positive. 


Nothing in this Policy will timit the Commissioner’s authority to impose discipline 
for violation of the Rules and Regulations of the Department not included in this 


Policy. 
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| Procedur. rvisors for Rea Spicion 


The Department's supervisors are responsible for being alert to declining job 
performance, erratic behavior or other indicators of possible jilegal drug use, 
controlled substance abuse or alcohol use or abuse. Whenever a supervisor 
makes a determination of reasonable suspicion of drug and/or alcohol use (as 
defined in Section IT of these procedures) the following steps will be taken: 


(a) The supervisor will Immediately document in writing all circumstances, 
Information and facts leading to and supporting his/her suspicion, At a 
minimum, the report will indude appropriate dates and times of suspect 
behavior, rellable/credible sources of information, rationale leading to 
referral for testing and the action(s) taken. 


(b) Prior to referring a Member for testing, the supervisor will discuss the 
problem with the Member in a private location with one (1) witness, 
preferably another supervisor, present, Caution will be taken not to 
accuse the Member of substance abuse, but the Member will be 
presented with instance(s) of questionable behavior or other 
indicator(s). If the Member does not have an acceptable explanation for 
his questioned behavior or the presented indicator(s), the supervisor will 
continue with the procedures set forth in this section. The Member may 
request the presence of a union representative during this meeting; 
however, the inability to secure a unlon representative shal! not unduly 
delay the meeting. 


(c} The supervisor shall consult with a second supervisor of a higher rank 
and they shall jointly decide whether to refer a Member for testing. The 
on-duty Deputy Chief will make the final determination. 


(d) Once a determination has been made to refer a Member for testing, the 
Deputy Chief will advise the Member of such decision and notify the on 
call EAP Coordinator, who will respond to that location and escort the 
Member to a collection site. The EAP Coordinator should remain with 
the Member at the collection site until testing is concluded. In the event 
that leaving the scene and/or remaining with the member Is not 
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feasible, the EAP coordinator will 1) arrange transportation to the 
collection site (the Member will be instructed not to drive a vehicle), 2) 
notify the collection site that the Member is being sent for testing, 3) 
request that the collection site notify the supervisor when collection 
procedures are completed, 4) arrange transportation for the Member 
following the collection process, and 5) notify the Member that he or 
she is not to return to work pending recelpt of the test results by the 
Medical Review Officer. 


(e) Upon conclusion of the testing the EAP Coordinator will ensure that the 
Member Is escorted to his destination. The EAP Coordinator will direct 
the Member not to drive himself to his destination. The Member will be 
relieved from duty and placed on administrative leave with pay pending 
receipt by the Office of Medical Examiner of the test results and the 
Member will be notified of this change in status. 


(f} In those cases where the supervisor has reasonable suspicion to believe 
the Member is impaired, the Member will be immediately removed from 
the work site and shaJl be placed on administrative leave with pay 
pending the outcome of the test, 


(g) In those cases where a supervisor discovers a Member who possesses 
what appears to be a controlled substance, illegaliy-used drug or 
alcohol, or drug paraphernalia, he or she will proceed as described 
above for Instances where reasonable suspicion exists, and, if the 
substance in question appears to be a controlled substance or Illegally- 
used drug, will report the matter to the Boston Police Department 
immediately and to the Deputy Chief for disciplinary action. 


11.2 Procedures for Random Testing 


(a) Random on-duty testing will be conducted throughout the year, 
although the days of the week and the times of the day when testing is 
conducted and the number of Members tested in any given week will 
vary. 


(b) The Department shall create a list of work locations and work groups 
that will be subject to random testing. Each member will be assigned to 
one testing group based of his her work location or work group. Each 
identified group will be known as a "Testing Group." For example, the 
Department may create a Testing Group by identifying particular fire 
houses, pieces of equipment, or combinations thereof, together with a 
particular work group assigned to that house or equipment. The 
Department may combine locations or pieces of equipment to create a 
Testing Group. The Department shall determine the site of testing in 
circumstances where a Testing Group combines Members from more 
than one location. The Department shall attempt to create Testing 
Groups of relatively the same number of members, but the actual 
composition of each Testing Group shall be at the Department's 
discretion. The Department may create Testing Groups at Fire 
Department Headquarters at its discretion. Members on modified duty 
shall be Included In Testing Groups. 


{c) The Department will give the Unlon thirty (30) days notice of the 
creation the testing Initial testing groups, with an opportunity for the 
Union to comment on the groups. The Department may change or 
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modify Testing Groups at its discretion, provided It gives the Union 
thirty (30) days notice of such change. 


The Department shall use an established Independent third-party 
contractor(s) which has clients subject to USDOT-regulated testing 
("Contractor") to select the Testing Groups subject to testing and 
administer the testing process. The Department shall give the 
Contractor a list of the Testing Groups and a schedule Indicating when 
the work groups for each Testing Group are on duty. The contractor 
shall Independently determine the dates and times of testing. The 
Contractor shall design the testing program such that number of drug 
and alcohol tests each year Is, in the case of each type of test, at least 
equal to 50% of the total number of Members, as of July 1, Weekly, the 
Contractor shall generate a list ("list") of Testing Groups, using a 
scientifically valid, tamper- resistant, computer - generated random 
number selection method. This list will be in effect for a seven (7) day 
period from Monday through Sunday. During the week for which it Is 
generated, the Contractor shall not provide the Departrnent with a copy 
of the list. 


The following process shall be repeated on each day in which the 
Department conducts random testing: 


The Contractor shall advise the Department's EAP Coordinator of the 
Testing Group(s) selected for random testing and the dates and times 
of such testing. Subject to the operating needs of the Department, all of 
the Members of the selected Testing Group shall be tested. If a Testing 
Group Is not on duty on a particular day, the Testing Group will remain 
on the list for the duration of the seven (7) day period that the list is 
effective, and may be tested the next time that Testing Group is on 


duty. 


Once the EAP Coordinator has been informed by the Contractor that 
testing will be conducted on a given day the EAP Coordinator will inform 
the Deputy Chief of Personnel. The Deputy Chief of Personnel will then 
inform the Division Commander, In the event that the EAP Coordinator 
is unable to contact the Deputy Chief of Personnel, he shall directly 
contact the Division Commander. 


The EAP Coordinator will obtain copies of the tour reports for the 
Testing Groups to be tested, in the following manner: 


(i) During office hours Monday through Friday, he will contact the 
Chief of Personnel or his designee for the tour report(s) for the 
location(s) to be tested. 


(ii) During evening hours, weekends and holidays, he will contact 
the District Chief for the location to be tested and obtain copies of all 
the tour reports for that district. 


The EAP Coordinator will meet the Contractor at the first selected 
Testing Group site with the tour reports for the Testing Group to be 
tested. The EAP Coordinator will contact the District Chlef for the 
selected Testing Group and request that the District Chief meet him at 
the testing site. The EAP Coordinator will be present at all testing sites 
to serve as the Department liaison to the Contractor. 
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(i) As soon as practicable after the Contractor arrives at the site, but not 
before the Members on the tour report for duty, the District Chief shall 
Inform the company officer(s) that the Member(s) on duty will be tested 
on that tour. The officer(s) shall then inform the Member(s) that the 
Member(s) will be tested on that tour. Where a Testing Group consists 
of Members from more than one location, the District Chief shall inform 
the company officer(s) of the location that is not the testing site that 
the Member(s) on duty will be tested on that tour and must immediately 
travel to the test site, The officer(s) shall then inform the member(s) 
that the Member(s) will be tested on that tour, and the officer(s) shall 
accompany the Member(s) to the test site, All Members of a Testing 
Group on duty, regardless whether a Member In another Testing Group 
has swapped into that group for the shift and regardless of whether a 
Member from another Testing Group has been detalled into that Testing 
Group or Is otherwise working In that Testing Group that day, shall be 
tested when a Testing Group is selected for testing. The fact that a 
Member from one Testing Group was subject to testing while swapping 
into, being detailed into or otherwise working in another Testing Group 
on the day such other Testing Group was tested will not excuse the 
Member from random testing in that Member's own or any other 
Testing Group when his/her own group, or any group into which s/he 
swapped or was detailed or otherwise assigned, is tested, 


(j) If a Testing Group consists af Mernbers assigned to fire suppression 
equipment, the particular fire house(s) subject to testing will be placed 
out of service for the duration of the testing process. 


(k) A Member who Is on the tour report working that tour whose Testing 
Group is selected for testing on the date designated by the Contractor 
will not be excused from testing, will not be allowed to reschedule 
testing, nor will the Member be allowed to take sick time or leave work 
to avold testing. If such a Member leaves the worksite, without 
authorization, without complying with the requirement to be tested, the 
Member shall be treated as if he tested positive for a controlled 
substance in accordance with Article X of this policy, 


() If a selected location is at an active incident, the Department will delay 
testing until the Incident is cleared and the unit{s) has returned to its 
assigned work location. All random testing shall be scheduled with due 
consideration for the operational needs of the Department, 


(m) The Contractor will collect specimens at the test site, or, where It deems 
appropriate, at any other test site designated by the Department. 


11.3. Collection, Testing and Storage of Specimen 


(a) When conducting testing for prohibited drugs the Department will use 
urine screening. When conducting testing for alcohol use the 
Department will use breath alcohol testing. The designated collector 
shall collect one urine sample from the Member at the time he collects 
the breath sample for alcohol testing, The designated collector shall 
take reasonable measures to provide the Member with privacy while 
maintaining the integrity of the testing. 


(b) The designated collector shall divide the urine sample into two (2) 
containers, one for testing and the other for potential re-testing. The

Member will place a signed and dated seal over the cap of the specimen 
containers, place the sealed containers in an envelope, seal the 
envelope and then sign across the seal. In the event the Member 
cannot produce sufficient urine for a split sample (a total of 45 
milliliters, 30 for the tested sample, 15 for the untested sample) the 
specimen collector shall document the inability ar produce a sufficient 
sample, An attempt should be made to have the Member produce a 
suffident specimen in accordance with procedures defined by the 
Contractor. A Member who has not produced a sufficient specimen 
after three hours shall be referred to the Department’s Medical Review 
Officer for evaluation In accordance with Section 11.5. 


The designated collector shall retain the samples to ensure chain of 
custody from the collection site to the location where the Contractor will 


conduct the actual test. 


In the case of random testing, the Contractor shall test the sample for 
the presence of these five drugs, classes of drugs, or their metabolites: 
marijuana, cocaine, oplates, phencyclidine (PCP), and amphetamines. In 
the coursé of testing for Reasonable Suspicion of Drug and/or Alcohol 
Use, other drugs or their metabolites may be tested for if their 
particular use is suspected, The Contractor shall conduct an initial test 
on the urine sample, as well as a confirmatory test on each urine 
sample that ylelds a positive result. 


The Department will direct the Contractor to store all confirmatory 
positive urine samples In an appropriate, property secured location. 


Breath Alcohol tests will be conducted by a properly qualified test 
operator using an Evidential Breath Testing device (EBT). A positive 
test will be followed by a second confirmatory EBT test. The 
Department wil! direct the Contractor to store breath alcohol results at a 
level of .04 or greater, in an appropriate, properly secured location. 


The Contractor shall utilize a laboratory certified by SAMHSA and using 
SAMHSA standards to conduct the test on the urine sample. 


Testing of Divided Sample

A Member who tested positive for a controlled substance(s)/illegal 
drug({s) may, within seventy-two (72) hours of being Informed of the 
test result, make a written request to have the untested sample 
submitted for testing. The Member may have the untested sample 
tested by the same laboratory as the initial sample, or the Member may 
select an alternative laboratory. The alternative laboratory must be 
certifled by SAMHSA and must apply the same testing levels. The 
untested specimen must be transported directly from the Contractor to 
the alternative laboratory and the Member must pay any associated 
costs for this additional test. The Member must authorize the alternative 
laboratory to provide the test results directly to the Department's 
Medical Review Officer.

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In the event that a Member does not provide a sufficient breath sample for 
alcohol testing, or a sufficient urine sample for drug testing, the designated 
collector will refer the Member to the Medical Review Officer. If the Medical 
Review Offlcer determines the Member has a valid reason for his Inability to 
provide a sufficient sample, then the Medical Review Officer shall have the 
discretion to order additional testing to secure a valid sample. If, after 
consulting with the Member's medical care provider, the Medical Review Officer 
finds no valld reason for the Member's inability to provide a sufficient sample, 
then the Member shall be treated as if he tested positive. 


If the Contractor Informs the Medical Review Officer that a Member provided a

Upon a final positive test result, after either reasonable suspicion or random testing, the 
MRO shall meet with the involved member. Such meeting shall provide the member 
with the opportunity to discuss alternative causes for the positive test. The final 
decision about the test result shall be made by the MRO.

Any Member ordered to undergo alcohol and drug tests under this Polley may 
request the presence of a union representative during the test.

I agree that I will comply with all of the terms of the Boston Fire Department's Drug and Alcohol 
Free Workplace Policy (The Policy). 


I agree that I may be tested for the presence of drugs or alcohol at any time for the duration of 
this agreement, I understand that this testing is in addition to the regular random drug testing 


program for all Members. 


I agree that if I have ever tested positive, or if I ever do test positive, for the presence of drugs or 
alcohol in violation of the Policy, I will be subject to unannounced drug and alcohol testing for 


thirty-six months from the date of my return to duty, 


I understand that I must attend regular meetings, administered by the Boston Fire Department 
Employee Assistance Program (EAP), in accordance with the schedule outlined below: 


1, Months One, Two and Three 


a) attend a minimum of three (3) substance abuse meetings per week for the first 
three (3) months; and 

b) visit the EAP office twice per week 

c) Ifa member attends the substance abuse meeting that is held at EAP quarters, it 


will constitute one (1) meeting per month. 


2. Months Four, Five and Six 


a) attend a minimum of three (3) substance abuse meetings per week} and 
b) visit the EAP office once per week 


3. Months Seven, Eight and Nine 


a) attend a minimum of three (3) substance abuse meetings per week; and 
b) visit the EAP office once every other week 


4. Months Ten, Eleven, and Twelve 


a) attend a minimum of three (3) substance abuse meetings per week; and 
b) visit the EAP office once per month 


I agree that in the event I cannot attend a meeting for emergency reasons only, I will contract 
the EAP by telephone at (617) 773-5529 or (617) 343-3784. If I attend any rehabilitation 
meetings other than those at the EAP quarters, I will get prior approval from the EAP program 
coordinator. I will maintain a catalog of all substance abuse meetings that I attend, Including the 
name of the group conducting the meeting and the meeting place. I will provide this information 
to the EAP Program Coordinator. 
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I understand that if I have been granted a leave of absence for the purpose of participating in a 
rehabilitation program, then prior to my return, I must submit to a Department administered drug 
and alcohol test, and test negative for drugs or alcohol in accordance with the standards In this 
policy. Additionally, I must be cleared by the Department's Medical Examiner to return to duty. 


I understand that If I am suspended for any reason during the length of this agreement (separate 
from any Initial thirty day suspension if I have tested positive for drugs or alcoho! for the first 
time), a new twelve (12) month rehabilitation agreement will start upon my return from the 
suspension 


I understand that failure to follow the terms and conditions of this Rehabilitation Agreement will 
result in disciplinary action in accordance with Article X of the Department's Drug and Alcohol Free 


Workplace Policy. 


By affixing my signature below, I hereby agree to the terms of this Agreement and state that I 
have freely, knowingly, intelligently, and voluntarily entered into this Agreement.

WHEREAS, It is in the best interest of the City of 
Boston for more people to use alternative modes of trans- 
portation rather than personal motor vehicles in order to 
travel around the City, because alternative modes of trans- 
portation reduce carbon emissions and promote personal 
physical health; and, 

WHEREAS, The City of Boston has taken steps to 
encourage residents to bike instead of drive by installing 
bike lanes, increasing the number of bike racks through- 
out the City, and the development of a comprehensive 
map that outlines bike routes; and, 

WHEREAS, The number of bicyclists using the roads 
will increase as more people are encouraged to bike; and, 

WHEREAS, It is imperative that the safety of all users 
of roadways be considered with every opportunity in road 
design and maintenance; and, 

WHEREAS, The American Association of State High- 
way and Transportation Officials (AASHTO) issue guide- 
lines as to the width of lanes that offer flexibility in plan- 
ning and design; and, 

WHEREAS, Road design not only influences driver 
behavior, it also has an impact on the aesthetic quality 
of a city; and, 

WHEREAS, Traditionally, the professional practice 
of road design has been to use the maximum road size 
whenever possible; however, research demonstrates that 
maximum lane width does not lead to safer roads; and, 

WHEREAS, Research demonstrates that although 
wider traffic lanes give vehicles more room to avoid col- 
lisions, they increase traffic speeds, which increases crash 
risk and severity; and, 

WHEREAS, Annual crash rates per vehicle-mile tend 
to be lowest for relatively narrow (about 10-foot) lane 
widths, and are highest on wider, lower volume, straight 
streets with higher traffic speeds; and, 

WHEREAS, Policymakers, transportation planners, 
and engineers should design and operate roadways in 
the City with all users in mind, including bicyclists, pe- 
destrians, public transportation riders, and motor vehicle 
operators. 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, That the Boston 
City Council urges policymakers, transportation planners, 
and engineers who work on roads in the City of Boston to 
consider using narrower lane widths whenever possible 
in order to have space for bike lanes and/or larger side- 
walks.

WHEREAS, Over the last ten years, Boston Public 
Schools estimates a 400% increase in the number of chil- 
dren diagnosed with autism spectrum disorders, and in 
the 2009 school year, nearly 500 autistic students between

WHEREAS, According to an analysis by the Boston 
Public Health Commission, 45% of Massachusetts fami- 
lies of children with autism spectrum disorders have ei- 
ther had to reduce work hours or leave their employment

WHEREAS, Research indicates that intensive early 
intervention and education services can significantly 
improve developmental outcomes of those affected with 
autism spectrum disorders; and, 

WHEREAS, The City of Boston has made investments 
in autism awareness including an autism summit in 2009 
and the creation of an iPhone application that will help 
autistic individuals communicate better, and in order to 
best serve all residents of Boston, the City must continue 
to focus on issues within the autism community.

On April 10, 2006, the MBTA entered into a settle- 
ment agreement to a class action lawsuit seeking greater 
accessibility brought by the Boston Center for Indepen- 
dent Living (“BCIL”) as the lead plaintiff. As part of the 
settlement with BCIL, the MBT A agreed to construct 
additional elevators to provide improved station access 
for people with disabilities in five (5) heavily traveled 
stations, including Park Street Station, located in Boston 
Common. These stations are considered accessible and 
comply with the federal Americans with Disabilities Act 
(the “ADA”), but the accessible path of travel is often 
difficult or remote from the main passenger flow in the 
stations. The additional elevators are intended to signifi- 
cantly improve access and increase service reliability for 
people with disabilities as well as everyone accessing the 
MBTA’s system. 

A grant of volumetric easements in the Boston Com- 
mon is subject to Article’ 97 of the Amendments to the 
Constitution of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and 
the Massachusetts Executive Office of Environmental Af- 
fairs Article 97 Land Disposition Policy which requires 
unanimous votes of approval from the Boston Conserva- 
tion Commission and the Boston Parks and Recreation 
Commission, a two-thirds affirmative vote from City 
Council, and a two-thirds vote of approval from the Gen- 
eral Court.

WHEREAS, The potential for pollution and contami- 
nation of water runoff being treated in sewage treatment 
plants .across the region is a cause for public health con- 
cern; and, 

WHEREAS, In an effort to address storm water run- 
off, cities and towns in Massachusetts have begun, or are 
considering, charging fees at new construction projects 
that require paving over impervious surfaces as a way to

Today, the Joint Labor Management Committee Arbi- 
tration Panel issued an Arbitration Award (copy attached) 
in the interest arbitration between the City of Boston and 
the Intemational Association of Fire Fighters - Local 718. 
The award was supported by Arbitrator Dana Eischen 
and by the panel’s labor representative, Robert McCarthy, 
who is the President of the Professional Fire Fighters of 
Massachusetts. The panel’s management representative, 
Mayor Dean Mazzarella of Leominster, dissented. 

The award covers a contract period that begins on July 
1,2006 and ends on June 30, 2010. Over the four (4) year 


period this award provides a cumulative increase of 19.2% 
and has an estimated value of $74 million. 

I am required by law (Subsection 11 of Chapter 89 
of the Acts of 1987) to submit to you “an appropriation 
necessary to fund such decision or determination” within 
thirty days of the issuance of the Award. My Administra- 
tion is currently working on a proposed plan to finance 
this award and I will submit this to you in advance of this 
required deadline. The law also requires me to “support 
any decision or determination in the same way and to the 
same extent that .. .[1 am] ... required to support any other 
decision or determination agreed to by an employer and 
an exclusive employee representative pursuant to the pro- 
visions of .. Chapter 150 E of the Massachusetts General 
Laws.” The law places with you, the Legislative Body of 
the City, the discretion to approve or reject the recom- 
mendation for an appropriation sufficient for the Award. 
The law further states, that “if the municipal legislalive 
body votes not to approve the request for appropriation, 
the decision or determination shall cease to be binding on 
the parties (the Mayor and the Union) and the matter shall 
be returned to the parties for further bargaining.” 

Again, the arbitration award is enclosed and a proposed 
specific appropriation to fund this award will be submit- 
ted to you within the statutory time period.

I transmit herewith a supplemental appropriation re- 
quest to fund the Fiscal Year 2010 cost of the Joint Labor 
Management Committee (JLMC) Arbitration decision 
regarding the Local 718, International Association of 
Fire Fighters contract. The contract award provides for a 
19.2% salary increase over the four years of the contract, 
a period that expires on June 30, 2010. The total Fiscal 
Year 2010 cost estimate for these increases is $18.6 mil- 
lion, which, once adjusted for health insurance changes, 
will require an appropriation of $17,587,990. The contract 
award contains increases on June 30, 2010, the last day of 
the contract, which will add costs in FY11. The FY11 cost 
increase, in addition to the increases from FY07 through 
FY10, results in a funding requirement of approximately 
$74 million, exclusive of health insurance changes. By 
law, I am required to support this award; I hereby do so. 

The appropriation being submitted covers only the 
funding requirements for the current Fiscal Year 2010 
costs of this contract. The FY10 amount required is 
$17,587,990, of which $16.1 million was appropriated 
as a collective bargaining reserve by the City Council as 
part of the FY10 budget and must now be transferred to 
the Fire Department. The additional $1.5 million will be 


supported by the meals tax approved by the City Council 
after the adoption of the FY10 budget. The FY07, FY08, 
and FY09 estimated costs, net of health insurance chang- 
es, totaling $28,884,910, will be funded from collective 
bargaining reserves encumbered in those years. 

The details of the JUMC Arbitration decision include 
the following wage increases: 


* FY07: 2.0% increase in the first pay period 


* FY08: 2.5% increase in regular wages in the first 
pay period 
1.5% increase in Hazardous Duty/Specialist 
Compensation in the first pay period 


* FY09: 3.0% increase in regular wages in the first 
pay period 
1.5% increase in Hazardous Duty/Specialist 
Compensation in the first pay period 


* FY10: 3.5% increase on January 1, 2010 
2.5% increase on June 30, 2010 
$500 and $1000 stipends for eligible members of 
Special Operations Companies based on achieving 
Technician or Advanced Technical certification 


Salaries will also grow on average approximately 2.5% 
over the contract period as a result of the longevity pay- 
ment formula commonly called the TCAP. In total, the 
cumulative increase in salaries at the end of the contract 
period, June 30, 2010, will be approximately 19.2%. 

The FY11 budget that I submitted to the City Council 
on April 14, 2010, will be out of balance as a result of 
funding this award. Funding this award will require that 
the Fire Department’s FY 11 budget will increase approxi- 
mately 4% over FY1O, at a time when most departmental 
budgets will decline or remain flat. 

The City of Boston, like the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts and the country as a whole, has suffered increas- 
ing and unprecedented financial constraint for the better 
part of the last decade. We have made every effort to grad- 
ually adjust to this new reality of constrained resources 
and rapidly increasing fixed costs, including employee 
health insurance and pension liability. Since FY02, the 
City’s workforce has been reduced by 7%, or more than 
1,200 full-time equivalent positions. The City has been 
relying on reserves and federal stimulus grants to support 
operating costs, creating a structural imbalance that is not 
sustainable over the long term. 

As I noted in my FYII budget submission to the City 
Council in April, a budget, above all, is an accounting of 
choices. This contract award’s 19.2% salary increase will 
require all of us to make more difficult choices in the days 
ahead.

ORDER FOR HEARING REGARDING FULL FUND- 
ING AND OPPORTUNITY FOR YOUTH JOBS 
(DOCKET NO. 0757) 


Councilors ARROYO, YANCEY, TURNER, PRESS- 
LEY, FEENEY and CIOMMO offered the following: 


WHEREAS, Full employment opportunities for youth, 
both during the summer and throughout the year, ensures 
the positive growth of our city’s youth and provides need- 
ed employment assistance for government, non-profit and 
for-profit entities throughout the city of Boston, and 

WHEREAS, A 2009 report prepared for the Massa- 
chusetts Joint Committee on Labor and Workforce Devel- 
opment, in 1999, nearly 53 of every 100 Massachusetts 
teens were employed during an average month, placing 
Massachusetts teens nearly 9 percentage’ points above the 
US average, and the state ranked 12th highest among the 
50 states; in 2007, the state has seen a 25% decrease in 
Massachusetts teen employment, dropping the state to 
26th on this measure; and 

WHEREAS, Research shows that qualify youth em- 
ployment, both in the summer and year round, has signifi- 
cant health equity issues including reducing likelihood 
of substance abuse, mental health issues, and graduation 
rates; and 

WHEREAS, The City of Boston’s contribution to sum- 


mer youth jobs increased in each year between Fiscal Year 
2006 and Fiscal Year 2009, and, despite significant bud- 
getary pressures, the city of Boston was able to level-fund 
summer jobs in Fiscal Year 2010 and 2011, and 

WHEREAS, Despite the strong commitment of the 
City of Boston for youth summer jobs, there is still a 
deficit for Fiscal Year 2011 as a result of state and federal 
budget cuts in summer youth job programs; and 

WHEREAS, Although there often is placed a focus 
on summer youth jobs, many youth need employment 
throughout the year as well, and employment throughout 
the year helps youth develop career opportunities and 
long-term employment training; and 

WHEREAS, Youth qualifications for job programs 
should be as expansive as possible, including, but not 
limited to, making sure youth from a wide range of age 
groups are eligible for job programs, potential or actual 
CORI issues do not inhibit youth job opportunities, and 
homeless youth can obtain job employment. THERE- 
FORE BE IT 

ORDERED, That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council hold a hearing to examine how best 
to ensure that our city’s youth can fully participate in in- 
clusive, rewarding job opportunities.

Whereas, the leadership of Local 718 asserts that the 
City’s calculation of free cash shows a much lower net 
worth (by nearly $290 million) which causes a free cash 
understatement of $196 million. Therefore Be It

of Administration and Finance, representatives of Local 
718, and a representative from the Municipal Research 
Bureau to give their views on the validity of the positions 
asserted by Local 718.

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(see above) in the general fund, as well as, give their view 
on the assertion that the City underestimates its net worth 
by nearly $290 million in its submission to the State for 
certification of free cash.

City Council hold a hearing and request that the directors 
of contract compliance for the BRA, the City of Boston 
and the Boston Water and Sewer Commission present re- 
ports on compliance for each trade on all projects covered 
by the Boston Residency Job Program Ordinance from 
May 2009 to April 2010.

A HOME RULE PETITION STRENGTHENING THE 
COLLECTION OF FINES IN THE CITY OF BOSTON 
FOR VIOLATIONS OF THE PIT BULL ORDINANCE 


WHEREAS, A 2004 Boston City Council ordinance 
requires, among other things, that pit bulls in city of Bos- 
ton be muzzled in public, that owners post signs announc- 
ing a pit bull’s presence on private property, and that city 
residents may not keep more than two pit bulls; and, 

WHEREAS, Since the ordinance’s adoption, over 2100 
pit bulls have been registered with the city and over 500 
fines have been issued for violating the ordinance; and, 

WHEREAS, Recent news accounts have reported the 
mauling by a pit bull of 12 year old Terrell Owens in Hyde 
Park who was saved by a neighborhood off-duty state 
trooper; and, 

WHEREAS, The existing city ordinance provides a 
set of tools to promote responsible pit bull ownership in 
Boston and to ensure a basic level of public safety for all 
residents of the city; and, 

WHEREAS, Since the law’s inception, a recent report 
showed that only 20% of fines for violating the ordinance 
have been collected; and, 

WHEREAS, In an effort to strengthen the existing pit 
bull ordinance and to ensure the collection of all fines for 
violating the ordinance;; NOW THEREFORE BEIT 

ORDERED, That a petition to the General Court, ac- 
companied by a bill for a special law relating to the City 
of Boston to be filed with an attested copy of this order 
be, and hereby is, approved under Clause 1 of Section 8 
of Article II, as amended, of the Articles of Amendment to 
the Constitution of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
to the end that legislation be adopted precisely as follows, 
except for clerical or editorial changes of form only: 


PETITION FOR A SPECIAL LAW RE: 


STRENGTHENING THE COLLECTION OF FINES IN 
THE CITY OF BOSTON FOR VIOLATIONS OF THE 
PIT BULL ORDINANCE 


Section 1. As used in this chapter, the following words 
shall have the following meanings unless the context 
clearly requires otherwise: 


“Pit Bull Ordinance”, chapter 16-1.9E of the city of 
Boston Municipal Code as may be amended from time 
to time. 


Section 2. In the City of Boston, for any fine for a vio- 
lation of the Pit Bull Ordinance that remains unpaid in 
excess of the period for appeal proscribed by code or reg- 
ulation, additional penalties and interest may be attached. 
Thereafter, any fine and additional penalties and interest 
that may be attached and which remain unpaid shall be- 
come an additional assessment on the violator’s property 
tax bill or upon the violator’s motor vehicle excise tax. 
The property owner of record or owner of a motor vehicle 
shall be notified by certified mail of the lien on the prop- 
erty or vehicle. No lien shall be removed without notice 
from the tax collector that all such matters have been dis- 
posed of in accordance with law. Additional charges equal 
to the amount required to file the lien and the amount 
required to release the lien shall be assessed against the 
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owner of record for the purpose of ensuring that all costs 
associated with filing and release are recovered. 


Section 5. All fines, penalties or assessments in actions 
under this chapter shall be paid to the general fund of the 
municipality. 


Section 6. The Dog Officer, the police department and 
inspectional services department of the city of Boston 
shall have the authority to promulgate rules and regula- 
tions necessary to implement and enforce this chapter. 


Section 7. The provisions of this act shall take effect 
upon its passage.

FIRE HYDRANTS (DOCKET NO. 0852)

WHEREAS, The illegal opening of fire hydrants 


throughout the City of Boston poses significant dangers 
to Boston residents, as well as the destruction of public

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as 
follows: 


Section 1. 

CBC Chapter XVI is hereby amended by striking out 
section 16-20 (Water Supply) in its entirety and inserting 
in place thereof the following: 


16-20 WATER SUPPLY 
16-20.1 Water Infrastructure Usage 


No person shall open, use, operate, make a connection 
with, turn on or off or draw off water from, or otherwise 
tamper with a water pipe, reservoir, valve, or fire hydrant 
owned by the City unless acting as a duly authorized rep- 
resentative of the Boston Water & Sewer Commission 
(“Commission”) or the Boston Fire Department (“Fire 
Department”) or in accordance with a written permit from 
the Commission. No person shall allow water to be taken 
from his premises, use water for any purpose other than 
that for which he pays, or use water in any way inconsis- 
tent with regulations set forth by the Commission or the 
City; except in accordance with a written permit from the 
Commission or in case of fire in the neighborhood. No 
person shall damage, injure, or interfere with the regis- 
tering apparatus of a water meter put in by the City. No 
person shall be in possession of a tool, mechanism or de- 
vice designed to open, use, operate, make a connection 
with, or otherwise tum on or off or draw off water from a 
fire hydrant, except a duly authorized representative of the 
Boston Water & Sewer Commission or the Boston Fire 
Department or agent thereof. 


16-20.1 (a) Permits 


The Commission may grant a permit to a person, other 
than an employee of the Commission or of the Fire De- 
partment, to open, use, operate, make a connection with, 
or turn on or off or draw off water from a water pipe, res- 
ervoir, valve, or fire hydrant owned by, or drawing water 
from pipes owned by, the City, upon such terms, fees, and 
conditions as prescribed by the Commission or by law. 

16-20.1 (b) Permittee Obligations 

Every permittee shall open, use, operate or make a 
connection with, or turn on or off or draw off water from a 
water pipe, reservoir, valve, or fire hydrant in accordance 
with such rules, regulations, terms, and conditions as may 
be prescribed by the Commission for the purpose of pro- 
tecting and maintaining continuous access and usability 
of any such water pipe, reservoir, valve, or fire hydrant 
that may be affected by permittee’s actions. 


16-20.2 Fines 
Any unauthorized person who knowingly opens, uses, 


operates, makes a connection with, turns on or off or 
draws off water from, or otherwise tampers with a water 
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pipe, reservoir, valve, or fire hydrant owned by the City, 
or is otherwise in violation of 16-20.1, shall be liable for a 
fine of $300 or the maximum allowable by law. The Com- 
mission, Fire Department officials, the Boston Police 
Department, and Inspectional Services Department shall 
have the power to impose such fines and issue citations 
for that purpose. 


16-20.3 Criminal Penalties 


In addition to the fines set forth in 16-20.2 of this sec- 
tion and pursuant to Section 13 of Chapter 266 of the 
General Laws, any unauthorized person who knowingly 
and repeatedly opens, uses, operates, makes a connection 
with, turns on or off or draws off water from, or otherwise 
tampers with a water pipe, reservoir, valve, or fire hydrant 
owned by the City may be guilty of a misdemeanor and, 
upon conviction thereof, shall be punishable by imprison- 
ment not exceeding thirty days for each violation. 


16-20.4 Civil Liability 


Any person or entity, including any agency represent- 
ing the City of Boston, aggrieved as a result of a violation 
of 16-20.1, may institute an action for damages against 
the violating party. 


16-20.5 Severability 


The provisions of this section are severable; and if any 
of the provisions of this section shall be held unconsti- 
tutional or otherwise invalid by any court of competent 
jurisdiction, the decision of such court shall not affect or 
impair any of the remaining provisions. 


Section 2. 

The provisions of these sections shall be effective im- 
mediately upon passage.

WHEREAS, The Fiscal Year 2011 budget calls for the 
layoffs of 83 Boston Public School full-time custodians, 
a total of a 25% reduction from the current amount of 
Boston Public School full-time custodians and a total 
proposed loss of approximately 172,000 employee hours;

WHEREAS, Even prior to these proposed layoffs, cus- 
todian level were already fifty full-time positions below 
their highest level and 10 buildings have been added to 
the BPS system since 1992, forcing custodians to already 
be overextended; and 

WHEREAS, The Boston Public School custodians are 
often the first line of defense against health issues facing 
students including, during the HINI and MRSA (methicil- 
lin-resistant staphylococcus aureus) outbreaks, custodians 
were in the lead sterilizing buildings; and 

WHEREAS, Cleaning the accumulation of mold by 
Boston Public School custodians has always been a key 
duty, but especially brought more into focus by the recent 
heavy rains of March and April which caused severe leaks 
in some buildings; and 

WHEREAS, The reduction in maintenance and upkeep 
as a result of the reduction in full-time custodian positions 
could create long-term costs in building repairs due to a 
potentially swifter deterioration of Boston Public School 
buildings; and 

WHEREAS, The Boston Public School Department 
has stated that they have “strategically drawn up a plan” 
to ensure the maintenance and upkeep of Boston Public 
School buildings despite these proposed layoffs; and 

WHEREAS, The Boston Public School Department 
has not been provided the opportunity to present this 
plan for fully addressing maintenance and upkeep of the 
Boston Public School buildings subsequent to these pro- 
posed layoffs and ensuring the timely and safe opening 
of Boston Public Schools for the 2010-2011 school year. 
THEREFORE BE IT 

ORDERED, That the appropriate committees of the 
Boston City Council holds a hearing to learn of plans for 
fully addressing maintenance and upkeep of the Boston 
Public School buildings subsequent to these proposed 
layoffs and ensuring the timely and safe opening of Bos- 
ton Public Schools for the 2010-2011 school year.

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WHEREAS, Autism spectrum disorders (ASDs), a 
group of disorders which include autistic disorder and 
Asperger syndrome, are developmental disabilities that 
cause substantial impairments in social interaction affect- 
ing a person’s ability to communicate and interact with 
others; and, 

WHEREAS, ASDs are on the rise nationally; and the 
Centers for Disease Control and Prevention (CDC) re- 
cently found that approximately one in every 150 children 
in the United States is diagnosed with an ASD; and the 
CDC estimates that up to 560,000 individuals between the 
ages of 0 and 21 have an ASD; and, 

WHEREAS, State Representative Barbara A. L Italien 
and State Senator Frederick Berry sponsored House No. 
3809 - “An Act Relative to Insurance Coverage for Au- 
tism” (ARICA) which would require private health insur- 
ance companies to provide coverage for the diagnosis and 
treatment of ASD; and, 

WHEREAS, a study by the Harvard School of Public 
Health in 2007 estimated that the cost of caring for a per- 
son with ASD over their lifetime is $3.2 million; and, 

WHEREAS, passage of ARICA could mean signifi- 
cant savings to the Commonwealth, as approximately $7 
million could be saved in reduced early intervention costs 
to the Department of Public Health and cost savings could 
be recognized through reduced Special Education costs. 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, That the Boston 
City Council supports and encourages our state represen- 
tatives, state senators, and governor to vote in favor of 
“An Act Relative to Insurance Coverage for Autism.”

I retransmit herewith my Fiscal Year 2011 Recom- 
mended Budget for the City of Boston. The Recommend- 
ed Operating Budget totaling $2.3 billion is $49.4 million, 
or 2.2%, more than the Fiscal Year 2010 Budget, adjusted 
for changes in the teacher pension funding mechanism. 

The FY11 budget focuses on three core priorities: 
supporting and developing Boston’s youth; providing the 
highest quality services in Boston’s communities; and fos- 
tering an economy that creates jobs and opportunities that 
are shared widely. This budget also begins the work of 
transforming and strengthening our library services and 
community centers, focusing not on the number of physi- 
cal buildings they occupy but what services are available 
to neighborhood residents. Through consolidation of city 
resources, partnerships with nonprofit agencies as well 
as capital investments, we will make the best use of our 
physical assets as we strive to offer quality services to the 
residents of Boston. 

Public comment emerging from a significant commu- 
nity process regarding four branch library closures, and 
consultation with Boston Public Library leadership and 
Trustees, have together resulted in an adjustment to the 
BPLs budget to delay those closures to allow for more 
community process. This will allow the City to focus on 
the plans for the re-use of those public buildings and ser- 
vice delivery options in the impacted neighborhoods. 

As in previous years, fixed costs continue to rise much 
faster than revenues. In FY11, we must now honor our 
commitment to fund wage increases for the employees of 
those unions who agreed to the wage delay that was so 
critical to balancing the FY10 budget. Providing health 


benefits to all of our employees and retirees remains an 
expense that increases substantially from year to year; the 
cost of those benefits is projected to increase by almost 
$20 million in FYI, bringing City of Boston health care 
costs to nearly $300 million. At the same time, the City 
is allocating $35 million for escalating future health care 
liabilities, a mere fraction of what is needed. It should be 
noted that another fixed cost - pensions - will decrease 
from the amount originally shown in April with a cor- 
responding decrease in teacher pension reimbursement 
revenue to reflect recent state legislative changes to the 
funding mechanism for the Boston teachers’ pension li- 
ability. 

Overall revenues are projected to increase by 2.2%, 
which includes a prudent allocation of $45 million in re- 
serves. While property tax continues to grow in FY11, 
funding from the state is projected to decline by over $20 
million. We are fortunate that the new meals tax revenue 
and the increase in the hotel tax are available to help cover 
reductions in revenue from the state. 

Despite an incredibly challenging funding environ- 
ment and a weakened private sector, I can report strong 
support for the Summer Jobs program. Cuts at the state 
and federal level had resulted in a projected decrease of 
approximately 1,500 jobs from summer 2009. Acknowl- 
edging the need to compensate for these cuts, the City has 
level-funded summer jobs and generated an additional 
$300,000 in administrative efficiencies to expand our ca- 
pacity to hire teens. All of the City’s partners - private, 
public and nonprofit- have redoubled their efforts to gen- 
erate more jobs for Boston’s teens, including a generous 
outpouring of private sector financial support, closing that 
gap to approximately 1,000 jobs with more support com- 
ing in every day. 

I thank the City Council for your work over the past 
few months to reach a resolution on the Fire Union arbi- 
tration decision. I believe we reached a responsible com- 
promise that moves the City forward and allows us all to 
focus our attention on improving service delivery across 
all departments. The Fire Department’s FY11 budget now 
reflects the full implementation ofthe current collective 
bargaining agreement. 

Our work together is not yet done, if we are to maxi- 
mize the FY11 budget to deliver the highest quality ser- 
vices for the citizens of Boston in the context of great fi- 
nancial constraints. As we balance limited resources with 
demands for service, we must also balance today’s needs 
with the requirements to ensure the long-term health of 
our City. As I said to you in April, a budget, above all, 
is an accounting of choices. In the context we face, with 
fewer resources and more obligations to meet, the choices 
this year are tough ones. As elected officials, we must 
make the difficult decisions today to ensure that we can 
continue to provide for City’s needs into the future. 

The recommended budget for Fiscal Year 2011 is 
soundly balanced within the City’s available resources. 
I respectfully request your favorable action on the FY11 
Operating Budget and the Five Year Capital Plan for 
ny ito Rivals:

I retransmit herewith an appropriation order for the 
Boston Public Schools for Fiscal Year 2011, in the amount 
of $821.4 million, submitted pursuant to the provisions of 
Chapter 224 of the Acts of 1936, as amended by Chapter 
190 of the Acts of 1982, as further amended by Chapter 
701 of the Acts of 1986, Chapter 613 ofthe Acts of 1987, 
and Chapter 108 of the Acts of 1991. 

In this difficult economic time, I remain firm in my 
commitment to the City’s children. This budget represents 
a general fund increase of $3.5 million from the FY2010 
appropriation. However, we are expecting a $2.5 million 
reduction from what we had assumed in April for general 
fund Chapter 70 education aid from the Commonwealth. 
It is anticipated that the School Department will receive 
approximately $2.5 million in additional state grant re- 
sources for FY11 supported by the American Recovery 
and Reinvestment Act. Despite the reduction in general 
fund state aid, I will maintain the School Department’s 
general fund appropriation of $821.4 million as submitted 
to you in April, which, when combined with state funding 
results in a $6 million increase over FY10. 

We know that the custodial force in our schools is vital 
not only during school hours but also is a key component 
of many of our afterschool and Saturday programs. The 
increase in school funding will be used to restore forty- 
two of the custodial positions eliminated in the budget 
submitted to you in April. 

While this budget incorporates many difficult deci- 
sions, it also includes key investments to accelerate the 
academic achievement of all our children. It builds on 
reforms that have increased the graduation rate, reduced 
the drop out rate to its lowest point in two decades and 
increased achievement scores. 

The FY11 Boston Public Schools budget supports early 
childhood education for three-, four-, and five-year-olds 
to stop achievement gaps before they start. It includes an 
additional $11.7 million in funds to support programs and 
services for over 24,000 children for whom English is not 
their first language. This budget also provides extra sup- 
port for students with disabilities, including funding to 
adopt a state-of-the-art information management system 
and an electronic Individual Education Plan system. 

In FY11, the Boston Public Schools will leverage 
available funds from state, federal and private sources 
to turn around our struggling schools, expand programs 
that matter most to our parents and children and invest in 
our future. The Boston Public Schools plans to use avail- 


able Massachusetts School Improvement funds to spur 
dramatic improvements in twelve state~designated Turn- 
around Schools. With support from EdVestors, the Boston 
Public Schools is targeting $700,000 to expand arts and 
music programming that families value highly. 

Further, the Boston Public Schools will also use the 
final year of funding from the American Recovery and 
Reinvestment Act (ARRA) to advance important work 
such as monitoring student progress, improving literacy 
instruction, increasing access to rigorous math and sci- 
ence coursework, expanding safety nets for students at 
risk of dropping out, and increasing learning time. ARRA 
funds will also be used to support critical classroom posi- 
tions that would otherwise not have funding, and to miti- 
gate reductions to the “circuit breaker” funding that the 
Commonwealth provides to offset extraordinary costs of 
special education students.

Dear Councillors: 


I transmit herewith for your approval an Ordinance 
amending Chapter 11-6.1 of the City of Boston Code - 
Ordinances, regarding the powers and duties of the Com- 
missioner of the Public Works Department 

This Ordinance amends Chapter 11-6.1 by striking the 
section it in its entirety and replacing it with a new provi- 
sion that is updated and modernized. The new provision 
brings the outdated language in line with the current reali- 
ties of managing the Public Works Department and elimi- 
nates antiquated language that is no longer relevant. 

In addition, the new provision eliminates the require- 
ment that the Commissioner be a civil engineer. This 
recognizes that a leadership position such as the Com- 
missioner of Public Works requires an individual with ex- 
ceptional management skills and training to manage and 
lead the numerous civil engineers and other employees 
within the Department. While a civil engineer may pos- 
sess these qualities, it is not in the best interests of the 
City or the Department to limit candidates to only those 
who hold a civil engineering degree. 

I urge your Honorable Body to join me in this effort.

AMENDING CHAPTER 11-6 OF THE CITY OF 
BOSTON CODE - ORDINANCES, PUBLIC WORKS 
DEPARTMENT 


City of Boston Code, Ordinances, Chapter 11-6.1 is 
hereby amended by striking the section in its entirety and 
inserting in place thereof the following: 


11-6.1 Powers and Duties of Commissioner 


a. There shall be in the City a Department known as 
the Public Works Department, which shall be under the 
charge of an officer known as the Commissioner of Public 
Works, who shall be appointed by the Mayor for a term 
expiring on the first Monday of the January following the 
next biennial election at which a Mayor is elected and who 
may be removed by the Mayor with or without cause. 


b. The Commissioner shall construct all streets; shall 
have the discretionary power as to the grades, materials 
and other particulars of construction of streets and side- 
walks; shall have charge of and keep clean and in good

WHEREAS, The City of Boston has made significant 
investments in keeping city streets and parks clean, in

At the present time, the City Charter requires that 
any contract equal or exceeding $10,000.00 must be ad- 
vertised and receive Mayoral approval. The $10,000.00 
threshold set by the City of Boston is significantly less 
than the $25,000.00 requirement set forth in the State’s 
public procurement law, G.L. c. 30B. This home rule leg- 
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islation will bring the City into conformity with the provi- 
sions of G.L. c. 30B. It will allow the City of Boston to 
raise the City threshold from $10,000.00 to the threshold 
set forth in G.L. c. 30B. 

The total number of contracts executed by the City be- 
tween the amount of $10,000.00 and $24,999.99 consti- 
tutes approximately 8% of the total number of contracts. 
The average cost of advertising and executing one con- 
tract between $10,000.00 and $24,999.99 is $1,400.00; 
the estimated annual cost is $300,000.00. This home rule 
petition will streamline administrative approval and allow 
for more timely and practical procurement of goods and 
services.

“All contracts made by any department of the city of 
Boston or by any officer, board or official of the county 
of Suffolk having power to incur obligations on behalf of 
said county in cases where said obligations are to be paid 
for wholly from the treasury of said city, shall, when the 
amount involved is at the threshold for purchases requir- 
ing competitive, sealed bids or proposals under M.G.L. c. 
30B, sections 5(a) and 6(a), or when the contract comes 
within section 30 of chapter 486 of the acts of 1909, be 
in writing; and no such contract shall be deemed to have 
been made or executed until the approval of the mayor of 
said city has been affixed thereto in writing and the audi- 
tor of said city has certified thereon that an appropriation 
is available therefor or has cited thereon the statute under 
authority of which the contract is being executed without

ORDER FOR HEARING TO EXAMINE FEASIBILITY 
OF INSTALLING AUDIO INDUCTION LOOP 
SYSTEMS (HEARING LOOPS) IN PUBLIC 
PLACES (DOCKET NO. 1104)

WHEREAS: According to the National Center for 
Health Statistics, 36 million (17%) American adults have 
some degree of hearing loss making it a public health is- 
sue third in line after heart disease and arthritis; and 

WHEREAS: While hearing aids and cochlear implants 
can be effective, the hearing impaired still encounter sig- 
nificant problems especially in public places with back- 
ground noise or poor acoustics, such as train stations, 
airports, courtrooms and crowded auditoriums; and 

WHEREAS: An audio induction loop system or hear- 
ing loop is an aid for the hard of hearing that is applied 
by installing a loop of cable around a designated area, 
usually a room or a building, which generates a magnetic 
field picked up by a hearing aid.; and 

WHEREAS: Operating somewhat like wireless net- 
working or Wi-Fi for hearing aids, this technology uses 
an inductive loop to transmit sound signals directly from 
an amplifier to an in-ear hearing aid or cochlear implant 
equipped with an inductive device called a telecoil; and 

WHEREAS: Today nearly 70% of all hearing aids dis- 
pensed in the U.S. have telecoils, providing the hearing 
impaired with the equivalent of a personal loud speaker in 
spaces equipped with a hearing loop, sharply improving 
both the quality and the quantity of sound; and 

WHEREAS: Hearing loops, long available to the pub- 
lic in Europe, are slowly becoming more visible in the 
US., at places such as the Grand Rapids Airport and New 
York City Transit Information Booths; and 

WHEREAS: Unlike most assistive hearing devices 
commonly used in the U.S., hearing loops do not require 
bulky receivers or headsets, thus the cost per user is typi- 
cally less because more people are likely to use a system 
that is hearing aid compatible; Therefore be it 

ORDERED: That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council holds a hearing to examine the fea- 
sibility of installing audio induction loop systems (hear- 
ing loops) in public spaces and encourage the use of this 
technology in private spaces open to the public.

I transmit herewith for your approval a home rule peti- 
tion to the General Court entitled “An Act Providing for 
Designated Licenses for the Sale of Alcoholic Beverages 
and Wine and Malt Beverages at Logan International 
Airport Granted by the Licensing Board for the City of 
Boston.” I am sponsoring this petition on behalf of the 
Massachusetts Port Authority. 

Section 17 of Chapter 138 of the General Laws grants 
the City of Boston the authority to issue alcoholic bever- 
age licenses, and puts a cap on the number of licenses that 
can be issued at anyone time. Currently, thirteen of those 
licenses are issued to individual businesses that operate 
within Logan International Airport. The proposed peti- 
tion would allow the Boston Licensing Board to issue Re- 
stricted Airport Licenses to businesses operating within 
the passenger terminals for the sale of all alcoholic bever- 
ages and the sale of wines and malt beverages to be drunk 
on the premises. The licenses would be non-transferable 
to businesses operating outside the passenger terminals 


or airport clubs. 

The airport is a unique entity operated by the Massa- 
chusetts Port Authority, and for that reason it is prudent 
to treat these airport licenses differently. The purpose of 
this petition therefore, is to remove Logan International 
Airport licenses from the cap and establish a streamlined 
airport-specific licensing system that better addresses the 
needs and concerns of the Massachusetts Port Authority, 
the Boston Licensing Board and the Alcohol Beverages 
Control Commission with respect to Logan International 
Airport. 

I urge your Honorable Body to join me in this effort to 
streamline the licensing process for businesses operating 
at Logan International Airport.

AN ACT PROVIDING FOR DESIGNATED LICENS- 
ES FOR THE SALE OF ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES 
AND WINE AND MALT BEVERAGES AT LOGAN 
INTERNATIONAL AIRPORT GRANTED BY THE LI- 
CENSING BOARD FOR THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


ORDERED:- That a petition to the General Court, ac- 
companied by a bill for a special law relating to the City 
of Boston to be filed with an attested copy of this order 
be, and hereby is, approved under Clause (1) of Section 
eight of Article two, as amended, of the Amendments to 
the Constitution of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
to the end that legislation be adopted providing precisely 
as follows, except for clerical or editorial changes of form 
only:-- 


SECTION 1. Section 17 of chapter 138 of the General 
Laws as appearing in the 2010 Official Edition, is hereby 
amended by inserting after the seventh paragraph the fol- 
lowing new paragraphs: 

As used in this Section, the following terms shall have 
the following meanings: 

“Airline Clubs”, shall mean establishments, not open 
to the general public, which are operated by or for airlines 
at the Airport to provide exclusive or special accommo- 
dations to members and their guests, in accordance with 
airline policy. 

“Airport”, shall mean General Edward Lawrence Lo- 
gan International Airport. 

“Boston License”, shall mean a license for the sale 
of alcoholic beverages issued pursuant to the sixth para- 
graph of this Section, and subject the City of Boston mu- 
nicipal quota. 

“Passenger Terminals”, shall mean the passenger ter- 
minals and designated Airline Clubs within the Airport. 

“Restricted Airport Licenses”, shall mean licenses for 
both (i) the sale of all alcoholic beverages, and (ii) the sale 
of wines and malt beverages, to be drunk on the premises 
within the Passenger Terminals at the Airport. 

“Transfer Period”, shall mean a period ending at the 
date the later to occur of either: (a) two (2) years of the 
enactment of this act, or (b) December 31, 2012. 

With respect to the Airport, the licensing board for 
the City of Boston may also issue one or more Restricted 
Airport Licenses to any common victualler duly licensed 
under chapter one hundred and forty and operating within 
the Passenger Terminals at the Airport, subject to the ap- 
proval of the Alcoholic Beverages Control Commission. 
Once issued to a licensee within the Passenger Terminals 
at the Airport, the licensing board shall not approve the 
transfer of a Restricted Airport License to a location out- 
side of the Passenger Terminals at the Airport. A Restrict- 
ed Airport License shall be nontransferable to any other 
person, corporation or organization operating outside the 
Passenger Terminals at the Airport, and shall be clearly 
marked nontransferable outside the Passenger Terminals 
at the Airport on the face of the license. Notwithstanding 
the language of this Section 17, or any other special or 
general law to the contrary, Restricted Airport Licenses 
shall not be subject to, nor shall such licenses be counted 
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against, any municipal quota set forth herein, including, 
but not limited to, the City of Boston quota set forth in 
paragraph six of this Section. A Restricted Airport Li- 
cense, if revoked or no longer in use, shall be returned 
physically, with all of the legal rights and privileges 
thereto, to the licensing board which may grant any such 
returned license to a new applicant operating within the 
Passenger Terminals at the Airport, consistent with the 
criteria set forth in this paragraph. 


SECTION 2. Following the enactment of this act, 
Boston Licenses currently issued and otherwise in good 
standing for use within the Passenger Terminals at the Air- 
port may continue to be valid during the Transfer Period, 
provided however, that a Boston License issued for use 
within the Passenger Terminals at the Airport, if revoked 
or no longer in use, shall be returned physically, with all 
of the legal rights and privileges thereto, to the licens- 
ing board which may grant any such returned license to 
a new applicant outside of the Passenger Terminals at the 
Airport in accordance with paragraph six of this Section. 
A licensee under a Boston License, operating within the 
Passenger Terminals at the Airport, may freely transfer 
such Boston License to any location outside the Passenger 
Terminals at the Airport, subject to the approval of the Al- 
coholic Beverages Control Commission, whereupon such 
transferor may be eligible for a Restricted Airport License 
as provided herein; provided, however, that a licensee 
operating within the Passenger Terminals at the Airport 
under a Boston License may only transfer a Boston Li- 
cense during the Transfer Period. If such Boston License 
has not been transferred within the Transfer Period, such 
Boston License will be deemed revoked or no longer in 
use, and shall be returned physically, with all legal rights 
and privileges thereto, to the licensing board, which may 
(i) grant such returned Boston License to a new applicant 
operating outside the Passenger Terminals at the Airport, 
subject to paragraph six of this Section, and (ii) grant a 
Restricted Airport License to the person or establishment 
from whom the Boston License was revoked, or a new 
applicant within the Passenger Terminals at the Airport, 
in accordance with this Section. 


SECTION 3. With respect to the Restricted Airport 
Licenses, the local licensing authorities may determine 
in the first instance, when originally issuing and upon 
each annual renewal of a Restricted Airport License, the 
amount of the license fee in accordance with Section 12; 
provided, however, that an origination fee of not greater 
than two thousand five hundred dollars ($2,500) per alco- 
holic beverage license and one thousand dollars ($1,000) 
per wine and malt beverage license shall apply to each 
Restricted Airport License. 


SECTION 4. This act shall take effect upon its pas- 
sage.

I transmit herewith for your approval a home rule peti- 
tion to the General Court entitled “Petition for a Special 
Law Re: The Certification and Training of All Levels of 
Fire Service Personnel.” 

Section 165 of Chapter 6 of the Massachusetts General 
Laws empowers the Massachusetts Fire Training Council 


to serve as the sole certifying agency for the certification 
and training of all levels of fire service personnel within 
the commonwealth. Further, pursuant to Section 165A of 
Chapter 6, the Massachusetts firefighting academy is the 
sole agency responsible for the training of all fire service 
personnel in the commonwealth. 

The Massachusetts firefighting academy does not train 
members of the Boston Fire Department. The Boston Fire 
Department operates its own training academy and trains 
firefighters from Boston to National Standards, but has 
no clear mechanism for certification. Boston does not 
have a representative on the Massachusetts Fire Training 
Council and the Massachusetts Fire Training Council has 
difficulty meeting the certification requirements of a de- 
partment as large as Boston. The Boston Fire Department 
has its own Fire Academy made up of Nationally Certified 
Instructors, a Tactical Training Facility, a Flashover Simu- 
lator and a Hazardous Material Training Center. 

This home rule petition would exempt the Boston Fire 
Department from dependence on the Fire Training Coun- 
cil for certification and would allow the Department to 
establish its own certification program that meets current 
national standards. I urge your Honorable Body to join 
me in this effort to improve the training we provide for the 
Boston Fire Department and surrounding communities.

ORDINANCE AMENDING CHAPTER 16-52 OF CBC 
REGARDING MAINTENANCE OF VACANT, 
FORECLOSING RESIDENTIAL PROPERTIES

WHEREAS, Ordinance Chapter 16-52 was passed by 
the City Council and approved by the Mayor in 2008 in 
response to a failing housing market that caused a dra- 
matic rise in the number of foreclosed homes which often 
remained vacant, abandoned and unmaintained for ex- 
tended periods of time causing numerous problems in our 
neighborhoods; and, 

WHEREAS, The ordinance requires that all foreclosed 
and abandoned properties in Boston be registered with 
the Inspectional Services Department (ISD), pay a reg-

istration fee and be maintained monthly by a property

WHEREAS, According to the Department of Neigh- 
borhood Development, foreclosure petitions have in- 
creased in the City of Boston 5 percent between FY2009 
and FY2010. 

WHEREAS, A new problem has arisen with secured 
properties as windows and doors that are secured exter- 
nally with plywood, over time, become vulnerable to the 
elements or torn off by criminals or vandals, thus caus- 
ing problems again in the neighborhood and defeating the 
purpose of the ordinance; and, 

WHEREAS, Many other municipalities, which have 
passed a version of this ordinance, have addressed this 
issue by strengthening the ordinance to require, after a 
certain period of time, an internal, metal security panel 
that will safely secure the property from unauthorized 
entry; and, 

WHEREAS, Cities such as New York, Chicago and 
Washington, D.C. have implemented or are considering 
similar measures, as well as public agencies and housing 
authorities in Atlanta, LA, Newark, San Francisco, Dal- 
las, Pittsburgh and Buffalo employ such measures; and, 

WHEREAS, Amending and ‘strengthening our ordi- 
nance will improve the quality of life for all those neigh- 
borhoods affected by the blight of vacant, abandoned 
foreclosed properties and will provide additional public 
safety by providing reinforced security measures that de- 
fend against repeated and unauthorized entry to vacant 
residential homes; NOW, 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as fol- 
lows that the City of Boston Code be amended by adding 
the following ordinance: 


Section 1. CBC Chapter XVI is hereby amended in 
section 16-52.4 (Maintenance Requirements) by striking 
paragraphs b and c in their entirety and inserting in place 
thereofthe following:-- 


b. The property must contain a posting with the name 
and twenty-four (24)-hour contact phone number of the 
local individual or property management company re- 
sponsible for the maintenance. The sign must also in- 
dicate the name, address and telephone number of the 
property owner and the owner’s authorized agent for the 
purpose of service of process. This sign must be posted 
on the front of the property so it is clearly visible from 
the street. 


c. Where a building is vacant, unguarded, and open to 
unauthorized entry, all building openings must be closed, 
secured and protected as follows: 


(1) For the first six (6) months a building is vacant, all 
building openings shall be closed and secured to prevent 
entry by unauthorized persons in a manner not inconsis- 
tent with rules and regulations issued by the inspectional 
services department for securing vacant buildings; 


(A) Openings more than one (1) square foot in area 
shall be secured using secure doors, glazed windows, ply- 
wood, commercial-quality steel security panels, or filled 
with like-kind material as the surrounding wall; 


(B) Openings less than one (1) square foot in area may 
be boarded with plywood, provided that the boarding is 
made weather tight and finished with varnish, or paint of 
a similar color to the exterior wall and cut to the inside 
dimension of the exterior of the opening, and otherwise 
secured; 


(2) For a building that has been vacant for more than 
six (6) months or that is determined by the inspectional 


services department to be chronically or habitually vio- 
lated or upon any renewal of the registration statement 
required in Chapter 16-52.3, the property owner must im- 
plement and provide proof satisfactory to the inspectional 
services department that, in addition to complying with 
the security standards set forth elsewhere in this chapter, 
said building either: (i) contains all of the security fea- 
tures set forth in subparagraph (A) below, or (ii) is unvio- 
lated, as described in subparagraph (B) below: 


(A) Every opening larger than one (1) square foot in 
area that is located less than eight feet above the ground 
or that is accessible from ground level or within eight feet 
in any direction of an exterior stairway, fire escape, or 
other means of access shall be closed and secured with 
a commercial-quality, 14-gauge, rust-proof steel security 
panel or door: 


(i) security panels and doors shall have an exterior fin- 
ish that allows for easy graffiti removal; and 


(ii) security panels and doors shall be secured from the 
interior of the building to prevent unauthorized removal. 


(B) For purposes of this chapter, the term “unviolated” 
shall refer to a building: (i) that has a permanent door or 
window, as applicable, in each appropriate building open- 
ing and that has each such door or window secured to 
prevent unauthorized entry and (ii) that has all its door 
and window components, including without limitation 
frames, jambs, rails, stiles, muntins, mullions, panels, 
sashes, lights and panes, intact and unbroken. A building 
that does not meet the definition of “unviolated” shall be 
deemed “‘violated”’. 


(C) It shall be a violation of this chapter for a vacant 
building to become violated, if the owner has otherwise 
represented proof to the inspectional services depart- 
ment that such building is unviolated. With respect to a 
vacant building represented by the owner as unviolated, if 
the commissioner determines, based on an inspection by 
the inspectional services department or a report prepared 
by another city agency and provided to the inspectional 
services department, that such building is violated, the 
commissioner shall send by certified mail a written no- 
tice of violation to the person responsible for day-to-day 
supervision and management of the building or to the au- 
thorized agent for service of process as identified on the 
sign required by 


Section 16-52.4(b), or if there is no such sign, then sent 
by certified mail to the owner of record. Within 30 days of 
the mailing of such notice of violation, the owner shall be 
required to comply with Section 16-52.4(c)S(A). 


c. Adherence to this section does not relieve the owner 
of any applicable obligations set forth in Code regula- 
tions, Covenant Conditions and Restrictions and/or Home 
Owners Association rules and regulations. 

Section 2. CBC Chapter XVI is hereby amended in 
section 16-52.9 (Regulatory Authority) by inserting after 
the first sentence the following:-- 


“These rules may allow for additional materials which 
may be used to secure a building, pursuant to the require- 
ments as set forth in section 16.52.4, if proof is provided, 
satisfactory to the commissioner, that such materials will 
perform in a manner equivalent to, or better than, the ma- 
terials specified herein.” 


Section 3. The provisions of these sections shall be ef- 
fective immediately upon passage.

ORDINANCE AMENDING CBC CHAPTER 11-5C.3 
(REGISTRATION OF LABORATORIES AND 
HAZARDOUS MATERIALS) (DOCKET NO. 
1365) 


AN ORDINANCE FURTHER REGULATING THE 
REGISTRATION OF LABORATORIES AND HAZ- 
ARDOUS MATERIALS 


WHEREAS, In 2006, the Boston City Council passed 
an ordinance that requires the registration of laboratories 
in the city of Boston; and, 

WHEREAS, The recent untimely death of a Northeast- 
ern laboratory researcher, as a result of cyanide poison- 
ing, has highlighted concerns with controlling hazardous 
materials and dangerous chemical substances in our city’s 
laboratories; and, 

WHEREAS, Northeastern University is currently un- 
dergoing an internal review of the school’s protocol for 
handling dangerous substances stored in its research labo- 
ratories; and, 

WHEREAS, According to the Boston Globe, there 
have been two cases in which young scientists at local 
universities committed suicide using the substance in re- 
cent years; and, 

WHEREAS, Due to the potential threat to public safe- 
ty in Boston, laboratories must develop stronger policies 
and mechanisms to ensure proper documentaion, man- 
agement, and containment of all hazardous materials and 
dangerous chemical substances; NOW THEREFORE 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows 
that the City of Boston Code be amended by adding the 
following ordinance: 


Section 1. CBC Chapter XI (Registration of Laborato- 
ries) is hereby amended in section 1 1-5C.3(a) by inserting 
after the first sentence:-- 

“The forms for registration shall require the owner-op- 
erator to certify that laboratory policies have been strictly 
adopted to ensure that hazardous materials are not trans- 
ported in or out of laboratories and laboratory facilities 
unless duly authorized, employees do not carry hazard- 
ous materials on their person without authorization, and 
proper inventory is kept within the laboratory facility; the 
owner-operator shall submit to the Commissioner a gen- 
eral description of these policies.” 


Section 2. CBC Chapter XI (Registration of Laborato- 
ries) is hereby amended in section 11-5C.6(a) by striking 
out “At the discretion of the Commissioner, this program- 
matic inspection” and inserting in place thereof:-- 

“The Commissioner shall also implement a program 
of inspection of laboratories and/or laboratory facilities 
to ensure the proper effectiveness, conduct, and func- 
tioning of internal policies that prevent the unauthorized 
transport of hazardous materials in and out of laboratories 
and laboratory facilities. At the discretion of the Commis- 
sioner, these programmatic inspections” 


Section 3. The provisions of these sections shall be ef- 
fective immediately upon passage.

WHEREAS, Senate Bill 2589 establishes fines and 
prison terms for these crimes, as well as sentence en- 
hancements for related crimes such as child victim 
crimes; and 

WHEREAS, Senate Bill 2589 establishes an anti-hu- 
man trafficking commission and requires the Office of the 
Attorney General and the MA Office of Victim Assistance 
to maintain data on human trafficking incidents; THERE-

Dear Councilor Yancey: 


The development of the FY11 budget was initiated in 
January 2010, recommended for approval at the Board 
of Trustees’ Annual Meeting in May 2010, and approved 
by City Council in late June. The process included seven 
Trustee meetings, five community meetings, an online 
live meeting, and two Friends sessions. All meetings were 


open to the public. In addition, the b,llclget was addressed 
frequently and consistently at staff meetings, and Foulida- 
tion Associates and Map Center Board meetings. 


State funding for the Boston Public Library has been 
reduced by 73% since 2009. The revenue shortfall result- 
ing from this loss of funds, coupled with increased finan- 
cial obligations, created a $2.65M budget gap for FYII. 
Approximately $800,000 of the gap was attributed to the 
deferred wage delay agreement with the unions and obli- 
gated personnel increases. The Trustees and management 
of the Boston Public Library closed the budget gap while 
positioning the library system for long-term fmancial sta- 
bility and sustainability. Budget planning proceeded with 
a system-wide approach, starting with non-personnel re- 
ductions. 


The budget reduction has been particularly challenging 
as use of library services has been continuing to grow. 
Since July 2006 there has been a 35% increase in the 
number of books, CDs, and DVDs borrowed. The BPLs 
website’, www.bpl.org, set a record for the second year in 
a row for number of visits, crossing the 7 million mark for 
the first time in library history. Last year’s visits totaled 
5.3 million; FY10 saw a one-year increase of 46% to 7.7 
million. That figure equates to about 21,000 users of BPL 
web resources each day of the year. During FY10 public 
use of computers continued to rise, up 24% since FY07. 
The public’s use of free wireless internet access is up 
more significantly: since FY07 the number of wireless in- 
ternet sessions has increased by 136%. The downloading 
of digital books, music, video and maps has doubled in 
two years, from almost 63,000 in FY08 to nearly 125,000 
in FY10. Digital downloading, our virtual branch, is now 
the fifth busiest branch in terms of circulation. 


The budget development process required difficult 
choices. Balancing the priorities and needs of . library us- 
ers with limited resources was our over-arching priority. 
The potential impact will be system-wide, and we will as- 
sess the operation as we undergo changes this year, and to 
making service and operational adjustments accordingly. 


The City Council 17F request asks for specific infon- 
nation on several aspects of BPL’s FY11 budget plan, in- 
cluding changes in branch: services and changes in public 
services and administration at the Central library. These 
changes are discussed below. After a discussion of chang- 
es for FYII, you will find responses to the other areas ad- 
dressed in the 17F. 


Central Consolidations 


Centrally supported operations as well as public ser- 
vice at the BPL’s central library will be impacted by bud- 
get reductions, and changes will be felt system-wide. Li- 
brary staff members have been conducting analysis and 
planning regarding the implementation of these charige- 
sand are proceeding accordingly. For instance, the circu- 
lation department has identified worldlow . changes that 
are being implemented to improve efficiency. Some ser- 
vices, such as delivery of books and supplies, may have 
longer wait times due to staff reductions. BPL has created 
new cleaning schedules to mitigate the impact of staff- 
ing the number of shifts from three to two. BPL will be 
closely monitoring the impact of budget reductions on the 
cleanliness of our facilities, especially at Copley which is 
a 1,000,000 square foot building. 


In order to meet our budget for the last fiscal year, 
FY 10, public service hours in some. areas of the Central 
library were reduced based on relatively lower usage dur- 
ing certain tirnes. Impacted areas included the Children’s 
and Teen rooms, closed from 9-10 in the morning, and 
aft6t; 6:00 p.m. when usage was light. There were also 
hours reductions in Special Collections andthd Sargent 
Gallery, closing at 5:00 p.m. Monday and Wednesday, and 
at 7:00 p.m. on Tuesdays and Thursdays. The rest of the 
Central library is open Monday-Thursday 9:00 a.m. - 9:00 
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p.m. Monday-Thursday, and 9:00 a.m. - 5:00 p.m. Friday 
and Saturday. These changes will carry forward in FYI]. 
For FY11,. BPL has distributed its newspapers collection 
to other areas of the Central library in order to achieve 
savings while still keeping materials available. BPL,has 
also reduced the schedule for Sunday services after study- 
ing usage data on Sundays beforeMonday holidays for the 
past few years. Sunday hours constitute a significant por- 
tion of overtime costs in the BPL budget. 


Reduced staffing at the central branch is not expected 
to impact overtime usage. In addition to overtime costs 
associated with Sunday public service hours, most over- 
time is stonn-related coverage. All overtime must be pre- 
approved by managers. As a result, overtime has been 
trending down. 


Branch Services 


Several options for branch services were developed 
and openly discussed with the public. Early in the process, 
preliminary options ranged from significantly reducing 
hours at most branches to closing several buildings. The 
Trustees approved a budget that kept 22 branches open 
and closed 4. This approach preserves as many branches 
as possible, permits the BPL to fill critical staff vacan- 
cies, supports the exploration of community partnerships, 
maximizes the use of open facilities, and fosters consis- 
tent and dependable schedules and services. 


The FY11 budget as adopted by the City Council in 
late June includes four branch closures to occur in the 
spring. These branches are Faneuil, Lower Mills, Orient 
Heights, arid Washington Village. Later this fall working 
sessions will be convened with the community to priori- 
tize community service needs and to identify partnerships 
to move ahead. Usage patterns and data will be reviewed 
as part ofthat process. The Board of Trustees has autho- 
rized the expenditure of two recently received unrestrict- 
ed bequests to support setting in place alternative service 
arrangements. The concept of lead libraries” was put for- 
ward as one of the budget optlons considered as part of 
the FY11 budget process but was not pursued. The option 
of closmg four branches will create cost savings from po- 
sition inactivations and layoffs, from energy arid building 
maintenance savings, as well as reduced contract costs. 


For the interim, critical staff positions continue to 
be filled to maintain services and as (he budget allows. 
Books, DVDs and CDs are still being purchased for all 
library locations. Substriptions with renewals starting 
in calendar 2011 and running through the year for the 
branches that will be closed have not been activated. Sup- 
plies will continue to be ordered and delivered, although 
there may be delays due’to reduced staffing. 


Across the system, capital projects are underway in- 
cluding the renovation ofthe Brighton branch, set to 
reopen later this year. Planning for the construction of 
a new East Boston branch is also underway. Critical re- 
pair projects system-wide, including branch roof repair, 
HVAC system replacements, and similar projects, con- 
tinue, and provide much needed maintenance across the 
system. 


Staffing 


Once all non-personnel reductions were identified, 
unfortunately staff reductions were required to close the 
budget gap, particularly given that personnel costs make 
up 63% of the budget. The decision to eliminate positions 
which would result in layoffs was extremely difficult as 
BPL staff are dedicated and committed to public service. 
The staff is the backbone of any library. This is especially 
true at the BPL. 


After conscientious review and analysis, staffing costs 
had to be reduced to meet the budget. All vacant positions 
were first reviewed to determine which of those positions 


could be eliminated. 


For union members in eliminated positions, the layoff 
process is specified in the collective bargaining agree- 
ments for the Professional Staff Association and AFSC- 
ME. Both contracts include legally binding requirements 
and processes that govern the manner in which positions 
are vacated. Incumbents in fully funded and budgeted 
positions may in fact be laid off through the bumping 
process in the collective bargaining agreements if a more 
senior union member with bumping rights chooses to 
bump into that position. Staff members separated from 
service are eligible for recall to future vacant positions 
for which they are qualified for two years after the effec- 
tive layoff date. In FY 10, all laid-off employees in union 
positions were recalled to positions that became vacant 
between July 1, 2009 and June 30, 2010. No management 
or exempt employees were recalled. 


The management team will evaluate staffing levels and 
vacancies to identify high-priority and front-line service 
positi~ns that need to be filled. However, the department 
must also meet its budgeted salary savings amount. Sal- 
ary savings is an amount deducted from the total salary 
line for all positions included in the budget in anticipa- 
tion of savings due to staff turnover throughout the year. 
Positions that become vacant during the year may be held 
vacant to meet the salary savings requirement that is set 
during the budget development process for all depart- 
ments if turnover is less than projected. 


Providing opportunities for staff to develop their 
skills and keep current with library trends is important 
for quality public service. The FY11 budget includes ap- 
proximately $30,000 in external resources (donations and 
trust fund income ) for staff training and development. 
In the general fund budget, BPL budgets $20,000 for the 
AFSCME continuing education fund under the terms of 
the collective bargaining agreement 


The ratio of union positions to non-union (manage- 
ment and exempt) in FY10 was 9:1; after October 1, 2010 
that ratio will be 10:1 due to the reduction in the num- 
ber of management and exempt positions and the recent 
accreting of five management positions into the Profes- 
sional Staff Association. Decisions regarding position 
elimination are made in response to BPL service priori- 
ties and available budget resources. These decisions were 
included in the budget approved by the Board of Trustees 
and the City of Boston. 


Collections 


Several questions regarding BPL collections and stor- 
age of collections were included in the request. The Bos- 
ton Public Library and the City have been working for 
a number of years to consolidate storage of our collec- 
tions. The City of Boston’s acquisition and renovation of 
the former Keyspan building in West Roxbury has created 
a home for both the City Archives and the consolidated 
BPL remotely stored collections. The Archives Center 
will be used for public access to collections for which 
there is no space at the Central library at Copley Square. 
BPL formerly used three remote storage locations. Two of 
those facilities have now been deactivated. The materials 
from those buildings have been cleaned and moved., and 
are in the process of being processed for storage at the 
Archives Center. Materials are currently retrieved from 
and returned to the remaining Norwood storage facility as 
part oftbe library’s regular delivery process. Consolidat- 
ing the remote collections to the Archives Center in West 
Roxbury will improve efficiency in our delivery process. 


The current contract with WB Meyer for the work of 
moving, unpacking, shelving and recording services at 
the Archives Center followed the procedures dictated by 
state procurement laws. As required, BPL conducted a 
request for proposal process that included an extensive 
list of requirements and criteria, as well as a methodical 
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evaluation process. 


Best library practices include librarians carrying out 
their professional responsibilities to maintain a current 
and responsive collection for the public. Library collec- 
tions are constan.tly evolving .asnew materials are added 
and obsolete and worn-out materials are removed. As 
IS standard library practice, BPL does not set weeding 
quotas, although we do establish guidelines for collec- 
tion review and maintenance. We rely on the professional 
judgment and expertide of librarians and curators, within 
collection development standards, practices and policies, 
to develop a collection of currency, depth and breadth. 
Library research clearly shows that collections that are 
regularly weeded are more heavily used than those that 
are static. It is important to note that materials are not 
permanently removed from the collection unless they are 
determined to no longer be of use, have no lasting value, 
and/or are damaged beyond reasonable repair. For items 
that are weeded from the collection, the BPL uses a va- 
riety of methods to deaccession them. Branch and the 
City-wide Friends groups receive donated and we’ ededi:’ 
materials for their book sales to support the library. Some 
materials are shipped to a used book aggregator that sup- 
plies Amazon. (BPL incurs no out-of-pocket costs and 
receives approximately $12,000 per year in return. These 
funds are used to purchase materials and support staff- 
ing.) Materials in significant disrepair are recycled. 


As librarians and curators routinely review the collec- 
tion, possible last copies are reviewed to determine if they 
are deemed to be of permanent value to the research col- 
lectioh. Materials determined by librarians and curators 
to be of permanent value, and identified as those likely to 
be in less frequent demand., are candidates for moving to 
offsite remote storage. Materials that prove to be in de- 
mand can easily be returned to Copley. Physical condition 
is also a consideration in storage location. As is legally 
permitted under copyright, items that are in demand but in 
fragile condition are candidates for digitization. Digitiza- 
tion allows us to preserve original materials while provid- 
ing online access to all library users. 


Digitization of materials, and the cataloging that is 
part of the digitization process, will provide significantly 
enhanced access to large portions of the BPL collections 
housed in the Central library as well as remotely. The pro- 
cessing of the BPL materials moving into the new City 


Archives Center includes creating online computer ac- 
cess to the collection, a significant improvement in public 
service. The Archives Center also provides increased ca- 
pacity for storing materials of permanent value, as well 
as consolidating the materials from two storage facilities 
into one high-density storage facility. The new Archives 
Center also has appropriate climate control for the long- 
term preservation of the collection. 


Public input is an important facet in the development 
and management of the collection. The public is encour- 
aged to suggest titles for purchase consideration. BPL 
participates actively in interlibrary lending of materials- 
borrowing materials from other libraries for our custom- 
ers, and in exchange lending our materials to other librar- 
ies for their users. Decisions such as de~activating use of 
the top shelves have resulted from patron requests that 
we lower materials that are out of reach for most people. 


Budget reductions have impacted the ability of BPL 
to purchase materials. Over the two year period FY10 to 
FYI1 the BPL’s material budget was reduced from $6.1M 
to $4.4M, a $1.7M, or 28%, decrease. That reduction is 
largely fromthe loss of state Library of Last Recourse 
funds, coupled with a small decrease in trust fund income 
due to lower returns on investments. In FY10, when the 
Commonwealth reduced funding for the Library of Last 
Recourse program, BPL stopped subscriptions to forty- 
four commercially licensed databases for a savings of 
$750,000. Decisions were based on usage data; coupled 


with reference librarian input. BPL also reduced the num- 
ber of items ordered for the’ collection. 


Between March 1, 2010 and August 31, 2010 BPL re- 
ceived 33,188 titles. (please note that the number of titles 
is not the same as the, number of copies. Many titles are 
purchased in multiple copies, as well as in multiple fon- 
natsstlch as print, CD and digital formats.) The amoun- 
tofnew fiction and new non-fiction added to the collection 
is not segregated in the online system from other items 
added to the collection such as gift books, serials, CDs, 
DVDs, etc. In addition, depending on which time period 
is used, the number of titles purchased can vary greatly. 
Purchasing is not done at the same rate throughout the 
year, as publisrung is cyclical in nature. For example, 
many more titles are published in fall of the year in antici- 
pation of the holiday shopping period. Historically BPL 
has added on average 10,000 items (including multiple 
copies of some titles) each month. With the 28% reduc- 
tion we anticipate a similar reduction in our ability to pur- 
chase materials for the collection. 


As is best practice in other urban and suburban library 
systems, BPL has developed a centralized purchasing 
system that is responsive to public demand and improves 
the efficiency and cost~effectiveness of ordering materi- 
als. Also as a best practice, BPL has a process for staff 
and for the public to recommend books for purchase. Part 
of a librarian’s job is to review their local and the system- 
wide collection, and to make recommendations for addi- 
tions to the collection. Librarians are encouraged to serve 
as members of the BPUs selection teams, which brings 
together interested staff with subject, genre, and format 
expertise to determine which items should be added to 
the collection. 


One of BPU% priorities is retrospective conversion, or 
the process of creating an electronic record of the catalog 
card information for inclusion in the online catalog. Once 
an online record exists, that record can be accessed via 
the internet with no additional fees incurred by the pub- 
lic, regardless of where an item is housed: a branch, the 
Central library, or in remote storage, It is all one system- 
wide collection. For many years, all materials purchased 
have come with an electronic record (in fact, the on order 
status shows in the online catalog). Over,that same period 
oftime varying amounts have been spent annually on ret- 
rospective conversion for items that do not have an elec- 
tronic record. Generally between $300,000 and $500,000 
has been budgeted each year through the Library of Last 
Recourse program, as providing online catalog records 
enhances access to and use of the BPL’s collections by all 
residents of the Commonwealth. Grant funds, especially 
those associated with preservation and digitization, have 
also been used for retrospecti¥e conversion. This year the 
budget is $350,000, which may be reduced based on State 
funding. 


Technology 


BPLs Technology Plan 2008-2011 leads with “The 
Boston Public Library’s has always been to connect 
people with information. In recent years, public access 
computers, the internet and online services have played a 
growing part in fulfilling the Library’s mission.” 


Technology is a critical tool to delivering library ser- 
vices to the community, in library buildings and via the 
internet. The BPL’s FY11 action plan references technol- 
ogy and technology services in several areas. Services 
supported through technology are continually supported 
as ongoing operational costs, and the library seeks exter- 
nal funding to broaden and enhance its technology ser- 
vices. As an example, the BPL is one of the City partners 
benefitting from NTIA grants which will result in addi- 
tional computers and software in all BPL facilities. Along 
with its partners, including Boston Centers for Youth and 
Families, Timothy Smith Network centers, and the Boston 
Housing Authority, fimding will support public computer 
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training throughout the City, The BPL also has been suc- 
cessful for the past 10+ years in obtaining on average each 
year $1.5M in federal eRate funding which supports the 
costs of the telecommunications network, firewall main- 
tenance, internet access, and network maintenance. As 
with other library services, public input and feedback is 
an important element of the decisions regarding technol- 


ogy support. 
Budgeting 


The City’s Administrative and Finance staff and the 
Boston Public Library management take an “all funds” 
approach to budgeting that takes into account all possible 
sources of funding - City, state, federal, private grants and 
donations and trust fund income - and their appropriate 
uses. Oversight oftbe library president’s implementation 
of the budget rests with the Library Board of Trustees and 
the Mayor. BPL’s management team works closely with 
the Administration and Finance cabinet of the city in plan- 
ning and monitoring the implementation of the operating 
and capital budgets. Pursuant to the requirements of the 
BPL Trustees Enabling Legislation, trust funds are placed 
under the custody of the City Treasurer. The BPL consults 
with investment professionals on the specific market al- 
locations in accordance with the BPL Investment Policy 
as approved by the Board of Trustees. 


BPL benefits from trust funds that support the 
Library’s mission. The majority ofBPL%s trust funds are 
dedicated for specific purposes as stipulated by the do- 
nor, such as the funds dedicated to the housing stipend 
for President Ryan: The City and Trustees must honor 
the donors’ intent. Some unrestricted funds support op- 
erating costs including salaries and maintenance costs. A 
complete list of trust funds with the FY11 distributions 
and general purpose can be found on the BPL website at 
http://bpl.org/general/trustees/Trustfunds.pdf. 


The BPL has several sources of enterprise income de- 
rived primarily from the leasing of BPL space at the Cen- 
tral library, including the Courtyard restaurant and cafe, 
and from private events held generally after the building 
closes for public service. The Library does not keep roo~s 
empty for weddings. Meeting rooms are used fora variety 
of purposes such as community meetings, children’s pro- 
grams, author presentations, and other public programs. 
Enterprise revenues support library costs including 
salaries, materials, and routine operatwg expenses. The 
library can find no record of the “Millennium fund” men- 
tioned in the Council’s 17F request. 


As part of the annual budget process, potential capital 
projects are identified by city departments. Projects are 
planned out several years in advance, and as a first step 
move into the City’s Capital Plan as a recommended proj- 
ect eligible for funding. In general, authorized projects 
are reviewed annually. Those identified as priorities are 
considered for a funding allocation. Decision regarding 
the funding of capital projects depend on a variety of fac- 
tors, including opportunities for external funding support 
through grants, existing building or infrastructure condi- 
tions, and an assessment of how much funding is required 
by projects already well into design or construction. 


When designing a new branch, the City’s capital con- 
struction team, the project planning task force represent- 
ing the community, BPL staff and the architect selected 
for the project all contribute to the design process. The 
design process is based on a building program developed 
for each branch project with significant community input. 
The building program informs the number of reader seats, 
the size of the coilection: the number of meeting and pro- 
gram spaces, the number of public compq.ters, and all 
elements ofthe building. Currently, the development of a 
building program and site selection are underway for the 
new East Boston branch library. 


Under relevant municipal finance laws, library fines 


are deposited in the City’s General Fund, and currently 
average approximately $350,000 annually. Funds from 
the General Fund are appropriated for the Library each 
year as part of the annual City budget process. These fmes 
are included in the overall City general fund revenues that 
are available for appropriation. 


As part of the Mayor’s commitment to ReadBoston 
and WriteBoston, the City budgets funds to support the 
two programs through the BPL budget. These funds are 
directly conveyed to those programs. 


The Business and Accounting offices, as well as pro- 
curement-intensive departments such as Collection Man- 
agement, Information Technology and Facillties, review 
all invoices to ensure that the BPL does not incur sales 
tax. If a tax appears on an invoice, the vendor is notified 
that an invoice must be reissued without the tax. 


The Boston Public Library expended $29.9M in FY10. 
A year-end transfer was necessary to ‘increase the bud- 
get by almost $150,000 to cover losses in state funding. 
The City is reportipg a $9M surplus for FYI O. Decisions 
regarding the use of any City surplus are outside of the 
purview ofthe library. 


Within the approved budget, position titles are re- 
flected as they are shown in the City’s compensation plan. 
TheBPL does use functional titles in some positions to 
better reflect position duties. As an example, the posi- 
tion titled “Quality Services Manager” has the functional 
title of Web Services Manager, with responsibility for the 
development and oversight ofthe library’s website, and 
online access to electronic resources, including digital 
materials and the online catalog. 


Contracts 


A listing of current contracts is attached. Contracts fol- 
low procedures and protocols largely dictated by state and 
city law and regulation governing public procurement. 
The general path for a contract is that library adminis- 
tration, working with the City’s Purchasing department, 
solicits pricing for the contract. Contracts are reviewed by 
the Trustees Finance and Audit Committee, which then 
recommends contracts for approval to the full Board of 
Trustees. The length of time for a contract to be voted 
for approval depends-on the complexity of the contract. 
The review and approval process requires both a meeting 
of the Finance and Audit committee and a meeting of the 
full Board of Trustees. The same requirements impact the 
time frame between the selection of a contractor and the 
approval. In addition, some time is needed for the legally 
required administrative review and evaluation of propos- 
als submitted by the potential contractors. Timing of the 
implementation of-a contract is dependent on staff capac- 
ity. All efforts are made to prevent fmancialliabilities as- 
sociated with the timing of the contract approval process.

Councilors ARROYO, TURNER, ROSS, LAMAT- 
TINA, FEENEY and CIOMMO offered the following: 


AMENDING THE MUNICIPAL BANKING COM- 
MISSION AND PROVIDING FOR RESPONSIBLE 
BANKING PRACTICES IN THE CITY OF BOSTON 


WHEREAS, The Boston City Council finds that it is 
sound economic development policy to invest Boston 
monies in Boston; 

WHEREAS, Through the Request for Proposal process 
and through other means for obtaining financial services, 
the city of Boston’s monies can be invested in Boston to 
help fund small businesses, foreclosure prevention pro- 


grams, private ventures, home~ownership opportunities, 
and other programs and investments that foster economic 
growth in the city of Boston; and 

WHEREAS, The development of an annual review 
program that compares financial institutions will serve 
as an important tool for the City of Boston when it so- 
licits responses to its Request for Proposals for banking 
services and when it identifies city depositories; NOW, 
THEREFORE 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows 
that the City of Boston Code be amended by adding the 
following ordinance: 


6.8 MUNICIPAL DEPOSITORIES AND CONTRACTS 
FOR BANKING SERVICES. 


6-8.1 Definitions. 


a. Banking services shall mean products and services 
provided by a financial institution to the City includ- 
ing, but not limited to, checking and deposit accounts, 
lockbox services, balance retrieval and online bank- 
ing, electronic or direct deposit, electronic stop pay- 
ment systems, credit or debit or wire transfer systems, 
ACH payments, credit or debit or purchase cards, and 
direct banking services; 


b. Boston SMSA shall mean the Standard Metropolitan 
Statistical Area of the Greater Boston Region as de- 
fined by the United States Bureau of Census; 


c. Census tract shall mean a standard statistical area as 
established by the United States Bureau of Census; 


d. Collector-Treasurer shall mean the Collector-Treasur- 
er of the City of Boston; 


e. Commercial loan shall mean a loan that is secured by 
commercial property; 


f. Community development loan shall mean a loan that 
is secured for the purposes of constructing or rehabili- 
tating commercial or residential property; 


ga 


Community reinvestment shall include residential and 
mortgage lending services and also meet the defini- 
tion of “community development” as defined in the 
federal Community Reinvestment Act regulations, 
which specifically identifies four activities: (1) afford- 
able housing and community services for low- and 
moderate-income people (2) community services to 
low- and moderate income people, (3) activities that 
promote economic development by financing busi- 
nesses that meet the size eligibility standards of the 
Small Business Administration’s Development Com- 
pany or Small Business Investment Company pro- 
grams and (4) activities which revitalize or stabilize 
low- and moderate-income communities; 


h. Community Reinvestment Score shall mean a finan- 
cial institution’s award of points, on a scale of zero (0) 
to one hundred (100) total points, pursuant to section 
6-8.8 as determined by the Municipal Banking and 
Community Reinvestment Commission; 


i. Consumer financial product shall mean any product 
sold by a financial institution to facilitate personal 
consumption and include, but are not limited to, 
checking accounts, credit and debit cards or other un- 
secured revolving accounts, online bill pay services, 
or balance transfer services; 


j- Consumer loan shall mean a loan which is secured 
by an individual or families to finance personal con- 
sumption; 


k. Eligible financial institution shall mean a financial 
institution that scores in the top 75% of the commu- 
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nity reinvestment rankings, as described by sections 
6-8.9(b)(I) and 6-8.9(b)(2), and may contract with the 
city for banking services and serve as a designated 
city depository; 


Financial institution shall mean any commercial bank, 
savings bank, savings and loan association, credit 
union, cooperative bank, mutual bank, trust company, 
or other entity which makes commercial, community 
development, consumer, home improvement, residen- 
tial, small business, student loans, or which is the sub- 
sidiary, parent, servicer, trustee or agent of any of the 
types of entities listed in this subsection; 


. Financial institution employee shall mean any person 
employed by a financial institution or its subsidiaries 
or other affiliated or related entities; 


. Home improvement or rehabilitation loan shall mean 
a loan, the proceeds of which are to be used for the 
purpose of repairing, rehabilitating, or remodeling an 
existing residential dwelling; 


. Ineligible financial institution shall mean a financial 

institution that scores within the bottom 25% of the 
community reinvestment rankings, as described in 
section 6-8.9(b)(3) and may not contract with the city 
for banking services or serve as a city depository; 


Living wage means the hourly rate of pay required to 
be paid by city vendors pursuant to the Boston Liv- 
ing Wage Ordinance, CBC Chapter XXIV, and deter- 
mined yearly by the Living Wage Division of the City 
of Boston; 


Preferred financial institution shall mean a financial 
institution that scores in the top 25% of the commu- 
nity reinvestment rankings, as described in section 


6-8.9(b)(1); 


Redlining shall mean the practice of systematically 
denying credit on the basis of the geographic location 
of the borrower or property to be borrowed against; 


Residential loan shall mean a mortgage or home eq- 
uity loan which is secured by residential property; 


Small business loan shall mean a loan or extension of 
credit to a new or established business with an annual 
gross profit totaling not more than $1,000,000; 


Student loan shall mean a loan which is secured for 
the purposes of financing or refinancing a student’s 
attendance at any degree-granting educational institu- 
tion authorized by law to provide a program of edu- 
cation beyond the high school level, made by, or on 
behalf of, such an institution or a financial institution; 


Whistleblower protections shall mean procedural 
safeguards established both by a financial institution 
and the Municipal Banking Commission that provide 
financial institution employees with a confidential, re- 
prisal free mechanism for reporting actions involving 
City funds held in custody by a financial institution 
holding City funds that constitute fraud, abuse, or 
waste; 


. Distressed property status shall mean that type of 
property which would be listed on the Real Estate 
Multiple Listing Service as a “distressed property 
sale”, due to it being sale of a bank owned property or 
a short sale made subject to approval by the mortgage 
lender; and 


. Just cause shall mean one of the following: (1) the 
occupant has failed to pay the rent in effect prior to 
the foreclosure or failed to pay reasonable use and 
occupancy charges, as long as the foreclosing owner 
notified the occupant in writing of the amount of rent 
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or the reasonable amount of use and occupancy that 
was to be paid and to whom it was to be paid; (2) the 
occupant has materially violated an obligation or cov- 
enant of the tenancy or occupancy, other than the ob- 
ligation to surrender possession upon proper notice, 
and has failed to cure such violation within 30 days 
after having received written notice thereof from the 
foreclosing owner; (3) the occupant is committing a 
nuisance in the unit, is permitting a nuisance to exist 
in the unit, is causing substantial damage to the unit 
or is creating a substantial interference with the quiet 
enjoyment of other occupants; (4) the occupant is us- 
ing or permitting the unit to be used for any illegal 
purpose; (5) the occupant who had a written bona fide 
lease or other rental agreement which terminated, on 
or after enactment of this ordinance, has refused, after 
wTitten request or demand by the foreclosing owner, 
to execute a written extension or renewal thereof for 
a further term of like duration; (6) the occupant has 
refused the foreclosing owner reasonable access to 
the unit for the purpose of making necessary repairs 
or improvement required by the laws of the United 
States, the commonwealth or any subdivision thereof, 
or for the purpose of inspection as permitted or re- 
quired by agreement or by law or for the purpose of 
showing the unit to a prospective purchaser or mort- 
gagee. 


6-8.2 Municipal Banking and Community Reinvestment 


Commission. 


There shall be, in the City of Boston, a Commission 


known as the Municipal Banking and Community Rein- 
vestment Commission for the purposes of analyzing data 
and information submitted to the Collector-Treasurer by 
financial institutions wishing to accept City deposits and 
contracts for banking services. 


a. 


The Commission shall consist of six (6) members ap- 
pointed by the Mayor, one (1) member appointed by 
the City Council President, and three (3) ex-officio 
members. The Commission shall consist of the fol- 
lowing persons: 


1. The Collector-Treasurer ofthe City of Boston ex-officio 


or his or her designee; 


. Two (2) City Council members ex-officio appointed 


by the City Council President and approved by the 
City Council; 


One (1) individual from an organization that seeks to 
address community reinvestment needs; 


One (1) individual from a non-profit organization 
which seeks to address the housing needs in the City 
of Boston; 


One (1) individuals residing in the neighborhoods of 
the City of Boston most affected by redlining activi- 
ties or under served by traditional financial institu- 
tions; 


One (1) individual representing a public or quasi- 
public agency that has experience in providing loans 
in city of Boston neighborhoods; and 


One (1) individual representing the business com- 
munity, provided that if an appointed individual is an 
employee of a financial institution then that institution 
is disqualified from contracting with the city for bank- 
ing services or designation as a city depository; and 
One (1) individual representing a labor organization 
or union. 


One (1) interested member of the public appointed by 
the City Council President and approved by the City 
Council. 
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b. The chair shall be elected by the members of the 
Commission from among the non-ex-officio mem- 
bers of the Commission. 


c. The term for each member shall be three (3) years; 
provided, however, that of the members first appoint- 
ed to the commission, two (2) shall serve for two (2) 
years and two (2) shall serve for one (1) year. Thereaf- 
ter, the Mayor or, if applicable, the City Council Presi- 
dent with approval by the City Council shall appoint 
each successor to a term of three (3) years. Any va- 
cancy occurring otherwise than by expiration of term 
shall be filled by an appointment of the Mayor or, if 
applicable, the City Council President with approval 
by the City Council for the unexpired term. 


d. The Commission shall meet at least twice annually. 


e. All members of the Commission shall be residents of 
the City of Boston at the time of their appointment 
and throughout their tenure. The members may not 
otherwise be employees of the City of Boston or on its 
payroll, but shall be special municipal employees for 
the purposes of Chapter 268A of the General Laws. 
The members shall not receive pecuniary compensa- 
tion for their participation on the Commission, except 
that each member shall be entitled to reimbursement 
for his or her expenses actually and necessarily in- 
curred in the performance of his or her duties. 


f. The Commission shall submit an annual report to 
the Mayor and the City Council evaluating financial 
institutions that seek contracts for banking services 
with the city, or that seek to be designated as city de- 
positories, and recommend to the Collector-Treasurer 
those institutions whose performances best reflect the 
City’s goal of community reinvestment. The report 
shall contain a description of the scoring and rank- 
ing system and the criteria and methodology by which 
points in each category, pursuant to section 6-8.8 of 
this section, are awarded to or deducted from a finan- 
cial institution. 


g. The Commission shall be authorized to receive infor- 
mation from whistle blowers regarding fraud, abuse, 
waste, or misuse of City funds by a financial institu- 
tion holding such funds, and to ensure that no reprisal 
is taken against any such employee. The Commission 
shall establish whistle blowing procedures to further 
the purposes of this section. 


h. The Commission shall be authorized to investigate the 
veracity of any information it receives pursuant to any 
whistleblower procedures, and to make its findings 
public within 14 days of determining that City funds 
are being subject to fraud, waste, abuse, or misuse by 
the financial institution. 


6-8.3 Disclosures of Lending Information and Banking 
Practices. 


Any institution desiring a contract for banking ser- 
vices with the city or to become a city depository, as des- 
ignated by the Collector-Treasurer in accordance and in 
conjunction with the provisions of Section 5b of Chapter 
40, Sections 36, 44, and 46 of Chapter 41 and Sections 
53-55B, inclusive, of Chapter 44 of the General Laws, 
shall be required to annually disclose, on forms approved 
by the Collector- Treasurer, for the entire City of Boston, 
for each census tract within the City of Boston, for each 
census tract outside the City of Boston that is within the 
Boston SMSA, and for Boston residents, including but 
not limited to, low and moderate income, minority, and 
female applicants, the financial institution’s: 


a. Residential Lending Information. The total number 
and the total dollar amount of residential loans for 
one (1) to four (4) dwelling units, five (5) to eight (8) 
dwelling units, and more than eight (8) dwelling units 


applied for and originated during the previous calen- 
dar year, and the percentage of such applicants whose 
applications were denied, in each of the following cat- 
egories: 


1. Home purchase loans, listing separately conventional 
loans, mortgage loans which are insured under title II 
of the Housing Act of 1949 or which are guaranteed 
under chapter 37 of title 38 of the United States Code 
(FHA, FMHA, or VA loans), mortgage loans which 
are insured or financed by the Massachusetts Hous- 
ing Finance Agency (MHF A), and mortgage loans 
offered through the Mass Housing Partnership SoftS- 
econd mortgage program or other comparable afford- 
able mortgage products. The financial institution shall 
also include separate information and data on loans to 
households with incomes below 80% of area median 
income, to households with incomes between 80% 
and 120% of area median income, and to demograph- 
ics as reported under the federal Home Mortgage Dis- 
closure Act, 12 U.S.C. 2801; 


2. Refinancings of home purchase loans. The financial 
institution shall also include separate information and 
data on loans to households with incomes below 80% 
of area median income, to households with incomes 
between 80% and 120% of area median income, and 
to demographics as reported under the federal Home 
Mortgage Disclosure Act, 12 U.S.C. 2801; 


Home improvement loans; 
Home equity loans; 


Bred 


5. Multi-family loans; and 


6. Loans to non-occupant owners of single family 
housing; 


7. Modifications of distressed loans and type of modifi- 
cation, including interest rate reductions, principal re- 
duction, or repayment plans in which the outstanding 
loan amount increases, and an indication of whether 
the modification was executed under the federal Home 
Affordable Modification Program (HAMP) or another 
federal program, Massachusetts’ Home Modification 
Loan Program (HMLP) or another state program, or 
the institution’s own modification program; and 


8. Defaults and delinquencies on home loans, the num- 
ber of resulting foreclosures, the number of eviction 
actions filed, and the financial institution’s policies 
around foreclosure activities, including interactions 
with the occupants ofthe property and any actions 
taken to evict or otherwise displace them. 


9. The financial institution shall also provide informa- 
tion on the total number of foreclosed (REO) prop- 
erty in the City of which the financial institution, or 
its parent or subsidiary, is the owner, in addition to 
the number of such properties owned by an entity for 
which the financial institution is the servicer, trustee, 
or agent and the length of time each REO property has 
remained on the market. 


For each of the above categories, fixed rate loans shall 
be reported separately from adjustable rate loans. 


b. Small Business Lending Information. The total 
number, the total dollar amount, and terms of small 
business loans and commercial loans originated dur- 
ing the previous calendar year (a) for the entire City, 
(b) for each census tract within the city, and (c) for 
resident-owned business enterprises in the entire City 
and in each census tract, and (d) for minority women 
business enterprises for the entire City and for each 
census tract. Loans to small businesses with revenues 
above $1 million dollars shall be reported separately 
from loans to small businesses with revenues under 
$1 million. The financial institution may use the data 
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reporting procedures mandated by the federal Com- 
munity Reinvestment Act for reporting small business 
loans. 


c. Community development loans and investments. 
The number and dollar amount of community devel- 
opment loans and investments including loans and 
investments for affordable housing, small business 
development, economic development, and commu- 
nity reinvestment and facilities for the entire City and 
for each census tract. For each loan and investment, 
the institution shall indicate if the loan or investment 
was for affordable housing, small business develop- 
ment, community facilities, and other such categories 
requested by the Collector-Treasurer or Municipal 
Banking Commission. 


d. Consumer loans and other lines of credit. The num- 
ber and dollar amount of consumer loans and other 
lines of credit, including the minimum, median, and 
maximum nominal and effective interest rates ap- 
plied; the number and dollar amount of all credit card 
loans charged above an eighteen (18) percent rate of 
interest. 


e. Student loans. The number and dollar amount of stu- 
dent loans. 


f. Branches and deposits. The number of branches, 
ATMs, and number and dollar amount of deposits for 
the entire City and for each census tract; deposit in- 
formation, including but not limited to, the number of 
savings and checking accounts and the total aggregate 
dollar balances in savings and checking accounts; 
the percentage of accounts held by City residents as- 
sessed with overdraft fees and the value of such fees. 


g. Workforce composition. Compliance information 
with the Boston Jobs and Living Wage Ordinance, 
CBC Ch. XXIV. 


h. The most recent annual report or SEC 10-K report 
with quarterly financial updates. 


1. The most recent “Community Reinvestment Act 
Evaluation” issued by the state and federal regulatory 
agency authorized to conduct such evaluations. 

J. A copy of the financial institution’s branch closing 
policy. It shall be the policy of the City to require 
that financial institutions give written notice to the 
Mayor, City Council, and Collector-Treasurer one 
hundred and twenty (120) days prior to the closing of 
any branch of such financial institution located within 
the City of Boston. The notice shall identify the loca- 
tion of the branch, the date on which the branch is 
expected to close, and the reason for the closing of the 
branch. 


k. Any additional information requested by the Collec- 
tor-Treasurer. 


6-8.3A Financial Strength 


Any institution desiring a contract for banking services 
or designation as a city depository with the city shall be 
required by the Collector-Treasurer in the process for Re- 
quest for Proposals to provide evidence of its financial 
strength. At minimum, the financial institution shall pro- 
vide an audited balance sheet and income statement for 
its two most recent fiscal years. If the financial institution 
is a subsidiary of a larger organization, this information 
should be included for both the parent and offering enti- 
ties. 


6-8.4 Pledge. 
Beginning in January of 2011, any institution desiring 


a contract for banking services with the city shall be re- 
quired in the process for Request for Proposals, or prior 


to the deposit of any City monies in a financial institution, 
the Collector-Treasurer shall obtain the following pledges 
from an authorized official of the institution: 


a. Community Reinvestment. To develop lending and 
financing opportunities and make best efforts to 
undertake a defined lending program in support of 
residential and commercial development in Boston’s 
neighborhoods, to cooperate and support non-profit 
neighborhood development organizations through fi- 
nancing programs and investments, to offer banking 
products and services that would work with qualified 
borrowers who become unemployed to be eligible for 
loan modifications to avoid foreclosure, and cooper- 
ate and support non-profit neighborhood development 
organizations in their purchase of occupied properties 
in foreclosure or owned or serviced by the financial 
institution. 


b. Just Cause Evictions. To refrain from taking any steps 
to evict from foreclosed or otherwise distressed resi- 
dential property in the City owned or serviced by the 
institution, other than for “just cause” as that term is 
defined in section 6-8.1(w) of this ordinance, any oc- 
cupants of such property, whether those occupants are 
the former owners of the property or tenants of the 
former owners. 


c. Nonretaliatory Practices. To establish whistle blowing 
mechanisms that protect employees if they bring forth 
any evidence of acts that they reasonably believe con- 
stitute a fraud, abuse, misuse or waste of City funds 
on deposit by a financial institution selected under this 
section, and to provide information obtained through 
these procedures to the Collector-Treasurer. 


d. Usury Laws. To make best efforts to abide by state 
usury laws, M.G.L. c. 140 s. 114b, which sets a maxi- 
mum interest rate on consumer credit cards at eigh- 
teen (18) percent. 


e. Predatory Lending. Not to engage in predatory lend- 
ing activities, including marketing consumer financial 
products, consumer loans, commercial loans, and res- 
idential loans to residents of the City of Boston that 
cannot reasonably repay those loans without undue 
hardship. 


f. Discrimination. Not to discriminate against any in- 
dividual or group seeking a commercial, community 
development, consumer, home improvement, residen- 
tial, small business or student loan in the fixing of the 
amount, interest rate, duration, down payment, modi- 
fication, or other terms or conditions of the loan, be- 
cause of race, color, religion, sex, disability or handi- 
cap, gender identity or expression, or national origin 
of the individual or group or of any individual or 
group associated with him or her in connection with 
the loan or other financial assistance for the purposes 
of the loan or other financial assistance, or the dwell- 
ing or dwellings, if any, in relation to which the loan 
or other financial assistance is to be made or given; 
and 


g. Redlining. Not to engage in redlining activities 
against any City neighborhood, including arbitrarily 
rejecting mortgage loans for residential properties 
within a specific geographic area in Boston because 
of the location or age of the property; and to make 
and affirmatively market loans available to low and 
moderate income individuals in all the neighborhoods 
of the City of Boston within the limits of legal restric- 
tions and prudent financial practices; and 


6-8.5 Statement of Community Investment Goals. 
Any institution desiring a contract for banking ser- 


vices with the city or designation as a city depository 
shall submit annually to the Mayor, City Council, and 
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Collector-Treasurer a plan and statement of community 
reinvestment goals. The plan shall describe goals in terms 
of loans, investments, and services. The statement shall 
describe the financial institution’s current and proposed 
policies and initiatives to address the credit needs of the 
City’s residents and businesses, including but not limited 
to low- and moderate-income, minority, and female resi- 
dents, in each of the following categories: 


a. Home mortgage and home improvement loans; 


b. Affordable home mortgage loans, including commit- 
ments to the Massachusetts Housing Partnership Soft- 
Second program; 


c. Mortgage loans to non-occupant borrowers for small 
rental properties; 


d. Commercial and small business loans for small 
business enterprises and minority women business 
enterprises; 


e. Participation in City-sponsored neighborhood devel- 
opment programs and consortiums; 


f. Equitable contributions to community based non- 
profit organizations in the City; 


Full service banking in City neighborhoods; 


h. Products and services, including programs for loan 
modifications and principal reductions for borrowers; 
and 


1. Goals established for production and service levels 
for demographic targets as described in the first para- 
graph of section 6-8.3 


J. Reasonable account fees and maximum and minimum 
interest rates. 


k. The statement shall also contain a description of and 
declaration that the financial institution has or shall 
pursue: 


i. A program that allows borrowers who become un- 
employed to qualify for loan modifications based on 
unemployment insurance and forbearance for six (6) 
months to one (1) year; 


ii. Programs that allow borrowers whose personal finan- 
cial circumstances change during the life of a loan, 
or for other reasons are at risk of defaulting on their 
loans, to qualify for loan modifications in order to 
avoid default and otherwise continue their relation- 
ship with the financial institution; and 

iii. A policy that allows an occupant to remain in the 
property after foreclosure at the same rental or for a 
reasonable use and occupancy throughout the period 
of time that the property is owned by the institution, 
its parent, or subsidiary, or owned by an entity for 
which the institution is the servicer, trustee, or agent. 


iv. Programs that allow local non-profit organizations 
to purchase occupied 1-4 unit residential properties, 
through short sale or post foreclosure bid, at fair mar- 
ket value reflecting the distressed status of the prop- 


erty. 
6-8.6 Failure to Provide Information. 


If any financial institution refuses or fails to pro- 
vide any of the information described in sections 6- 8.3 
through 6-8.5, inclusive, the Collector-Treasurer shall re- 
port the refusal or failure to the Mayor and the City Coun- 
cil. If such institution has previously been designated by 
the Collector-Treasurer as an eligible financial institution, 
the City may, upon recommendation of the Mayor and 
City Council, withdraw such designation. The Collector- 


Treasurer shall also maintain a list of all financial institu- 
tions that refuse or fail to provide information and that list 
shall be a public record. 


6-8.7 Public Disclosure. 


The disclosures made by a financial institution pursu- 
ant to sections 6-8.3 through 6-8.5 shall be posted on the 
City’s website for public viewing within 30 days of sub- 
mission to the Collector-Treasurer and shall be available 
for public inspection and copying. 


6-8.8 Evaluation of Data; Community Reinvestment 
Performance. 


Consistent with section 6-8.2(f) of this section, the 
Commission’s report and recommendations shall be 
based on review of the information submitted required by 
sections 6-8.3 though 6-8.5, inclusive. 

The Commission shall devise a scoring and ranking 
system that will evaluate the lending and banking prac- 
tices of each financial institution that desires a contract 
for banking services with the city or wishes to begin or 
maintain a business relationship with the City as a city 
depository. Each such financial institution shall be ranked 
against its peers and be scored on a scale of zero (0) to 
one hundred (100) total points, which shall then be known 
as the financial institution’s Community Reinvestment 
Score. 


a. Each financial institution will be evaluated in five (5) 
categories, each earning twenty (20) points towards 
its total point score, which shall include the following: 


1. Residential and Mortgage Lending Performance, 
which shall be determined utilizing information sub- 
mitted pursuant to sections 6-8.3(a) and 6-8.3(k); 


2. Small Business Lending Performance, which shall be 
determined utilizing information submitted pursuant 
to sections 6-8.3(b) and 6-8.3(k); 


3. Community Reinvestment Performance, which shall 
be determined utilizing information submitted pursu- 
ant to sections 6-8.3(c) and 6-8.3(k); 


4. Personal Lending Performance, which shall be de- 
termined utilizing information submitted pursuant to 
sections 6-8.3(d) through 6-8.3(f) inclusive, 6-8.3(i), 
6-8.3G), and 6-8.3(k); 


5. Boston Resident Lending and Hiring Performance, 
which shall be determined utilizing information sub- 
mitted pursuant to section 6-8.3 as a whole, section 
6-8.3(g) specifically, and section 6-8.3(k); 


b. Each financial institution may be awarded additional 
points for the following:

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING BUILDING PER- 
MITIING FEES FOR THE CONSTRUCTION OF SO- 


LAR PHOTOVOLTAIC SYTEMS 


WHEREAS, Renewable energy, and solar energy in 
particular, can significantly contribute to the City’s cli- 
mate action strategy, energy independence, and green 
economic development goals; and, 

WHEREAS, The City has been a national leader in de- 
veloping and implementing renewable energy policy in- 
cluding the City’s Solar Boston initiative, the 2007 desig- 
nation by the U.S. Department of Energy as an inaugural 
Solar America City, green building zoning (Boston Zon- 
ing Code, Article 37), and wind energy zoning (Boston 
Zoning Code, Article 88); and, 

WHEREAS, The Mayor Thomas M. Menino has set 
a goal of increasing the installed capacity of solar to 25 
megawatts by 2015 in an effort to reduce greenhouse gas 
emissions, stimulate our local green economy, and create 
jobs; and, 

WHEREAS, Building permit fees that are charged 
based on the high costs of solar panels and other photo- 
voltaic system components can impede the development 
of a robust solar energy installation market in the City; 
and, 

WHEREAS, It is in the in the interest of the City of 
Boston to encourage residents and businesses to install 
solar photovoltaic systems; 

NOW THEREFORE 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows 
,that the City of Boston Code be amended by adding the 


following ordinance: 


Section 1. CBC Chapter XVIII (Fees and Charges) is 
hereby amended in section 18-1.2 (27) by inserting after 
the first sentence:-- 


“Effective immediately upon passage and through 
December 31, 2020, the fair cost of work for the construc- 
tion of a solar photovoltaic system shall exclude the cost 
of all solar panels and inverters.

WHEREAS, Street workers work closely with youth 
and their families to build positive relationships, help 
connect them to needed services, and prevent escalation 
that might lead to outbreaks of violence; and, 

WHEREAS, Street workers, as a part of their job, can 
find themselves in potentially dangerous and life-threat- 
ening situations and can themselves become victims to 
deliberate or unintentional acts of violence; and 

WHEREAS, A street worker who is injured through an 
act of violence in connection to his job and cannot work 
due to his injuries receives only basic workers’ compensa- 
tion; NOW, 

THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That a petition to 
the General Court, accompanied by a bill for a special 
law relating to the City of Boston to be filed with an at- 
tested copy of this order be, and hereby is, approved under 
Clause 1 of Section 8 of Article II, as amended, of the 
Articles of Amendment to the Constitution of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, to the end that legislation 
be adopted precisely as follows, except for clerical or edi- 
torial changes of from only: 


PETITION FOR A SPECIAL LAW RE: 
AN ACT RELA TIVE TO STREET WORKER 
WORKERS’ COMPENSATION 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives in General Court assembled, and by the authority of 
the same, as follows: 


SECTION 1. As used in this chapter the following 
words shall have the following meanings:-- 


“Street worker”, an employee of the city of Boston who 
works directly with and provides intervention and social 
services to individuals and families in at-risk or crisis 
situations. 

“Violent act”, a physical assault or battery by use of 
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force, including but not limited to the use of a weapon 
or an appendage ofthe body, committed by one or more 
individuals. 


SECTION 2. In the city of Boston, a street worker 
who is incapacitated for duty because of an injury that 
is the result of a violent act sustained in the performance 
and scope of his duty shall be granted leave without loss 
of pay for the period of such incapacity; provided, that 
no such leave shall be granted for any period after such 
street worker has been retired or pensioned in accordance 
with law or for any period after a physician designated 
by the board or personnel authorized to appoint street 
worker personnel in the city of Boston determines that 
such incapacity no longer exists. A violent act resulting 
in an injury that occurs during off-duty hours or out of 
the district or service area in which a street worker per- 
forms his duties shall be deemed within the performance 
and scope of his duty if it can be reasonably determined 
that the act was related to an incident that occurred during 
normal work hours, including overtime hours, or related 
to an individual with whom the street worker had come 
in contact; provided that the incident or the contact hap- 
pened as a consequence of fulfilling the duties in his job 
description. All amounts payable under this section shall 
be paid at the time and in the same manner as, and for all 
purposes shall be deemed to be, the regular compensation 
of such street worker personnel. This section shall also 
apply to any such employee who is subject to the provi- 
sions of chapter one hundred and fifty-two ifhe is injured 
while delivering street worker services and if he waives 
the provisions of said chapter. 


Where the injury causing the incapacity of a street 
worker for which he is granted a leave without loss of 
pay and is paid compensation in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this section, was caused under circumstances 
creating legal liability in some person to pay damages in 
respect thereof, either the person so injured or the depart- 
ment of the city of Boston paying such compensation may 
proceed to enforce the liability of such person in any court 
of competent jurisdiction. The sum recovered shall be for 
the benefit of the city of Boston paying such compensa- 
tion, unless the sum is greater than the compensation paid 
to that person so injured, in which event the excess shall 
be retained by or paid to the person so injured. For the 
purposes ofthis section, “excess” shall mean the amount 
by which the total sum received in payment for the in- 
jury, exclusive of interest and costs, exceeds the amount 
paid under this section as compensation to the person so 
injured. The party bringing the action shall be entitled to 
any costs recovered by him. Any interest received in such 
action shall be apportioned between the city of Boston 
and the person so injured in proportion to the amounts 
received by them respectively, inclusive of interest and 
costs. The expense of any attorney’s fees shall be divided 
between the city of Boston and the person so injured in 
proportion to the amounts received by them respectively. 


Whoever intentionally or negligently injures a street 
worker for which he is granted a leave without loss of pay 
and is paid compensation in accordance with the provi- 
sions of this section shall be liable in tort to the city of 
Boston paying such compensation for all costs incurred 
by the department of the city of Boston in replacing such 
injured street worker personnel which are in excess of the 
amount of compensation paid.

ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES (DOCKET NO. 1560)

CONNOLLY, CIOMMO, ARROYO, YANCEY, MUR- 
PHY, LINEHAN, ROSS, PRESSLEY, LAMATTINA, 
TURNER, FEENEY and CONSALVO offered the fol- 
lowing: 


WHEREAS, The consumption of Four Loko, a fruit 
flavored malt beverage marketed by Phusion Projects,

WHEREAS, ABC News has reported that a 23.5 ounce 
can of Four Loko contains the approximate equivalent of 
six standard alcoholic drinks and as much caffeine as five

WHEREAS, The Food and Drug Administration has 
never approved caffeine use at any level in alcoholic bev- 
erages and is presently assessing the safety of caffeinated 
alcoholic beverages; and, 

WHEREAS, The Center for Disease Control and Pre- 
vention has determined that drinkers who consume alco- 
hol mixed with energy drinks are three times more likely 
to binge-drink and twice as likely to report being taken 
advantage of sexually as drinkers who do not combine 
alcohol and energy drinks; and, 

WHEREAS, A study published by Wake Forest Uni- 
versity found that, compared to college students who 
drink only alcohol, students who imbibe alcohol mixed 
with energy drinks are twice as likely to be injured, re- 
quire medical attention, or ride with an intoxicated driver;

WHEREAS, Administrators at colleges and universi- 
ties in the Boston metropolitan area have reacted to the 
hospitalization of students who consumed Four Loko 
in Washington and New Jersey by articulating the risks 
posed by caffeinated alcoholic beverages. 

THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That the appropri- 
ate committee of the Boston City Council hold a general 
hearing to investigate and examine the health risks to 
Boston residents posed by Four Loko and like caffein- 
ated alcoholic beverages and to consider any appropriate 
action by the City.

When these sections 
were enacted, the Massachusetts Criminal Justice Train- 
ing Council provided crime prevention training courses to 
certify officers. The Training Council, however, has since 
evolved into a much smaller agency which no longer of- 
fers training in the field of crime prevention. To ensure 
that these surveys continue to be completed efficiently 
and effectively, I request that these ordinances be amend- 
ed to allow officers other than “certified crime prevention 
officers” complete these surveys.

WHEREAS: A slowdown in the financing for office 
and condominium developments has led to a sharp in- 
crease in proposals for residential apartment complexes;

WHEREAS: Often proposed developments are con- 
verted from condominiums to apartment buildings late 
in the planning process, after the project has been vetted 
in the community and requiring only a Notice of Project 
Change; and 

WHEREAS: When a proposal changes from condo- 
miniums with residential ownership to apartment units 
with a more transient demographic, the number of park- 
ing spaces is often significantly decreased as the number 
of units is increased; and 

WHEREAS: A typical condominium parking require- 
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ment of at least one space per unit may be decreased to as 
ay as .5 or .3 spaces per unit for an apartment complex; 
an 

WHEREAS: Current parking requirements for large 
scale residential developments generally demand one or 
several levels of parking, adding height to a project. When 
a project is converted to apartments, the parking spaces 
are no longer deeded to owners, creating the potential for 
a spaces to sit vacant or be occupied by non-residents; 
an 

WHEREAS: While the City’s urban planners continue 
to encourage developers to increase density while lower- 
ing parking requirements for apartment complexes, the 
number of residential parking stickers issued citywide 
continues to increase, and available street parking has 
become more scarce in the densest neighborhoods; and 

WHEREAS: While the City should encourage resi- 
dents to lessen their dependence on automotive travel and 
promote public transportation, the region’s mass transit 
system is already strained and without major investments 
in transportation current planning practices’ will continue 
to exacerbate residential parking pressures in our neigh- 
borhoods. Therefore be it 

ORDERED: That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council holds a hearing with the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority and the Boston Transportation 
Department to examine the impacts of project changes 
for residential developments including the minimization 
of parking.

WHEREAS, Under section | of chapter 54 of the Gen- 
eral Laws, Massachusetts requires that cities make a new 
division of their wards and precincts after each decennial 
census to correct inequalities; and 

WHEREAS, Pursuant to the Acts of 1921, chapter 220, 
section 2, Boston is exempt from the state’s mandated de- 
cennial re-division of precincts; and 

WHEREAS, Boston is committed to ensuring acces- 
sibility and equality for all voters; and 

WHEREAS, Precinct size and location impacts voter 
accessibility, polling locations, polling staff and volunteer 
planning, and overall voting efficiency; and 

WHEREAS, Decades have passed since Boston last 
implemented a new precinct plan; development in some 
neighborhoods has resulted in great discrepancies in pre- 
cinct sizes; and 

WHEREAS, Such discrepancies result in unequal dis- 
tribution of voting resources, longer voting lines, lengthy 
travel, and unequal access to the electoral process; and 

WHEREAS, By evaluating and possibly reducing 
the number of precincts there is a possibility of saving 
hundreds ofthousands of dollars per year; NOW THERE- 
FORE BE IT 

ORDERED, That a petition to the General Court, ac- 
companied by a bill for a special law relating to the City 
of Boston to be filed with an attested copy of this order 
be, and hereby is, approved under Clause | of Section 8 
of Article II, as amended, of the Articles of Amendment to 
the Constitution of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
to the end that legislation be adopted precisely as follows, 
except for clerical or editorial changes of form only: 


PETITION FOR A SPECIAL LAW RE: 
DECENNIAL DIVISION OF PRECINCTS IN THE 
CITY OF BOSTON 


SECTION 1. 


Section 2 of chapter 220 of the acts of 1921 is hereby 
stricken as applies to Boston. 


SECTION 2. 


Notwithstanding section 1 of chapter 54 of the General 
Laws or any general or special law to the contrary, the 
Board of Election Commissioners shall, after each de- 
cennial federal census, make a new division of precincts 
so that each precinct contains, as nearly as possible, an 
equal number of inhabitants. The Board of Election Com- 
missioners shall submit its plan for the new division of 
precincts to the City CounciL Final approval of said plan 
shall be contingent upon a majority vote of the City Coun- 
cil after a public hearing.

I transmit herewith for your approval a home rule peti- 
tion to the General Court entitled “An Act to Facilitate the 
Mediation of Mortgage Foreclosures of Owner Occupied 
Residential Real Property in the City of Boston.” 

This Act empowers the City to establish a mediation 
program in the City and require a creditor/mortgagee to 
obtain a certificate verifying participation in such me- 
diation before a mortgage foreclosure of residential real 
property may b~effective in the city of Boston. This Act 
will further assist in stabilizing neighborhoods and com- 
munities in Boston. 

I urge your Honorable Body to join me in this effort 
to require mortgagees to mediate before foreclosing on 
owner occupied residential real property in the city.

ORDERED: That a petition to the General Court, ac- 
companied by a bill for a special law relating to the city of 
Boston, to be filed with an attested copy of this Order be, 
and hereby is, approved under Clause One (1) of Section 
Eight (8) of Article Two (2), as amended, of the Amend- 
ments to the Constitution of the Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts, to the end that legislation be adopted precisely 
as follows, except for clerical or editorial changes of form 
only: 


AN ACT TO FACILITATE MEDIATION OF MORT- 
GAGE FORECLOSURES OF OWNER OCCUPIED 
RESIDENTIAL REAL PROPERTY IN THE CITY OF 
BOSTON 


SECTION 1. For the purposes of this Act, the follow- 
ing words shall, unless the context clearly requires other- 
wise, have the following meanings: 


“Creditor”, a person or entity that holds or controls, 
partially, wholly, indirectly, directly, or in a nominee ca- 
pacity, a mortgage loan securing a residential property, 
including, without limitation, a mortgagee, an originator, 
holder, investor, assignee, successor, trust, trustee, nomi- 
nee holder, Mortgage Electronic Registration System or 
mortgage servicer, including the Federal National Mort- 
gage Association or the Federal Home Loan Mortgage 
Corporation. “Creditor” shall also include any servant, 
employee or agent of a creditor. 


“Good Faith Effort”, shall mean an effort by each party 
upon being present or taking part in the mediation confer- 
ence as required by this Act in an effort to negotiate and 
agree upon a commercially reasonable alternative to fore- 
closure as described in G.L. c. 244, §35A(c). 


“Homeowner”, shall mean an individual mortgagor, 
his or her assignee, successor, or a trust or trustee who 
owns and resides in residential real property located in the 
city, and for whom such residential real property is his/her 
principal residence. 


“Loan/mortgage mediation conference”, shall mean 
the formal discussion and negotiation undertaken by the 
parties in a good faith effort to negotiate and agree upon a 
commercially reasonable alternative to avoid foreclosure 
and held at a location mutually convenient to the parties. 
Both the homeowner/mortgagor and lender/mortgagee 
must be physically present for the mediation conference 
unless telephone participation is mutually agreed upon. 


“Mediation Program” or “Program”, shall mean the 
foreclosure mediation program established in the city of 
Boston pursuant to this Act and described in Section 6. 


“Mediation Program Manager”, shall mean a neutral 
not-for-profit organization with offices located in the 
city of Boston and experienced in the mediation of the 
residential foreclosure process, familiar with all programs 
available to help homeowners avoid foreclosure, and 
knowledgeable of the mortgage foreclosure laws of the 
commonwealth. The Mediation Program Manager shall 
sign a user agreement with the city authorizing the re- 
ceipt and use of personal and financial information for the 
purposes of the mediation program only. Such Mediation 
Program Manager shall ensure the security and confiden- 
tiality of any and all information received or exchanged 
under the program consistent with applicable federal, 
state, and city laws. Access to such program informa- 
tion shall be limited to those officers and employees of 
the organization who require the information to properly 
perform services under the city’s mediation program, and 
that the organization and its officers and employees may 
not access, modify, use or disseminate such information 
for inconsistent or unauthorized purposes. 


“Mediator’, shall mean an individual (a) whose train- 
ing complies with the qualifications standards for neutrals 
specified in the guidelines for training mediators adopted 
by the Supreme Judicial Court of Massachusetts pursuant 
to Rule 8 of the Uniform Rules for Dispute Resolution; 
and (b) who has completed training on foreclosure media- 
tion; and (c) who has a working knowledge of all federal, 
state, and city programs available to help homeowners 
retain their homes. 


“Mortgagee”, an entity to whom property is mort- 
gaged, the mortgage creditor or lender including, but 
not limited to, mortgage servicers, lenders in a mort- 
gage agreement and any agent, servant or employee of 
the mortgagee or any successor in interest or assignee of 
the mortgagee’s rights, interests or obligations under the 
mortgage agreement. 


“Mortgage loan”, a loan to a natural person made pri- 
marily for personal, family or household purposes secured 
wholly or partially by a mortgage on residential property. 
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“Mortgage servicer’, an entity which administers or at 
any point administered the mortgage; provided, however 
that such administration shall include, but not be limited 
to, calculating principal and interest, collecting payments 
from the mortgagor, acting as escrow agent or foreclosing 
in the event of a default. 


“Mortgagor”, is the borrower of a mortgage loan that 
is secured wholly or partially by a mortgage on residential 


property. 


“Residential property”, shall mean real property that is 
owner-occupied as an owner’s principal residence, located 
within the city, that is either a single-family dwelling or 
a structure containing not more than four (4) residential 
units, and shall also include a residential condominium 
unit or a residential co-op unit occupied by an owner as 
an owner’s principal residence. 


“The parties”, shall mean the homeowner/mortgagor 
and the creditor/mortgagee or their assigns or successors. 


SECTION 2. Notwithstanding any general or special 
law to the contrary, no mortgage foreclosure in the city of 
Boston pertaining to residential property which is owner 
occupied as the owner’s principal residence shall be effec- 
tive unless a certificate is issued by a city-approved me- 
diation program manager verifying the mortgagee’s good 
faith participation in foreclosure mediation. 


SECTION 3. The city of Boston is hereby empowered 
to establish a mediation program relative to mortgage 
foreclosures in accordance with this Act and promulgate 
regulations as necessary and appropriate to implementing 
such a mediation program involving mortgagees, credi- 
tors, mortgagors, homeowners, utilizing city-approved 
mediation program managers and mediators to mediate 
between the mortgagee, or its assigns, and a mortgagor / 
homeowner who owns residential real property in the city 
which is occupied by the mortgagor as his or her prin- 
cipal residence. Such mediation shall be facilitated by a 
city-approved mediation program manager according to 
procedures established by this Act. Except as hereinafter 
provided in sections 4 and 5 relating to foreclosure by 
power of sale or by entry, and notwithstanding any con- 
trary provision of G.L. c. 244, inclusive, or any special 
law relating to the regulation of mortgage foreclosures, 
such mediation program may only relate to the mediation 
of mortgage foreclosures of residential real property in 
the city of Boston that is the mortgagor’s principal resi- 
dence. 


SECTION 4. Notwithstanding section 14 of Chapter 
244 of the General Laws relating to the power of sale, no 
sale in the city of Boston shall be effectual to foreclose a 
mortgage, unless, all notices required by § 14 reference 
a certificate from a city-approved mediation program 
manager verifying that the mortgagee, its assignee or any 
person identified in § 14 who may do the acts authorized 
or required by the power of sale, has participated in a me- 
diation program in accordance with this Act. 


SECTION 5. No entry by foreclosure in the city of 
Boston shall be effectual unless the memorandum or cer- 
tificate recorded as required by G.L. c. 244, § 2 includes 
as an attachment or exhibit a copy of a certificate from a 
city-approved mediation program manager verifying that 
the creditor or mortgagee (or its assignee or attorney) has 
participated in mediation with the mortgagor as required 
by this Act. 


SECTION 6. Pursuant to this Act, the city shall es- 
tablish a mediation program to provide mediation for all 
foreclosures of mortgages on owner-occupied residential 
property with no more than 4 units that is the primary 
residence of the owner~occupant. The program shall ad- 
dress all issues of foreclosure, including but not limited 
to reinstatement of the mortgage, modification of the loan 
and restructuring of the mortgage debt, including the re- 


duction and forgiveness of mortgage debt. Mediations 
conducted pursuant to the program shall use the calcula- 
tions, assumptions and forms that are established by (i) 
the Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation and published 
in the Federal Deposit Insurance Corporations Loan Mod- 
ification Program Guide available on the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corporation’s publicly accessible website, (ii) 
the Home Affordable Modification Program; (iii) any 
modification program that a lender uses which is based on 
accepted principles and the safety and soundness of the 
institution and recognized by the National Credit Union 
Administration, the Division of Banks or any other instru- 
mentality of the commonwealth; (iv) the Federal Housing 
Agency; or (v) similar federal programs. 


The city shall provide for a means of evaluating and se- 
lecting qualified Mediation Program Managers. The city 
shall also provide for a means of assessing and evaluating 
annually the city’s mediation program including reports 
and data related to (a) the number of mortgagors who are 
notified of mediation; (b) the number of mortgagors who 
attend mediation and who receive counseling or assis- 
tance; ( c) the number of certificates of completion issued 
under the program, and (d) the results of the mediation 
process, including the number of loans restructured, num- 
ber of principal write-downs, interest rate reductions and, 
to the extent such information is available, the number of 
mortgagors who default on mortgages within a year after 
restructuring. 


The city may terminate a Mediation Program Man- 
ager’s participatiort in the mediation program for good 
cause, as determined by the appropriate city official. In 
such case, the Mediation Program Manager shall deliver 
to the city all records and information in its possession for 
appropriate preservation and storage. 


SECTION 7. Except for financial information oth- 
erwise permitted by law to be disclosed, any financial 
statement or information provided to the city or its ap- 
proved independent counseling agencies or provided to 
the mortgagee or mortgagor during the course of media- 
tion in accordance with this Act is confidential and shall 
not be available for public inspection. Any financial state- 
ment or information to reasonably facilitate the mediation 
shall be made available as necessary to the mediator and 
to the attorneys or representatives, if any, of the parties 
to the mediation. Any financial statement or information 
designated as confidential under this section shall be kept 
separate and apart from other papers and matters not the 
subject of the mediation. 

SECTION 8. For the purpose of the mediation program 
established by the city, the city shall receive a copy of all 
notices within ten (10) days of receipt by the Commis- 
sioner of the Division of Banks pursuant to G.L. c. 244, 
§35A(k) that relate to residential properties in the city of 
Boston. The city shall notify the creditor/mortgagee and 
the mortgagor of their rights and responsibilities under 
this Act regarding mediation. It is the intent and purpose 
of this Act that mediation commence within 45 days of 
the mortgagor receiving notice of his or her right to cure 
as provided in M.G.L. c. 244, §35A (g) and (h). The city 
shall refer the matter for mediation to an approved media- 
tion program manager which shall have the responsibility 
of assigning a mediator and scheduling the parties to im- 
mediately commence mediation pursuant to this Act. The 
parties shall participate in good faith in such mediation 
consistent with the creditor’s and mortgagor’s rights and 
obligations in G.L. c. 244, §35A and the mediation shall 
proceed with the parties’ good faith effort to negotiate and 
agree upon a commercially reasonable alternative to fore- 
closure as defined in c. 244, §35A(c). The mediation shall 
continue without delay until completion but shall not go 
beyond ninety (90) days from the date that the mortgagor 
received notice of his or her right to cure. Notwithstand- 
ing the limitation in the previous sentence, the mediation 
may be extended by mutual agreement for good cause, 
but under no circumstances may such mediation extend 
beyond the end of the mortgagor’s right to cure under 
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G.L, 0.244, §35A(b). 


SECTION 9. The mediation program established by 
this Act shall include, and be limited to, the following 
steps:- 


(a) the parties shall participate in a mandatory loan/ 
mortgage mediation conference at a location mutually 
convenient to the parties. Telephone participation by the 
creditor/mortgagee shall not be permitted unless mutually 
agreed to by all parties. 


(b) said mediation conference shall be scheduled at a 
time and place to be determined by the mediation pro- 
gram manager, but not later than forty-five (45) days fol- 
lowing the mortgagor’s receipt of his or her notice of right 
to cure. The parties will be noticed under the mediation 
program by certified and first class mail. 


(c) prior to the scheduled mediation conference, the 
mortgagor shall be assigned a city-approved loan coun- 
selor. If the mortgagor is already working with a city-ap- 
proved loan counselor, no assignment is necessary. How- 
ever, such loan counselor must agree to work with the 
mortgagor during the mediation process in accordance 
with the provisions of this Act. 


(d) the mortgagor shall cooperate in all respects with 
the Mediation Program Manager, providing all necessary 
financial and employment information. The mortgagor 
shall complete any and all loan resolution proposals and 
applications as appropriate. The mortgagor must provide 
evidence of current income. The mortgagee’s representa- 
tive must bring and make available, the mortgage, note, 
all assignments, as well as a detailed accounting of the 
outstanding balance, costs and fees. 


(e) if after two (2) attempts by the mediation program 
manager to contact the mortgagor, the mortgagor fails to 
respond to the mediation program manager’s request to 
appear for the mediation conference, or the mortgagor 
fails to cooperate in any respect with the requirements 
outlined in this Act, the requirements of the Act will 
be deemed to be satisfied upon verification by the city- 
approved mediation program manager that the required 
notice was sent; and if so, a certificate shall be issued im- 
mediately by the mediation program manager certifying 
that the creditor/mortgagee has satisfied the mediation 
requirements of this Act. 


(f) if, it is determined after a good faith effort made by 
the creditor/mortgagee at the mediation conference with 
the mortgagor, that the parties cannot come to an agree- 
ment to re-negotiate the terms of the loan in an effort to 
avoid foreclosure, such good faith effort on behalf of the 
creditor/mortgagee shall be deemed to satisfy the require- 
ments of this Act. A certificate certifying such good faith 
effort pursuant to this Act shall be issued immediately and 
without delay by the Mediation Program Manager autho- 
rizing the creditor/mortgagee to proceed with its rights 
under Chapter 244 of the General Laws. 


SECTION 10. The city of Boston is hereby authorized 
to enact and from time to time revise by ordinance, a rea- 
sonable and appropriate mediation registration fee to be 
charged to the parties for the services attendant to admin- 
istering the mediation program established under this Act. 


SECTION 11. This Act shall take effect no later than 
sixty (60) days from its passage.

AN ACT RELATIVE TO THE ESTABLISHMENT 
OF THE CITY OF BOSTON GROUP INSURANCE 
COMMISSION 


Section 1. 

It is the purpose of this special act to ensure the pro- 
vision of affordable health insurance benefit options for 
eligible persons, as such term is defined in section 3(a). 


Section 2. 

(a) There shall be established within the city of Bos- 
ton, a Boston group insurance commission (hereinafter 
in this Act referred to as the commission), consisting of 
the director of administration and finance, the director of 
human resources, and nine members to be appointed by 
the mayor, one of whom shall be a retired city of Boston 
employee, one of whom shall be a health economist, and 
three of whom shall be full-time city of Boston employees 
with the following union affiliations, one nominee of the 
Boston teachers union, one nominee ofthe city’s public 
safety unions, and one nominee by a union representing 
non-public safety and city of Boston non-teacher employ- 
ees. 


(b) In implementing subsection (a), each union or 
group, as applicable, shall nominate an eligible represen- - 
tative to the commission by providing notice of the indi- 
vidual selected for appointment to the Mayor, who shall 
then appoint said individual to the commission. Union- 
nominated positions on the commission shall remain 
vacant until such notice is provided. Any such vacancy 
shall not, except as otherwise provided herein, impede the 
business of the commission. 


(c) No member of the commission may be an insur- 
ance agent, broker, employee or officer of an insurance 
company. 


(d) The initial terms of the nine members appointed 
by the mayor shall be two members for a one-year term, 
three members for a two-year term and four members for 
a three-year term, all successor-appointments shall be for 
a term of three years. In the event of a vacancy prior to 
expiration of any term of a union appointee, the mayor 
may appoint an individual to serve until the process for 
selection of a successor union appointee described in sub- 
section (b) has been completed. 


(e) A simple majority of the members of the commis- 
sion shall constitute a quorum, and any action taken by 
the commission shall require a simple majority vote. 
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Section 3. 

(a) The commission shall negotiate with and purchase, 
on such terms as it deems to be in the best interest of 
the city of Boston and eligible persons, from one or more 
insurance carriers, non-profit hospital, medical, dental or 
other service corporations, health maintenance organiza- 
tions, preferred provider organizations, independent prac- 
tice associations or other third-party health care admin- 
istrators, a policy or policies or administrative services 
or similar contracts providing hospital, surgical, medi- 
cal, dental and other health insurance benefits covering 
eligible persons, and shall seek acceptance of the city of 
Boston to execute all agreements or contracts pertaining 
to said policies or any amendments thereto for and on 
behalf of and in the name of the city of Boston. For the 
purposes of this special act, eligible persons shall mean 
city of Boston employees and retirees, and the surviving 
spouses or dependants of such persons. Such term shall 
also include employees who are employed by entities for 
which the city of Boston administers health insurance by 
operation of law or mutual written agreement, retirees of 
such entities, and the surviving spouses or dependents of 
such persons. 


(b) The commission shall also negotiate with and pur- 
chase, on such terms as it deems to be in the best interests 
of the City of Boston and its employees, from one or more 
insurance companies or savings banks, a policy or poli- 
cies of group life and accidental death and dismember- 
ment insurance covering employees. 


(c) The commission shall also negotiate with and pur- 
chase on such terms as it deems to be in the best interest 
of the city of Boston and eligible persons who are active 
and retired employees and their dependants insured or eli- 
gible to be insured under this chapter(including the sur- 
viving spouse of said employees) and who are eligible for 
coverage under the federal health insurance for the aged 
act, 42 U.s.C 1395 et. seq., from one or more insurance 
companies or nonprofit hospital, medical, or other service 
corporations or other third-party health care administra- 
tors a policy or policies of group general or blanket in- 
surance providing hospital, surgical, medical, dental and 
other health insurance, to be known as optional medicare 
extension, and shall seek acceptance of the city of Bos- 
ton to execute all agreements or contracts pertaining to 
said policies or any amendments thereto for and on behalf 
of and in the name of the city of Boston. Said policy or 
policies shall consist of one or more schedules of benefits 
which, as determined by the commission, may be related 
to the schedule of benefits purchased under the provisions 
of subsection (a) of this section. Such schedule of benefits 
may include on behalf of any person insured under this 
section the payment of any premium which may be re- 
quired by the federal health insurance for the aged act, to 
be paid by any enrollee thereof. The claim experience of 
persons insured for optional medicare extension may, as 
determined by the commission, be maintained apart from, 
or made a part of, the claim experience applicable to the 
schedules of benefits provided under said subsection (a). 


Section 4. 

(a) The commission shall ensure, in negotiations un- 
dertaken pursuantto section 3(a) with respect to any 
health insurance benefit purchased on behalf of eligible 
persons, that premiums, deductibles, and co-payments 
payable by any such eligible person shall be set at a level 
that results in an actuarial value ofthe benefit design of 
any such health insurance benefit that is at least equal 
to the actuarial value ofthe benefit design for the health 
insurance benefits purchased under authority of section 
4 of chapter 32A of the General Laws of Massachusetts 
and made available to persons in the service ofthe com- 
monwealth pursuant to section 5 of such chapter. For pur- 
poses of this subsection, the actuarial value of such health 
insurance benefits shall be determined by the secretary 
of administration and finance and shall be determined by 
reference to the health insurance plan purchased pursuant 
to section 4 of such chapter with the largest subscriber 


enrollment. 


(b) The commission shall ensure, in negotiations under- 
taken pursuant to section 3(c) with respect to any optional 
medicare extension purchased on behalf of any eligible 
person that premiums, deductibles and co-payments pay- 
able by any such eligible person shall be set at a level that 
results in an actuarial value of the benefit design of any 
such medicare extension that is at least equal to the actu- 
arial value of the benefit design of the medicare extension 
purchased under authority of section 10C of chapter 32A 
ofthe General Laws of Massachusetts and made available 
to persons in the service of the commonwealth or retirees 
pursuant to section 5 of such chapter. For purposes ofthis 
subsection, the actuarial value of such medicare extension 
shall be determined by the secretary of administration and 
finance and shall be determined by reference to the medi- 
care extension purchased pursuant to section 10C of such 
chapter with the largest subscriber enrollment. 


(c) Any determination or attestation made pursuant to 
subsections (a) or (b) of this section regarding the actu- 
arial equivalence of benefit design shall be reviewed and 
certified by an independent actuary meeting the qualifi- 
cation standards established by the American Academy 
of Actuaries who, in so determining or attesting, is fol- 
lowing the applicable standards of practice in issuing an 
actuarial opinion. 


Section 5. 

All contracts for health insurance plans executed by the 
commission pursuant to section 3 and implemented by the 
city of Boston, and applicable premiums, deductibles, and 
copayments shall be binding on all eligible persons for 
whom insurance is being purchased. The negotiation and 
purchase of insurance, including the execution, imple- 
mentation and application of any insurance agreement, 
or contract, applicable premiums, deductibles and copay- 
ments, by the commission or the city of Boston pursuant 
to the provisions of this Special Act shall not be subject 
to collective bargaining under chapter one hundred fifty 
E, nor shall it be subject to any statutory impasse pro- 
ceeding. 


Section 6. 

The commission shall adopt such rules and regulations 
as it may deem necessary to undertake its obligations un- 
der this act. Such rules and regulations shall ensure that 
eligible persons understand the benefits available from the 
insurance programs, including the cost thereof. 


Section 7. 

All members of the commission who are not full time 
employees of the city of Boston shall be deemed special 
municipal employees for the purposes of general laws 
chapter 268A. 


Section 8. 

The commission shall not be subject to the require- 
ments of general laws chapter 30A, sections 18 through 
hy 


Section 9. 
Application of Chapter 32B:-- 


(a) Upon enactment of this Special Act, the following 
provisions of Chapter 32B shall no longer apply to the 
city of Boston: 


(1) Section 3; 


(2) Sections 7 and 7 A, except that, the commission 
shall specify a process for withholding from each pay- 
ment of salary, wages, or other compensation to an eli- 
gible person the applicable premium established for ben- 
efits purchased pursuant to section 3 of this Special Act; 


(3) Sections 9A and 9E, insofar as such sections per- 
tain to hospital, surgical, medical, dental and other health 
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insurance; 


(4) Section IIC; except that the commission shall es- 
tablish rules similar to the rules in subsections (a) and 
(c) of such section in implementing section 3 (c) of this 
special act. 


(b) Except as provided in subsection (c), every section 
of Chapter 32B or portion thereofthat i) is in effect as 
of the effective date of this act, ii) is not subject to lo- 
cal option, and iii) is not listed in subsection (a), shall 
continue to apply to the city of Boston to the extent that 
the application of such section or portion thereof is not 
inconsistent with the application of this special act. Ev- 
ery local option section or portion thereof in Chapter 32B 
that has been accepted by the city of Boston as of the ef- 
fective date of this act, and which is not otherwise listed 
in subsection (a), shall continue to apply to the city of 
Boston to the extent that the application of such section 
or portion thereof is not inconsistent with the application 
of this special act. 


(c) Rule for Application of Chapter 32B, Section 10:-- 
For purposes of this Special Act, and notwithstanding any 
other provision oflaw, the second paragraph of section 10 
of Chapter 32B of the General Laws, as appearing in the 
2008 Official Edition of the Massachusetts General Laws 
on the date of the enactment of this special act, shall not 
apply to the city of Boston. 


Section 10. Effective Date:-- 
(a) Except as provided in subsection (b), the provisions 
of this Special Act shall take effect upon its enactment. 


(b) No change in insurance benefits for any group of 
employees covered by a collective bargaining agreement 
in effect as of the effective date of this Act specified in 
subsection (a), as a result of action taken by the commis- 
sion or the city of Boston hereunder, shall take effect prior 
to the expiration of such agreement.

President ROSS moved to adopt the minutes from the 
December 1, 2010 meeting. Motion prevailed.

Dear Councillor Ross: 


I wish to register my objections to the proceedings of 
the Boston City Council on December 1, 2010 which re- 
sulted in a vote to remove Boston City Councillor Chuck 
Turner. My concerns are that at least two rules of the City 
Council (33 and 47) were violated. In addition, the au- 
thority of the City Council to remove an elected member 
of the Council is not spelled out in the City Charter. 


There is no language in the Council rules which states 
that Rule 40A overrides rule 33 or 47. If this is true, you 
not only violated my right to object but more importantly 
disenfranchised the residents of District 7 and others who 
have supported Councillor Turner. 


I realize that Councillor Turner has been found guilty 
of a serious crime. My intent is not to retry the case or 
second guess that jury which reached that conclusion. 
However, in its zeal to take action against Councillor 
Turner the Council failed to abide by two of its most im- 
portant rules. It has attempted to create new law without a 
pre-existing ordinance or home rule petition which grants 


us that authority. The Boston City Council does not enjoy 
the same authority as the State Legislature. No election 
law can be changed without the approval of the House of 
Representatives, the State Senate and the Governor of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. By removing Council- 
lor Turner, the Boston City Council has disenfranchised 
the voters of District Seven. 


Rule 33 and Rule 47 (see attachment) require unani- 
mous consent to take action on any order on the same 
date it is placed before the body. By refusing to recognize 
my objections you have indicated that you do not respect 
my rights. 


The Council could have voted on the next Council 
meeting to be in compliance with its rules. It also could 
have taken action after the sentencing of Councillor Turn- 
er, scheduled for January 25, 2011. 


The Council had other legal options. The Council 
could have voted to verbally reprimand or censure Coun- 
cillor Turner or refuse to place him on Council Commit- 
tees. The extreme action to remove a colleague should 
happen only if there is clear and explicit language per- 
mitting it. According to the testimony of the Corporation 
Counsel there is no explicit language in the city charter 
which states that the City Council can expel a member. 
He suggested that it is implied but not stated. I note that 
the charter does not grant authority to the City Council to 
remove the Mayor or any City Councillor. It does however 
provide for the removal of certain city employees such as 
department heads. 

I would appreciate you responding to my concerns.

Rule 33 states: Adoption of Matters on Day Introduced 


No ordinance, substitution of an ordinance, order, or 
resolution may be adopted at the meeting at which it is 
submitted. This rule may only be suspended with unani- 
mous consent. This rule applies only to matters not previ- 
ously filed for council consideration and assigned to com- 
mittee, and any related amendments or substitutions and 
does not apply to reports of committee chairs. 


Rule 47 states: Suspension of Rules 


With the exception of Rule 5, all portions of the coun- 
cil rules that require compliance with the open meeting 
law, and portions of the rules mandated by city charter, 
which may not be suspended, and Rules 12, 33 and 35, 
which may be suspended only by unanimous consent, the 
foregoing rules shall not be altered, amended, suspended, 
or repealed at any time, except by a vote of two-thirds 
(2/3) Of all members of the council. Provided, however, 
that Rule 12 may be suspended only in the case of an or- 
der, ordinance, vote, committee report, or other measure 
submitted by the mayor or by a councilor calling for ac- 
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tion by the council that is of any emergency nature, name- 
ly that which imposes an imminent threat to the peace, 
health, or safety of the people or their property. 


Rule 40A states: Pursuant to the city charter and in ac- 
cordance with the open meeting law, the council president 
may refer a matter to the council upon his/her determina- 
tion that any member has engaged in conduct unbecoming 
a member of the Boston City Councilor may be unquali- 
fied to sit on the body. A member may be unqualified by 
violating federal or state law, or any conditions imposed 
by the city’s charter, which includes violating any provi- 
sions of the three oaths of office. 


The City Charter States: Section 17 Election of City 
Council President 


The city council shall be the judge of the election and 
qualifications of its members; shall elect from its mem- 
bers by vote of a majority of all the members a president 
who when present shall preside at the meetings thereof; 
and shall from time to time establish rules for its proceed- 
ings. The member eldest in years shall reside until the 
president is chose, and in case of the absence of the presi- 
dent, until a presiding officer is chosen.

ORDINANCE PROMOTING ECONMIC DEVEL- 
OPMENT AND FOOD TRUCK INDUSTRY IN 
BOSTON (DOCKET NO. 1663) 


Councilors ROSS and LAMATTINA offered the fol- 
lowing: 


WHEREAS, The food service industry may be the 
world’s most widespread industry, include restaurants es- 
tablishments such as fast-food eateries, formal dining and 
mobile trucks; and, 

WHEREAS, According to the U.S. Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, the food services and drinking places industry 
ranks among the Nation’s leading employers with nearly 
10 million wage and salary jobs; and, 

WHEREAS, Recently, mobile food catering units 
have become extremely popular and profitable in urban 
settings such as Los Angeles, New York, Houston, Phila- 
delphia, San Francisco, Atlanta, Seattle, Miami, Austin, 
Portland and Washington D.C. to name a few; and, 

WHEREAS, The mobile food industry has the unique 
potential to create new employment opportunities, small 
business growth and favorable conditions for culinary en- 
trepreneurs in Boston and its neighborhoods; and, 

WHEREAS, According to the National Restaurant 
Association, there is an increasing demand, particularly 
among people 18 to 44, for freshly prepared, restaurant- 
quality food that can be had quick and cheap; and, 

WHEREAS, Council staff research has revealed that 


cities around the country have, at best, made incremen- 
tal strides in regulating the complexities of the mobile 
food vendor industry, including efforts to find solutions 
to problems created by the industry, such as issues around 
parking, traffic and waste disposal; and, 

WHEREAS, Vendors in the mobile catering industry 
have faced complex rules and regulations in other com- 
munities, the following language is being set forth to 
streamline administrative processes, effectively work 
with the industry and secure the highest quality of life for 
all Bostonians; NOW, 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows 
that the City of Boston Code be amended by adding the 


following ordinance: 


Section 1. CBC Chapter XVII is hereby amended by 
striking out Section 17-10 RESERVED in its entirety and 
inserting in place thereof the following:-- 


17-10 Permitting and Regulation of Catering Trucks 
17-10.1 Definitions 


When used in this section, unless the context other- 
wise requires, the following terms shall have the follow- 
ing meanings: 


a. Commissioner shall mean the Commissioner of 
Transportation of the City of Boston or his desig- 
nee. 


b. Department shall mean the Department of Trans- 
portation of the City of Boston. 


c. Food Establishment shall mean a business opera- 
tion that stores, prepares, packages, serves, vends or 
otherwise provides food for human consumption as 
proscribed in the State Sanitary Code 105 C.M.R. 
590.002:. 


d. Mobile Food Catering Vehicle shall mean a food 
establishment located upon a vehicle, such as a 
canteen truck or mobile kitchen, where food is pre- 
pared or served for individual portion service. The 
definition of a mobile food catering vehicle shall not 
include ice cream trucks or food vending push carts, 
bicycles and stands. A mobile food catering vehicle 
shall be for, the purposes this section, Zoning and 
assessment, be considered an eating establishment 
and restaurant. 


e. Mobile Food Commissary shall mean a food estab- 
lishment or other facility which provides the follow- 
ing services to one or more mobile food catering 
vehicles: 


1. | Storage of the Vehicle when the vehicle is not being 
used for vending; 


2. Cleaning and sanitizing of the vehicle; 


3. Cleaning and sanitizing of the equipment and uten- 
sils used on a vehicle; 


4. Disposing of liquid and solid wastes and refuse gen- 
erated by the operation of a vehicle; and 


5. Supplying of potable water and food, whether pre- 
packaged by the manufacturer, or prepare at the 
commissary, and furnishing of non-food supplies. 


17-10.2 Scope and Regulations 


a. The provisions of this section shall apply to mobile 
food operations engaged in the business of the sale 
of foods with charge, and foods distributed without 
charge, from mobile food vending vehicles on or in 
public, private and restricted spaces. This section 
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shall not apply to ice cream trucks or food vending 
push carts, bicycles and stands. 


Mobile food catering vehicles shall comply with 
all applicable Zoning, Building, Fire and Health 
Codes, and the State Sanitary Code section on Mo- 
bile Food Operations 105 C.M.R. 590.009(B) and 
may be subject to other fees, permits, inspections, 
and registrations. 


The Commissioner shall promulgate regulations 
necessary for the administration and enforcement of 
this section. 


The Commissioner is hereby authorized to exercise 
broad latitude to work with other departments of the 
city to establish a streamlined process for the per- 
mitting of mobile food catering vehicles. 


The Commissioner may take advisement from an 
industry-led taskforce, comprised of mobile food 
catering vehicle permit holders, in developing ac- 
ceptable routes of operation throughout the city and 
establishing industry standards, such as the use of 
GPS devices, and other matters. 


In promulgating regulations and reviewing applica- 
tions for mobile food catering vehicles, the Com- 
missioner may give preferential treatment to pro- 
posals that contain sustainable and environmentally 
friendly practices, including the use of energy-effi- 
cient vehicles, or that contain socially responsible 
practices, including charitable components to the 
business of operation, school nutrition programs, or 
programs for children or the homeless. 


17-10.3 Mobile Food Catering Vehicle Permit Required 


= 
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Mobile Food Catering Vehicles. No person, includ- 
ing a religious or charitable organization, shall op- 
erate a mobile food catering vehicle in any public, 
private or restricted space without a permit, for the 
use of city streets, issued by the Commissioner. A 
permit issued for a mobile food catering vehicle 
shall be valid for one year unless sooner suspended 
or revoked by the Commissioner. 


Limit on the Number of Permits. There shall be no 
more than twenty-five (25) permits for mobile food 
catering vehicles per year. Option for renewal of a 
mobile food catering permit shall be revoked thirty 
(30) days after its one year expiry, at which time the 
permit holder shall forfeit the right to renew and the 
permit shall be made available to another applicant 
for new permit ifthe maximum number of allowed 
permits was previously reached. 


Permit Requirements. After a mobile food catering 
vehicle passes all required inspections, the Com- 
missioner shall issue a permit document to the ap- 
plicant provided that the applicant has satisfied all 
other requirements: 


Service Route. The applicant must submit a pro- 
posal, subject to the approval of the Commissioner, 
describing the route of operation with a detailed 
schedule of times and locations where the mobile 
food catering vehicle shall be stationary and serving 
food. The approved service route shall be listed on 
the permit issued by the Commissioner. 


i. Restrictions.

S 


No operator of a mobile food catering vehicle shall 
park or stand: 


within 100 feet of a food establishment that offers a 
similar service; and 


at specified locations and during special events as 
determined by the Commissioner through regula- 
tions as he may prescribe from time to time. 


No operator of a mobile food catering vehicle shall 
park, stand, or move a vehicle within areas of the 
city where mobile food catering vehicles are, as de- 
termined by the Commissioner, prohibited or lim- 
ited. 


Mobile Food Commissary Required. The applicant 
must provide proof satisfactory to the Department 
that the mobile food catering vehicle is supplied 
and serviced from a fixed, licensed food establish- 
ment, or food processing plant, serving as a mobile 
food commissary and shall report at least daily to 
such locations for all food, water and supplies and 
for all cleaning and servicing operations. Mobile 
food catering Vehicle operators shall retain the list 
of ingredients and the receipt for all bulk foods, 
which must indicate the name ofthe food item, the 
date purchased and the name of the approved food 
source licensed. 


Food safety training. The applicant must pres- 
ent proof satisfactory that at least one-full time 
equivalent employee has demonstrated a knowledge 
of food safety as a certified food protection man- 
ager showing proficiency of required information 
through passing a test that is part of an accredited 
program recognized by the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Health. This certification shall be 
prominently posted in the establishment next to the 
food establishment permit. 


Access to toilets. The applicant must present proof 
of availability of restroom facilities with flushable 
toilets and wash basins for hand washing for the 
use of the mobile food Vehicle employees located 
in a business establishment within 500 feet of each 
location where the mobile food vehicle will be in 
operation for more than | hour in any single day. 
Proof of availability of adequate facilities shall be 
in the form of a written statement from the owner or 
owner’s agent, including the name, address and tele- 
phone number of the property owner or authorized 
agent, and the type of business and hours or opera- 
tion, granting permission for use of the facilities. If 
the business owner is a partnership or corporation, 
the statement shall include the name, address, and 
telephone number of one of the partners or officers. 


Inspection of mobile food catering vehicle. No mo- 
bile food catering vehicle permit shall be issued un- 
til the Department determines, upon inspection, that 
the vehicle is of sanitary construction and design. 
The Department may work in conjunction with the 
Boston Fire Department and the Department of In- 
spectional Services Division of Health Inspections 
to conduct its inspections of mobile food catering 
vehicles. Regarding design: 


No mobile food catering vehicle shall make or cause 
to be made any unreasonable or excessive noise in 
violation of CBC 16-26.1. 


There shall be no use of LED lights upon the fayade 
or affixed to the exterior of a mobile food catering 
vehicle. 


17-10.4 Health and Food Safety Permits Required 


a. 


Health Permits and Food Safety Permit. No mobile 
food catering vehicle shall be operated in any pub- 
lic, private or restricted space without having cur- 
rent health and food service permits issued by the 
Department of Inspectional Services Division of 
Health Inspections, pursuant to the State Food Sani- 
tation Code 105 C.M.R. 390. 
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b. Documentation required. No person shall operate 
any mobile food catering vehicle unless he or she is 
carrying both the original mobile food service per- 
mit issued to such person and the original mobile 
food catering vehicle permit documents. The per- 
mits shall be exhibited upon demand to any police 
officer, Department employee or agent, or other au- 
thorized officer, employee or agent of the City. 


17-10.5 Permit Fees 


a. __ Fees. The fee for a permit to operate a mobile food 
catering vehicle, issued by the Department, shall be 
determined based on a taxable market valuation of 
city property by the Assessing Department, includ- 
ing sidewalks, from which mobile food catering 
vehicles shall stand according to a route of opera- 
tion submitted with a proposal and approved by the 
Commissi oner. 


17-10.6 Prohibition Against the Transfer of a Permit. 


a. Transfers prohibited. No person holding a permit 
for a mobile food catering vehicle shall sell, lend, 
lease or in any manner transfer his or her permit. 

b. Unauthorized transfer voids permit. Any unauthor- 
ized transfer or attempt to transfer a permit shall au- 
tomatically void such permit. Whoever violates this 
provision, including both the transferor and trans- 
feree, shall be subject to a fine of no less than three 
hundred ($300) dollars. The unauthorized transfer 
or attempt to transfer of each permit shall constitute 
a separate violation. 


17-10.7 Operation of Mobile Food Catering Vehicles 


a. Operation without permit. Any mobile food cater- 
ing vehicle being operated without a currently valid 
mobile food catering vehicle permit issued by the 
Commissioner shall be deemed an imminent health 
and traffic hazard and may be seized by the Depart- 
ment and all the food therein denatured or otherwise 
disposed of. 


b. | Unattended Vehicles prohibited. No mobile food 
catering vehicle shall be parked on the street over- 
night, or left unattended at any time food is kept in 
the mobile food catering vehicle. 


1. Any mobile food catering vehicle which is found 
to be unattended or which a vendor has abandoned 
shall be considered an imminent health and traf- 
fic hazard subject to the provisions of section 
17-10.4( a). 


2. A fine of up to three hundred ($300) dollars may 
be issued by the Department or the Boston Police 
Department for abandoning a mobile food catering 
vehicle or leaving such vehicle unattended shall, in 
the absence of the operator of such vehicle. 


c. Removal costs. A mobile food catering vehicle and 
its contents that are seized pursuant to this section, 
or other applicable law, may be removed to any 
garage, automobile pound or other place of safety, 
and the owner, or other person lawfully entitled to 
the possession of such vehicle may be charged with 
reasonable costs for such removal and storage, pay- 
able prior to the release of the mobile food catering 
vehicle. 


d. Seating. No mobile food catering vehicle shall 
provide or allow any dining area, including but not 
limited to tables, chairs, booths, bar stools, benches, 
and standup counters, within 100 feet of the mobile 
food unit. 


17-10.8 Enforcement 


a. The provisions of this section may be enforced 
jointly by the Department, the Boston Police De- 
partment, and the Inspection Services Department.
